LETTFR POST— INLAND, 

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or open, 
addressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, which 
does not exceed an ounce in weight v\ill be conveyed to its destination for 
three cents. This late is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or moie distant. 

LETTER POST— fOREION. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, and the United 
States of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
or fraction the/eof, plus one cent war tax. Valuable letters may be regis- 
tered for delivery in Newfoundland for three cents but to other places 
the registration fee is five cents, except to United Kingdom, where the 
charge is Two Pence — four cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
less than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
places in Newfoundland, at a special rate of two cents per lb. ; but papers 
under four ounces are accepted free of postage within the Colony, also, 



books at two cents per lb. rate. Newspapers to the Dominion of 
Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., must be prepaid at 
the rate of one cent for each t«o ounces or fraction thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i lb., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or 11 cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and 11 
lbs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addresses on the covers ; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Parcels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

EXTRA POSTAGE. 

EVERY PREPAID LETTER 

and letter packet posted in Newfoundland and Labrador, shall, 
in addition to the postage p.ayable thereon under the Provisions 
of the Post Office Act of 1891 and Acts in amendment thereof, 
be chargeable with an Extra Postage of One Cent, thus a 
one-ounce letter will be three cents, and a two-ounce letter live 
cents, etc. 

Letters originating in Newfoundland not bearing the extra 
postage will be charged two cents additional on delivery. 



Telegraphic Messages* 

WAR TAX. 

Telegraphic messages, other than service messages, trans- 
mitted from one place in the Colony to another place in the 
Colony must have affixed thereon by the sender, stamps to the 
amount of five cents. 

.- Telegraphic messages, other than service messages, sent from 
Newfoundland abroad, must have affixed thereon by the sender 
stamps to the value of ten cents. 

The above regulations will not apply to telegraphic message.* 
sent by the Authority of any Department of the Government.

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^ Governors I Have Known, ^ 

And Some of Their Outstanding Characteristics,

ARTICLE I. 

HAT interesting funciionary (the Colonial or Do- 
minion Governor) is not at all times and under 
all circumstances, I am afraid, adequately appre- 
ciated by those over whom he swriys the viceregal 
sceptre. Indeed, there are occasions on which it 
seems difficult to determine whether His Excel- 
lency's " appearance " should be regarded seriously or other- 
wise — notably, when, in his official capacity, he "poses" at the 
opening of the Legislature or presides at the annual meeting of 
the Auxiliary Bible Society. Sometimes he looks to me like 
the little figure in a Dutch weather glass, which only comes out 
under an umbrella when the thermometer points to stormy. 

On ordinary occasions he more resembles the man we see 
tending some complicat'^d piece of machinery, who goes about 
clad in 'ustian, with a little tin can having a long spout lo it, 
and pouring a drop of oil here, and another there, with a view 
of securing the working of the various parts with as little 
friction as possible. 

These resemblances are quite true of an ordinary constitu- 
tional governor who reigns in a dominion such as Newfoundland, 
possessing '• responsible government." He is the representative 
of the Crown and stands between it and the '• colonists" as a 
just intermediary and a learned interpreter of the rights of both. 
But does he always do so ? That is an important question just 
now. However, let it rest here for the present. I shall deal 
with it later — perhaps in my next article ! 

It is obvious that he must be extremely "elJ versed in Jaw, 
and especially constitutional law; and it is no less obvious that 
he must know mankind, and especially " colonial mankind." To 
feel the pulse, as it were, of colonists, to guage their humors, 
to distinguish between passing conditions of temper, and a real 
deep-seated sense of grievance — in a word, versas cognoscere 
causas of the random functions of legislation in a new society 
— are gifts which should belong to colonial or dominion 
governors b) nature and training. 

Crucial questions of policy are always being presented to 
them upon which they have to make up their minds and report 
faithfully to the home government. At every point local 
jealousies may be aroused and local rights may be invaded, if 
precipitancy is displajed and ill-digesttd measures are allowed 
to pass into law. To find a suitable modus vivendi between the 
various interests and parties, to work towards a great ideal 
without sacrificing individual and provincial rights, to mould 
the opinion of " responsible advisers" by timely and sensible 
suggestions, and to represent fairly the wishes of the Cabinet 
at "home," are duties and functions which belong in a special 
sense to His Majesty's representative in this dominion. 

It would possibly surprise the circle of purely domestic 
politicians in the Mother Country to find out how many real 
administrative and social difficulties are constantly being thrust 
upon our local government, small and all as it is. The 
temptation to exaggerate the importance of a particular circle of 



interests is one to which colonial governors are especially liable, 
as has been conspicuously exemplified here during the past 
few years. At present there seems to be no principle involved 
in our local politics. All, or nearly all, the members of our 
House of Assembly are needy men. They are there to get 
what they can out of it. and " the longer they remain, the more 
they make." In short, it is a matter of " ins " and " outs." 
The '' ins " want to remain in, and the '' outs " want to get^in,

and so the fight for place and pay goes on, with precious little 
prospect, in the near future, of a better condition of things. 

Possibly, matters may improve under the new Government. 
It is too soon to judge them yet. They have not been long 
enough in office to accomplish much ; scarcely have we had 
time to see what kind of political stuff they are made of. It is 
to be hoped, however, that they will do better than some of 
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their predecessors, and that, at the close of their term of office 
some progress will have been made in the direction of political 
reform here. It is an encouraging sign to see that the heads 
of departments today, and most of those who hold portfolios, 
are practical, honest men, anxious, I believe, to restore the 
public life of the dominion to something like the honesty and 
purity which characterized it in the good old days gone by. 

The position of governor has greatly changed of late years, 
especially since the beginning of " the great war." At one time, 
not too long ago for some of us to remember, the aspirant to an 
island or dominion governorship was regarded as an eccentric 
individual, with an ambition not much higher than that of 
Sancho Panza. Frequently he was the discredited scion of an 
illustrious house and the pest of ttie Colonial Office. The 
parting blessing of Lord Bathurst to a Colonial Governor was : 
" Joy be with you, my good fellow ; and let us hear as little of 
you as possible." 

The gentleman thus summarily disn^issed was entrusted with 
large powers and a carte blanche to act pretty much as he 
pleased. Above all things, he was requested not to bother the 



subjects located in various parts of the world have to be clearly 
understood and vigorously grappled by them. 

Day by day the field of responsibility is widening and the 
area of their respective administrations becoming more and 
moT complex, 'no proconsul of -cient times had mor 
anxious rule than so- of our governors ^^-^jj^^^^^^l, 
nhrase we may say that uneasy nc luc u v, 
Br tain- dependencies. The peculiar circumstances of a 
Jom In or'a colony-even the peculiarities of soU and chmate 
and of the geographical position -may require on the part of 
'he governor the exercise of liberal and en ightened v^ews^both 
as to fishery and commerce. The laws of a dominion, with a 
;LI to the^mixed nature of its population, and their especial 
manner and habits, may require f^^'^^^^e governor the display 
of qualities of mind obtained only by the study of philosophical 
iurispiudence and legislation. 

Most of the minor difficulties of the Colonial governor these 
days are due to his indiscretion in surrounding himself with a 
little coterie of social and political advisers outside his Cabinet, 
sometimes appointing from them persons to act as aides-de-

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Colonial Office with questions and correspondence of a volu- 
minous character. 'this office returned the compliment of 
silence by judiciouslv veiling their eyes to vexatious com- 
plaints from abroad directed aijai ist their discreet administra- 
tor. And, as long as he did not indulge in heroics in speech 
or action, the mantle of Colonial responsibility sat lightly upon 
him, and the joy of Lord Bittiurst was with him. 

No doubt it was desirable in the first instance foi the 
Colonial Secretary at Downing Street to be wise in his choice. 
He had a number of cmdidaies to choose from, both naval and 
military men, all of whom m'ght claim several years' service by 
sea and land as a sufficient recommendation for the varied civil 
duties of a Colonial Governor. Occasionally it was hinted from 
the Doniii'ions that the selection was not always judicious. In 
our own annals it is recorded that " the British Government 
spoiled an excellent military officer to make a very inefficient 
governor" when they appointed Colonel McCallum in 1898. 
They previously spoiled a good policeman when they sent Mr. 
Henry Blake here in 1887 

But these days of random selection are gone by, and a wise 
discretion has to be empioved, whether a Governor of the 
Dominion of Newfoundland has to be sent out, or a humble 
functionary known as the Commissioner of Seychelles, or the 
presiding Magistrate of Anguilla in the Leeward Islands. 
Political life and civic aspirations are rife everywhere, even in 
such small members of the British Empire as St. Kitts and 
Dominica. Certainly, governors now live under somewhat 
altered circumstances, and in the midst of a greater stress of 
business. The affairs of millions of Britons and British 



camp and private secretaries. The latter individuals almost 
invariably take with them to their new and, consciously, 
exalted duties, prejudices which are sure to militate against the 
popularity of the viceroy. Undesirable persons theicby often 
get the entree to Government House, sometimes to the exclusion 
of those who ought to be there, and whose very presence and 
influence would enhance the dignity of, and do credit to, the 
Sovereign's representative. If we set the orainary qualifica- 
tions of a Colonial governor side by side with those more 
tersely and epigrammatically set torth by Lord Dufferin when 
Governor General of Canada, and require the master of juris- 
prudence and the expert in geography and ethnography and 
anthropology to sink his pretensions and role to that of the 
unobtrusive lubricator of the Colonial macninery, or the dummy 
figure in a Dutch clock, we seem to require a combination of 
modesty and accomplishments rarely fuund in mankind. The 
candidate for satrapic and proconsular honors, may well pause 
before starting on his administrative errand at Newtoundland 
or even in the Dominion of Canada. 

Governors are too often spoiled by the toadyism of the local 
press. The representatives of some 01 our j'oui nals ciiculate 
around the gubernatorial residence, like moths about the oas- 
jet, till they get their wings singed. Then they cease their 
fulsome flattery, but it is too late— the mischiei is done, the 
proconsul is spoiled and his usefulness gone tore\ er ! 

In speaking thus of the newspaper-men, I wish it to be dis- 
tinctly understood that I draw the line sharply between inde- 
pendent journalism and servile journalism. Probably indepen- 
dent journalism was never so independent as now. The writer 
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comes more directly to the reader than of old; individualism is 
allowed fuller play ; simplicity and truth are encouraged ; 
shibboleths are at a discount; charming essays and studies 
abound; and no pains are spared to secure excellence. But 
competition may go too far ; and, in effect, the craze for 
novelty and excitement threatens to minimize the effect of 
much that is admirable. Take, for example, the anaemic and 
attenuated productions of certain writers here on "social 
subjects." 

Then, again, those comments upon public men and things 
show a decided tendency to hark back to the days of Gillray 
and Rowlandson. With much that is witty and strong and 
literary, one sometimes suspects a want of backbone, and 
absence of that quality of character which in the long run con- 
trols the minds of men to better purpose than intellect itself. 
By all means be entertaining, moving, exciting, but do not 
overreach yourself and imperil all by sacrificing reality and 
earnestness. For with all the talent and with all the brilliancy, 
there is an absence of deep conviction, of high aims and 
worthy symp,ithies, in the work of the press, though its power is 



A Governor's popularity is, I need hardly observe, often 
closely connected with the social views held by his wife. Lady 
Glover and Lady O'Brien were regarded as leaders of society 
here, while Lady Blake, with many intellectual advantages, 
failed to excite enthusiasm. The fact being that the post of 
Governor in Newfoundland is thus so purely ornamented, it 
may be asked, " Is it worth while for a strong man of position 
to leave England to take it?" Sir Cavendish Boyle, even 
without a wife, managed to make himself the most popular 
Governor that ever reigned in Newfoundland. He did so, 
because he was incapable of thinking, or indisposed to do so, 
over serious disputes. He was punctual in ceremonial, and 
genial in company, and a cipher in counsel. But his receptions 
were charmingly attractive and enjoyable. I shall have more 
to say about Sir Cavendish later on when his turn comes in ray 
general review of our Colonial Governors.

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at its height; and these things, with sound sense, are more 
than ever important.

Not infrequently the newlv-appointed Governor sets out under 
the impression that the 'Colonist " is obsessed with the idea 
that the Motherland— his " Home." as he is supposed to 
always call it— is still everything to him, and that it is the 
dream of his life to get back there, and to -'die at home at 
last." No greater mistake could possibly be made by His 
Excellency. The average " Colonist," in most instances, is 
quite content with bis broad acres, free fish, game and other 
advantages beyond the seas. As a matter of fact, he doesn't 
want to go back— has no idea of such a " retrogressive move- 
ment." He couldn't do it, nor would he if he could. The 
" prairie poet " voices his sentiments when he says: — 

" His home!" The Western giant smiles. 

And twists the spotty globe to find it ; 
That little speck— the British Isles— 

'Tis but a freckle : never mind it."

N resuming " My Experiences in the Domain of 
I Politics," let me say that my second attempt to

We all left St. John's early in October in the 
little steamer B. P. Ingraham, with instructions from the 
Colonial Secretary of the day. Sir Robert Bond, to call, on our 
way north, at Trinity, Fogo, and Twillingate, and land, at these 
places, the ballot-boxes for the respective districts here 
mentioned.

from the front doorstep of whose residence I addressed a large 
assemblage of the free and independent electors. They were 
vy enthusiastic, and I think I am -^^ /" -y'"V'?wavs 
polling day, they voted for me to a man. LaScie has always 
been loyal to the Liberal cause!

The weatiier was fine, with smooth water; so we had a good 
run down the shore and across the two great bays, arriving at 
Trinity between lo and ii o'clock p.m. Here we found, 
snugly lying on the opposite side of the Public Wharf, the s.s. 
Fiona, with His Lordship Mr. Justice Pinseot, on Circuit. Of 
course we went on board and spent a pleasant half hour or 
more with the learned judge and his genial siiite. They had 
just finished their work and were celebrating the event pre- 
paratory to their departure for home early next morning. 

Leaving 7'rinity at daylight we reached Fogo in due time, 
and after spending a day there, during which we were most 
hospitably entertained by Mr. Henry Earle and Mr. Croucher, 
merchants of that place, we proceeded on to Twillingate. 
While here we met many old friends — most of whom have 
since passed in through the " Pearly Gates " — besides the 
Libel al candida'es for the district, who were getting ready to 
begin their campaign. That night a hig public meeting was 
held the sentiment of which was decidedly in favor of Sir 
William Whiteway and his parly of progress. The following 
afternoon we steamed into LaScie, where a great ovation 
awaited us. Landing amidst a blaze of bunting and salvos 
from all kinds ot guns, from the ancient flint and steel musket 
to the modern breach-loader, we proceeded to the comfortable 
home of that prince of hospitality, Daniel Duggan, Esq., J. P.,

down to Cape Bauld ; thence to Cape Onion, across Pistolet 
Bay to Cape Norman and into Cooke's Harbor, hard by, where 
we took a day or two's rest to overhaul the machinery and 
make preparation for the difficult and dangerous run up the 
Straits to our objective point. 

We le't Cooke's Harbour in the teeth of a severe westerly 
gale. Captain Cross, our gallant old commander, hesitated to 
put OJt in such weather, but the Returning Officer, who felt 
anxious to get (o Bonne Bay as soon as possible, persuaded 
him to leave. Captain Cross asked my opinion, and I said : 
"You are the master, use your own judgment ; you know more 
about this coast and the weather than I do." When but a few 
hours out, we found that the gale had increased to a hurricane 
with a sea that threatened to overwhelm us. T^e^ Jno-rahatn 
used to bury herself in the huge rollers that broke ag^fnst her 
bows. However, the captain 'kept her head to the sea " till 
the green-heart sheathing got stripped off below the water line 
and she leaked so badly that the water covered the cabin floor 
and rob.e to the stoke-hole plates in the engine-room. Then we 
had a consultation on the quarter-deck— the sea breakin<^ over 
us all the time— with the result that we decided to put btck to 
Cooke's Harbor. While in the act of turning, and when broad- 
side to the wind, we shipped a tremendous sea which filled the 
entire space above deck flush with the rails, and the steamer 
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seemed to be sinking. But Magistrate Avery, a powerful man 
of SIX feet some inches, rose to the requirements of the occasion. 
Seizing a heavy bar of iron which happened to be available he 
demolished three or four feet of the bulwarks on the starboard 
side. This allowed the water to escape, and the boat slowly rose 
to the surface again. Meanwhile not a word escaped us. We 
thought the end was ne.ir, said our prayers inaudibly and 
awaited the issue in silence! 

But the stalwart magistrate saved the situation just at the 
psychological moment, and, with the aid of an improvised fore- 
sail, we staggercid back to port. Here some of the worst leaks 
were stopped and sufficient repairs effected to enable us to 
steam to Griquet where we awaited the arrival of the s.s. Virginia 
Lake, which took us back to Tilt Cove. From there we 
telegraphed o.r conditinn to the Colonial Secretary, who sent 
us the s.s. Fa/con in which we verv nicely finished our canvpiss 
of the distri:t, arri\i-g at Bonne Bjy just one hour and a half 
after the tine for tl^e nomination of candidates had expired. 
However. I wss nominated under protest of the opposing candi- 
date's agent. The election took place without any other mis- 



powered, or he noticed that we were panting and flushing, I 
signalled to him to give us more air. During the whole evening 
this continued. Naturally enough, the great points of interest 
to the fishermen, then, as now, were the roads and the schools. 

It IS not my intention, even if I could do so, to attempt to 
recall all my impressions of our meetings ; but one more, at a 
somewhat prominent settlement in the western end of the 
district, I must mention. It was my first visit there. Our 
host gave us a most kind reception and took us to the meeting. 
I thought it very good of the people to put up an inscription, 
" Welcome to the Liberal-Whiteway Candidate." The audience 
here, too, was chiefly, if not entirely piscatorial ; they listened 
with great interest to a very clear speech from the chairman. 
We were in a fairly large wooden building used at the time as 
an Orange Lodye room. The people at this settlement seemed 
very contented and peaceful. In the morning I visited the 
nice little church where my host celebrates services, and, even 
now, I often think of the pleasant time I spent with him and 
his parishioners. 

During the happy and interesting weeks of my elecdon-

hdp and I won the seat \\ith a very .substantial majority. 

Many ainusinii incidents occurred during my trip through 

the district. At one large and important settlement we held a 

meeting in a "fish-loft," where the men used to meet every 

evening to smoke and tell stories. I had a magic lantern with 

me, ai d on this occa'-i(ii\ having decired to give an exhibition 

as well as a talk on politics, I invited the women as well as the 

men and the chidien. They came and the place was literally 

packed. Thty enjoyed the pictures and listened very attentively 

to my .speech. Towaids the middle of the latter, as there was 

no air admitttd into the loom, I observed several persons — one 

of them a won;an with a baby in her arms — apparently in 

varirus stages of semi-sufifocation. I, therefore, made signals 

of distress to a brawny fiiheiinan near one of the two small 

windows in the "loft." He opened it a little bit, but no 

sooner had he turned his head away than a village patriarch 

shut it up. My benevolent friend, however, kept his kind eye 

on my associates on the rudely-constructed platform, as well as 

on the audience generally, and when we felt very much over- 



eering trip I was much impressed by the amount of practical 
kindness I observed being exercised in every direction in order 
to make life as enjoyable as po.siible. I was equally impressed 
by my neaier acquaintance wi'h the homely virtues so many of 
the sturdy fishermen displayed and with the self-control, the 
continuance in well-doing, that a fisherman had to practice to 
bring up a family respectably on the modest income he derived 
from his " harvest of the deep," for which he t/ie?i seldom 
obtained more than S3 00 to S4 00 per quintal. 

When the Legislature opened the following year, 1894, we 
had on the Government benches a very strong party, numeric- 
ally and otherwise, led by the Right Hon. Sir W. V. Whiteway, 
with Sir Robert Bond as his lieutenant. Of course, there were 
then, as now, on both sides of the House, the political tyro who 
wanted to be an M. P. but who possessed none of the essentials 
necessary to enable him to shine in that capacity. Yes, we can 
see such an aspirant in either branch of the Legislature to-day. 
The poet pretty correctly sizes him up when he says: — 
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" The few ideas moving slow and dull 

Across the sandy desert of his skull, 

Still the same course must follow, to and fro, 

As first they traversed three score years ago, — 

From whence, not all the world could turn them back, 

Nor lead them out upon another track. 

Were but his brain dissected, it would show 

His stiff opinions fastened in a row — 

Ranged duly, side by side, without a gap, 

Much like the colors in his party cap." 

Speaking of the average politician, the egotism of the present 
day variety is astounding. I make no reference to particular 
individuals, but speak of the whole species as a ivhole. And 
here again the poet's pen and ink picture of them amply illus- 
trates what I mean : — 

" Woe to themselves, and woe to small and great, 

When two great egotists are tetea tete ! 

(A battle this though not of swords, but tongues, 

And he the victor who has strongest lungs.) 

But often while pursuing their career. 

Rejoiced that while they speak, the rest must hear, 

Some dry observer, whom they scarce perceive, 

Sits smiling in his philosophic sleeve." 



In marked contrast to the average present-day politician, let 
me, in bringing this, my second article, to a close, briefly sum- 
marize the career of Sir Robert Bond, who stands, as it were, a 
model of clean and incorruptible statesmanship. I am glad of 
this opportunity to bear testimony to the universal conviction of 
those who know him best as to the integrity and unselfishness 
of his character. No man is less of a poseur, and if he occa- 
sionally makes phrases, ih^t is no more than must be expected 
from any one of a forensic training with a quick eye for popu- 
lar effect. 

Phrases, after all are among the most effective weapons in the 
arsenal of Parliamentarism, and Sir Robert is much less guilty 
in this respect than most of his predecessors and all of his suc- 
cessors. A he-ilthv, reserved, upright man. Sir Robert has 
many of the qualities which we love to find in our foremost 
men. When the silent and, for the most part, unseen work of 
his public life is better known and understood, there will be few 
more popular men in Newfoundland than Sir Robert Bond. 
There is no necessity for waxing hysterical over his transcend- 
ent abilities. His abilities are not transcendent but business-

About the late Sir William VVhiteway I have already written 
so much elsewhere that little remains for me to say here. The 
"Grand Old Man of Newfoundland," as he was for so long 
affectionately called, possessed the inestimable qualitv of perfect 
loyalty to his friends. He was never known to for^^et'a kindness 
or Ignore a service. He was never suspected of having betrayed 
a follower or forgotten a pariisan. However irritating the blun- 
der, however black the catastrophe. Sir William could be relied 
on in the hour of need. His personal hatreds, if he ever had 
any, were well under control—" I never trouble to be avenged " 
he once said to the writer ; " when a man injures me I put his 
name on a slip of paper and lock it up in a drawer. It is mar- 
vellous how men f have thus labelled have the knack of disap- 
pearing 1" In judging men, though not infallible, he seldom 
erred. His pertinacity and urdaunted courage, his patience 
under obloquy, his untiring energy, his high conception of the 
honor and keen regard for the interests of Terra Nova— all 
these characteristics were recognized and admired by his friends 
and supporters.

like and practical. He is a man of affairs, a man of common 
sense, and a man with a level head; and if as seems not un- 
likely, on his return to public life, the pressure of great resoon 
sibility should tend to break down the somewhat stifi crust of 
reserve and enable him to reveal the inner man as he really is 
before his countrymen, there is little reason to doubt that the 
highest expectations of his friends will some dav be realized 

For my own part I do not believe that Sir Robert Bond has 
finally retired from public life. He is still an acti'^an 
physically as welt as mentally.

his contemporaries and sometimes stunted his colleagues. But 
the mischief which this all-canopying personality might have 
done was minimised by the sturdy vigor of the individualify 
of our race and the enormous expanse of the Empire nf which 
this dominion of , ours forms only an atom. Sir Robert has 
been so long part and parcel of the life of Terra Nova, that in 
parting from him, it is as if we were tearing with rude hands a 
thread woven in the very warp and woof of our colonial existence. 

It matters not whether we love him or whether we hate him, 
he was a part of us — the most conspicuous and shining part. 
We had to be talking of him, for good or for ill, all the time. 
He was no comet sweeping in wide eclipse through the 
heavens; he was rather as the sun — always with us, the 
centre of our political system, the giver of light and warmth 
thereto. We complain of his heat sometimes, or lament that he 
spares us so Jittle'of his genial rays, but even when we grumble 
most the thought of a sunless Dominion never stditlei our 
imagination in nightmare So it was with Sir Robert Bond. 
He was aUavs with us. It seemed as if he must be always 
with us; and his departure from public life seems not so much 
a disaster, but rather as if something had drcpped out of the 
order of nature. We have had to put some one in his place 
from time to time, but successor, no — there is only one Sir 
Robert Bond. But it is no -use repining at the shadow which 
the sun casts ; and we would be fools not to choose the great 
man with all his drawbacks rather than consent to drivel on 
from decade to decade in a wilderness of mediocrities. 

He is the only man here whose opinions on questions of 
righteousness in high office weigh much with the masses of our 
people. He is, therefore, in a very real way, the keeper of 
their consciences. That function he will retain in his retreat at 
Whitbourne, and this power may yet be used, as it was in 1900, 
to the confounding of those to whom has been handed over the 
responsibilities of administering our public affairs. It is, how- 
ever, impossible, alas 1 that his successors will have long to 
anticipate such embarrassing interventions of the oracle from 
Whitbourne in the work which he has abandoned. 

Sixty-five years weigh somewhat on his naturally vigorous 
frame and the days of his inactivity cannot be very long 
delayed. We are all familiar with the apologue of the man 
who made a covenant with Death that he should not die until 



he had been warned three times. The man lived long past 
three-score years, and then he became blind and deaf and 
paralyzed, and at last deaih came. He protested : " You have 
never warned me!" But Death replied : " My first messenger 
was named Deafness, my second Blindness, and my third 
Paralysis ! Now I am come myself." And so it is, and so it 
ever will be, world witiiout end ! 

In my next article on " Experiences in the Domain of 
Politics," I shall deal at soine length w-ith the public career of 
Sir Edward Morris (not Lord Morris thenjl In doing this I 
shall " extenuate nothing, nor " set down aught in malice, but 
'• hold the mirror up to nature " as faithfully as possible.

ANOTHER VIEW OF BONNE BAY. 
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dt Caught Near the Post. ^

^cs^AviNG been requested by the genial Proprietor 
of The Newfoundland Quarterly to con- 
tribute a short article for the Summer Number 
of his popular Illustrated Magazine, the writer, 
who originally intended furnishing a resume of 
Association Football in this City — past and 
present — had, owing to time limits and other causes to defer 
the subject of Football for this season, and decided to repro- 
duce from Diary Notes a short sketch of Holiday Adventure in 
the Summer of 1909. 

As the writer was probably well known to local newspaper 
readers over the " nom de plume " of " Onlooker," as a Foot- 
ball Scribbler, from the inception of the League up till the 
season of 19 10, we might mentitm at the outset that the " Post " 
of our story title is not a " Goal " Post, but refers to the

special Party of Five, with the Reid-Newfoundland Co., good 
for six days— and found ourselves (Yard Stick Knight and 
Trouters' Guide), Three Commission Agents, and one Chief 
Engineer on board the 8.45 a.m. regular, bound for our fishing 
rendezvous at the " Post." 

We might here mention that we— that is— the entire five — 
are all ardent " Waltonians," that two of the commission men 
viz., Peter Mars and Ted Collingwood, had been at the 
Post on previous occasions, having good sport, whilst the other 
agent— J. B. Mitchell— and Engineer Jim Whiteley had never 
before " wet a line " on the Placentia Branch. 

We were all, of course, well equipped with the latest 
"artificial" and natural "lure" to tempt the wary Trout, and 
well provided with plenty of liquid and solid foods for the inner 
man, and last, but not least, all of us had some special prepara-

f 'mous Nine-Mile (now Two-Mile) Post on thePlacenli^ Branch 
Railroad, where stands the old Log Cahin, familiarly spoken of 
to-d;iy as ' Parsons' Shack," a name doubtless given to it through 
the peisisfent efforts (to keep it loge(her) of the late S. H. 
Parsons, Photographer, of this City, one of the pioneer share- 
holders -vho built the cabin during the construction of this 
Branch Line in the days of the Thoiburn Government. Having 
spent many happy days and nights in the old " Shack " and 
secured ^ome very fine catches of Native Trout in this neigh- 
bourhood in company with our departed friend Parsons and 
other noted trout fishers duiing the past thirty years, we 
have certainly some pleasant recollections connected therewiih, 
and the present article refers to one of the many happy 
Summer Outings spent in this Paradise of Mud Trout. 

Well, in the month of August, 1909, Football Scribbling 
being over for the season we made all arrangements for a

selves and baggage safely deposited at the oldfamiliar sDm"" 

After getting our stores opened and snugly stored in th„ 
>ntenor of the Cabin, we quickly had a goolie^oing in\he 
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No 6 Victoria that adorns the galley end of the shelter, and 
all hands soon got busy satisfying the inner man with a genuine 
Terra Nova Trouters ■' Mug Up." 

This much having been accomplished in good shape the 
rods and baskets were got underway, and about 4 p.m we 
sa hed forth for our first evenings spurt amongst the finnv 
tribes. •' 

Peter and Ted, who knew a little about the best spots 
travelled west, taking the famous " Rhodies " Pond run out' 
whilst the writer piloted Jack and Jim in the direction of 
" Stein s Bog " on the north side of the track. 

Our first evenings fishing was productive of indifferent 
results, although the weather was all that could be desired— 
and the -'Man Eaters" well— not too bad. However we 
found on our return to the Post, at nightfall, that our combined 
take (five rods) amounted to some five dozen, average quarter 
pound fish. 

We soon had our " lights burning," fire going, table spread, 
and tackled into a good hearty supper, in which fresh cauo-ht 
fried trout, Scotch mode— rolled in oatmeal— were conspicuous 
the Banquet ending in a washing down of throats with all sorts

of abstainers and non-abstainers liquids, ranging from Nerviline 
and R R.R. up to Guinness' Stout, Whiskey and Old Jamaica, 
according to taste. 

Dudeens, cigars, and cigarettes were then produced, also the 
proverbial " Deck " and an hours play of forty-fives indulged in. 
Then hammocks were slung, sleeping bags donned, and soon, 
we five were in the arms of Morpheus dreaming of the big 
"uns" we would surely land in the morning. 

Shortly after dawn next day we were all on the move, but 
fishers five had poor luck this morning, there being scarcely 
a breath of wind from anywhere, and though we rambled far 
a-field and tried hard for a rise, not returning to the hotel till 
II a.m., we could only account for six dozen fish — small at that. 
We managed, however, out of the evening and morning 
catch, besides having our own " fry " to pack a fair sized 
biscuit box with trout and send it in by the evening train to 
friends in the city. 

The same night Peter and I had a choice half hour's sport at 
Rhodies River mouth by the " light of the moon." The five of 
us had been together at Rankin's Pond till about 8 p.m. — all of 
us catching an odd trout, except Ted, who had left his rod 
behind at the Shack, and carried his " Winchester," being bent 
on muskrat shooting. Peter and I — keen on the fishing — 
remained behind the others, and it was a lovely moonlight 



night when we reached the river on the north side, and sat 
down on the beach admiring the grandeur of the scene. 

I remarked to Peter that it looked a " likely " time and 
" ideal " spot to have a try for fish. My chum who had never 
before fished by moonlight ventured a "cast" across the "Run" 
just where the rays of the moon were reflected on the surface 
of the water, and the effect was magical, a lovely half pounder 
being hooked on a " Jock Scott," at the first offer, and safely 
landed. 

We spent half an hour at this famous Run, during which 
time Peter added to our catch ten speckled beauties, averaging 
over half a pound each, and the writer succeeded in getting 
ashore one only two foot eel. This latter specimen is thus 
accounted for — I had been fishing with a steel rod, which had 
snapped at the handle, close to the reel, and which I had 
temporarily lashed together with twine, being therefore handi- 
capped in casting, and although having several " rises" struck 
nothing but the wriggler on worm bait. 

However, I thoroughly enjoyed this " tit bit " of our excur- 
sion, giving a helping hand to Peter in manipulating the land- 
ing net, and in admiring his expert rod handling — for my chum

— who hails from a renowned angling country, bordering on the 
famous river " Tweed," can fish for " Troots " and don't 
forget it. 

On our return to the cabin, after our moonlight experience, 
we found that our friends had ready for us a delicious supper of 
trout, bacon and potatoes, which we thorougly relished and after 
half an hour's smoke, wash down, and general talk, the entire 
party got safely ensconced in hammocks — so ended our second 
day's fishing trip, — but hold on — -we had almost forgotten to 
add to the catch a splendid specimen of the " Rodent " species 
in the shape of a plump muskrat that Ted had "laid out" with 
his "Winchester" during the evening. 

The following day was " half-time," or interval period of our 
holiday. Jack and Jim, on account of business engagements, 
having to return citywards by the evening train. 

This being the case we were all on our " mettle," being 
determined to send home — well — just something to show that — - 
yes — we had been fishing. 

The weather was not very propitious, being too bright and 
calm, but we kept pegging at it, in the boat, and out of it, and 
succeeding in getting enough to fill two fair-sized "Creels" 
which our chums carried home to various friends in St. John's. 

Besides this we were able to present our good friend Charlie 
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Lush, the genial and popular conductor on the Branch at that 
time, with a " decent " fry, which included the best specimen 
of the " Mud Species," caught at the " Post " on this trip by 
"Onlooker," a fine fish which turned the scale at eighteen 
ounces. 

After the departure of our friends we three settled down to a 
sort of exploring party, determined on searching for " fields 
and pastures new," during the remaining two days of our time 
limit ticket. 

The fourth day opened calm and bright, but fish were very 
scarce, the entire forenoon being spent in fishing the handy 
ponas, from which we caught enough to cook for dinner. 

Our prospective evenings spurt was spoiled as we bad 
" showery, foggy " weather, which kept us indoors, where we 
did time at forty-fives, and in yarning, 'Ere we " turned in " we 
arranged our plans for the final day's operations, being all bent 
on returning to the City with a " logload." 

For myself, I might state that I had some pleasant recollec- 
tions of having, some fourteen years before this (1895), when 
in company with the late S. H. Parsons, struck a regular 
paradise or Tiout Hatchery when crossing the big Bake-Apple 
Marsh between Rhodies Pond and the N. E. Mountain, and 
happening to mention this circumstance to Peter, he remarked 
that he had also been on the same ground — with the same 
departed friend — in the summer of '99 or four years after my 
exploit. 

We therefore agreed on trying to find this spot on the follow- 
ing day, weather permitting, and then all hands got to " Bunks." 

We were early " afoot " in the morning, but the outlook was 
anything but favorable, there being a " white fog " on the 
surface of the water, whilst the top of the Mountain was 
enveloped in thick mist, all indicative of showery weather. 
However, we felt sure that a good catch awaited us, if we could 
only locate the place, and got ready for the venture. 

Ted could not be induced to accompany us, preferring to 
try another spot which we highly recommended, so having par- 
taken of a good hearty breakfast, Peter and I shouldered the 
largest Creels (2) at our disposal, and taking a gallon piper for 
the " bihn o' lea " and the grub in a game bag, we started on 
our voyage of discovery. 

We need not weary our readers by relating all the incidents 
of our " cross land and water journey " — how we got lost in 
the fog — as we consider that ''nufi's" said when we say that 
we found the " spot " all right, and both of us believe that " a 
line had not been cast thtre since our last visit," in fact it was 
"primeval nature " in all its solitary grandeur, and looked as if 
never having been trodden by the foot of man before. 

There were two pools in this chain of lakelets or gullies 
fringed with knee deep native wild grass, and shaded by 
juniper, and here we had choice sport, landing between us in 
two hours, fishing, r8^ dozen speckled "Muddies" which 
averaged six ounces each, ranging from quarter to three 
quarter pounds. 

It goes without saying that we two " Sons of the Heather " — 
and keen " Troolers " at that, — felt amply repaid for our 
journey " o'er Moor and Fen," in having such choice sport 
amongst the "gamiest " red fish we ever struck, and we were 
loathe to leave this delightful spot. However, the best of 
friends must part, and as the shades of evening were drawing 
near, we had to pack our Creels, Game Bag, and even the 
" Piper " with the spoils of the chase (some forty pounds each 
we had) and make tracks for the " Shack." 

It was a lovely evening, the mists having rolled away, and as 
the real " Jock Scotts " (Deer Flies) were keeping in shelter, 
we rather enjoyed our return journey, in spite of our heavy 
back loads, and the fact of having to take numerous "spells." 

We reached the " Post " at 7 p.m. finding Teddie at home, 
busy with a savory fry on the pan and the " kettle" singing on 
the stove. 

Having had a good wash and rub down, we tackled into a 
hearty feed, after which Ted related his adventures of the day, 
telling us all about the coveys of partridge he had disturbed' 
and how many he could have shot, only that it was the close 
season, and so on. 

Peter and I scouted the idea of his having travelled so far as 



the Twelve-Mile Trestle (the trouting spot we had recom- 
mended in the morning), but Ted had evidence of the fact in 



the shape of half a dozen of the peculiar kind of trout that are 
only to be caught in this neighbourhood, and so we were 

convinced. r. ,> r 

Now, having carried our readers in fancy to the " Post ot 
our observations and given accurate particulars of our catch 
there, during our five days sojourn, we come to the concluding 
sentences of our sketch. 

We "turned in" early for our final stretch in the hammocks, 
and enjoyed a well earned rest till 5 a.m. Then after cooking 
and partaking of a morning " mug up" we packed our " duds." 
" creels"— sharing the catch in equal parts — and leaving 
the Cabin in tidy condition for the next visitors, we shouldered 
our respective burdens and " trekked" for Placentia Junction- 
two miles distant — 

Having some two hours to wait for the Express, we had a 
morning ramble amongst the raspberries that grew in profusion 
on the bushes alongside the railway track. We also ordered a 
" ham and egg" breakfast at friend Healeys, which was nicely 
served up and heartily enjoyed. 

At 9.20 am. we boarded the Iron Horse, and arrived safely 
in the City at twelve noon, back to business life once more, or 
as my country folks put it, — after a holiday — " Back again to 
dirty claes and parritch." 

In closing this rambling sketch of an enjoyable holiday of 
eleven years ago, we have only to add that the "Post" is still a 
popular rendezvous for Trout Fishers and yet famous for good 
catches, proof of which is evidenced by the fact of there being at 
the present time three additional " Shacks" recently built there, 
all within a radius of half a mile — one of which — is owned by 
our mutual friend Ted Collingwood, who spends the best part 
of his leisure hours in this neighbourhood, trulv a choice portion 
of Avalon Peninsula for plying the gentle art of old Izaak Walton.

In the deep woods I pass this summer night. 
From all the city's care and clamour free.

Clear-cut against the distant sky-line bright

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Will the War Promote 




iiLL the war result in the setting back of the pro- 
gress of civilization ? This question arises, not 
as a result of a purely academic desire for dis- 
cussion of an interesting subject, but is prompted 
by grave world movements of the moment. 
Everywhere we find, as an aftermath of war, 
social, economic and industrial disturbances, socialistic out- 
breaks and similar evidences of retrogressive social and political 
movements. As the war evidently wrought many pronounced 
changes in our outlook on life, it becon^es of vital importance to 
consider, even briefly, some of the more characteristic biological 
changes that are induced through war, and endeavor to discern 
their possible effects in modifying the racial characters of the 
peoples of to-day. While doing this we should attempt to 
discern, and estimate, the resultant social changes that may 
emerge in the approaching future. 

The adverse influence of war upon racial development have 
been noticed since the earliest times. Many students of history 



Human Retrogression?

in a remarkable weakening of national vitality, as German 
medical statistics are now indicating. Enfeebling diseases, rare 
in normal times, are now multiplying everywhere as after 
effects of the World War. 

A member of any nation to-day is the result of the mating of 
an immense number of ancestors who have transmitted to him 
their characteristics. These are racial, national and personal 
products. Anything which weakens them is, of course, reflected 
through his children. 

Physiological studies during the war indicated that the kinetic 
organs of the body— the brain, muscles, thyroid, adrenals and 
hver, are seriously affected by anger, fear, over-exertion, 
physical injuries and many kinds of activities. The brain, 
which is man's driving mechanism, like other organs of the 
body, consists of innumerable cells. These are liable to de- 
struction by fear, anger or any kind of intense emotion. When 
destroyed, they do not appear to be renewed or replaced. Every 
e.xtraordinary emotional shock which a person receives during 
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know that a large proportion of the great nations of the ancient 
world disappeared as the result of the reduction of their racial 
vigor through a series of wars. The World War was the 
greatest ever experienced. It has wrought fearful havoc, and 
it merits attention being given to its after effects upon succeed- 
ing generations. 

All peoples who have attained national greatness have been 
evolved through selective processes. They have attained 
prominence by means of the survival values of their leaders, 
and their hereditary racial traits. Bravery, sound health and 
rugged constitutions have been important assets. Through the 
hard struggle for life, only the active and brave survived. All 
history of war shows (hat men who have to fight their nation's 
battles fight as bravely and tenaciously as the wild animals of 
the jungles. And the men who comprise armies are the pick 
of each nation's manhood. Any injury done to them must be 
reflected throughout their nations — afterwards, when the war 
costs are liquidated. 

The penalty paid by France for the Napoleonic War was 
found to be a marked reduction in national physique and 
stature, and a lowering of the moral tone and vigor. 

Soldiers are not the only sufferers through war. The 
civilians become victims of nervous disorders, rickets, diabetes, 
apoplexy, neurasthenia and the social poisons. And this results 



his life is recorded in the body through the destruction of cells 
in the kinetic organs which are affected by extraneous emotional 
stimuli. Experience indicates that when an individual has 
suffered much mental strain and had a large number of his 
brain cells destroyed, his character is permanently modified. 
The soldiers and sailors who have experienced hard fighting all 
exhibit changed characters. And this, it is evident, seriously 
changes the hereditary racial characteristics transmitted to their 
children. The recent war involved an immense number of men. 
These and their families who suffered much nervous tension 
and many nervous shocks during the period of the war, were 
all permanently changed. They are physically and mentally 
weaker than they were before the war. and their characters and 
racial traits have all been modified to a greater or lesser extent. 
It appears probable that their descendants will not enjoy the 
same amount of vitality that their parents were endowed with at 
birth. 

The principal nations of the world were directly involved in 
the war. The combatants were drawn from every country. If 
the theory of muscular modification by shock is sound, we may 
anticipate a marked retrogression in virility in the coming 
generations as one of the after effects of the war. These retro- 
gressive aspects in human development will be widely obser- 
vable. And because the effects of the war directly, or indirectly,

affected so many people, we may expect important modifica- 
tions to be developed in national forces. The selective and 
directive political, intellectual, artistic, educational, social and 
environmental factors, which play such important parts in the 
moulding of national character will, in various degrees, undergo 
modified changes as a result of the war. The enfeebled peoples 
will be less plastic than before the war, their hereditary traits 
will be less pronounced, and they will have diminished powers 
for transmitting them to their children. In this respect the 
coming human harvests will be poorer. 

In addition to the factors of inheritance, and the transmission 
of acquired habits, from generation to generation, each genera- 
tion is affected by numerous environmental forces which assist, 
oppose or delay the operation of the Mendellian evolutionary 
and retrogressive principles. The moulding of personal charac- 
ter and the development of the racial stock go on simultaneously 
and react one on the other continuously. Such reactions may 
be beneficial, or otherwise. When the principal environmental 
conditions are unsatisfactory, as they undoubtedly now are, the 
results will not appear to be generally good. No farmer 
expects crops to be excellent when the seed is defective, and 
the weather unsatisfactory ; and good cattle never come from 
defective stock. 

The dysgenic forces caused by war are set up by reversed 
selection. In other words, the changes brought about in 
individuals through direct and indirect war suffering favor the 
retrogressive rather than the progressive evolutionary principles 
of selection. The dominant Mendellian processes are weakened 
or repressed while the reversionary factors are facilitated. 

The worldwide social unrest, industrial strife and disinclina- 
tion of the working classes to work effetively are indications of 
the adverse forces induced by the reduction in national vitality. 
Socialism and its Russian offspring Bolshevism, could not 
have become so pronounced had normal conditions con- 
ditions continued. Such retrogressive political movements only 
flourish as an aftermath of national disasters. Great revolu- 
tionary outbieaks, and tlie decline in national vigor always 
follows wars, or periods of political tension. They can only 
represent refl-x and anti-cIimatic forces, not dominant and 
positive develop'iient. Socialism must be classed as a political 
and social disease, not as a force acting towards human better- 
ment. The history of Bolshevism in Russia makes this indis- 
putable. The greatest lesson that practical Bolshevism illus- 
trates is that socialism is a reversionary, and retrogressive, 
social and political force. It is, in practice, destructive, ard 
not constructive, in its political results. Ai d it can only be 
applied when the racial vigor in any given locality has been 
destroyed, or diminished, to a low point by some previous retro- 
gressive evolutionary racial forces. It finds an unfruitful soil 
where the moral forces are strong. 

Racial modifications require long periods for their develop- 
ment; but may be rapidly destroyed. The summation of indi- 
vidual contributions to the national type becomes effective only 
after long ages. 

A renowne-d biologist, when vs-riting recently on the evolution 
of nationality, asserted that it is a biological fact of indisputable 
validity that : "The moral law is as real and as external to 
man as the starry vault. It has no secure seat in any single 
man or in any single nation. It is the work of blood and tears 
of long generations of men. It is not in man, inborn and innate 
but is enshrined in his faditions, in his customs, in his litera- 
ture and his religion. Its creator and sustenance are the crown- 
ing glory of man, and his consciousness of it puts him in a high 
place above the animal world. Men live and die ; nations rise 
and fall, but the struggle of individual lives and of individual 
nations must be measured not by their iinmediate needs, but as 
they tend to the debasement or perfection of man's great 
achievement." 

If this thesis is accepted, and philosophy, and science, both 
indicate its soundness, any social and political forces which are 
anti-moral in their effects are racially retrogressive. This offers 
a clear explanation of the social reversions which generally 
follow prolonged wars and revolutions, and the present world- 
wide social and industrial disorders and unrest. 

Little reflection is required to realize the fact that when the

National degeneration is always shown by instability. When 
the racialleadfrs are merely mediocre people, the race ceases 
o advance. All history illustrates this fact that when the 
mafl number of strong leaders of a race are extermtnated and 
the feebler men are left to carry on, the inevitable result ,s 
racial retrogression. Decadence and social disorders go 
together and cannot become prominent in progressive communi- 
tie°s where the moral tone is high. a ^u^ 

When the great Greeks and Romans were destroyed, the 
remaining characterless people carried on the governments. 
Both nations then declined. The destruction of the European 
knights in the Middle Ages caused similar disasters to occur in 
practically all European countries. Commonplace men could 
not carry on as effectively as the intellectually trained and 
physically active knight. And as a result of the extinction of 
knighthood, the whole course of the history of civihzation was 
changed. And it is quite evident to those who are familiar

with the history of the times, it w.ns not ch.inged for the best 
interests of humanity. 

Social disorders are claiming attention everywhere, and it is 
plain that, in some countries at least, the moral standards are 
reduced. Will the adverse social and racial factors caused by 
the World War again lead to universal human degeneration and 
the retrogress of civilization ? 

The answer to that important question is that there will be 
no general retrogression. Some retrogression in certain 
countries is inevitable. Several of the European nations will 
become less prominent through the decline in the racial vi^^or 
of the people. Other countries will advance. The principal 
nations have not been sufficiently widely damaged to sufft-r 
serious harm. Many of thtir best men escaped injury and will 
be able to transmit the best racial traits. These fortunate 
countries promises to be racially benefitted by the war. The 
trials they bore have served to fortify some of their strongest 
and most valuable hereditary characteristics. The World War 
therefore, while it undoubtedly worked frightlul havoc amidst 
mankind, will not exert so many adverse influences upon the 
future evolutionary changes in civilization as other world 
calamities did, because its worst effects were limited and con- 
strained to fractional elements of the principal nations. The 
beneficial effects promise to overcome the adverse and, while 
giving the necessary freedom to the more vigorous people, lead 
to a greater development of democratic social forces.

It is not Conservatism or a 
devotion to the Dominion's mterests, as a whole, or anything 
that can be dignified by the name of principle: it is simply the 
mutual instinct for repose which overtakes the country at 
irregular intervals after spells of excitement and political 
experiment.

By the way, we ought to make better use of our prominent men 
than to wear them out in abortive wrangles in "the People's 
House," but, after ail, the process has its compensations; it is 
an intellectual exercise, it tends to educate the electorate, and 
it is better to wear men out than to deprive them of the stimulus 
to intellectual activity which the gladiatorial displays of the 
modern arena supply in full measure, whatever else they may 
lack. But, in spite of their activities —

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Although our legislators may be never so efficient and patriotic, 
yet the stern fact still faces us that there are only two ways out 
of the present industrial and financial ad de sac. The first is 
economy As Lord Inchcape says with respect to the situation 
in the Parent State : " We are tackling our problem at the 
wrong end. We ought to ascertain what our income is and 
budget for an expenditure not to exceed it, instead of^ voting 
expenditure and then imposing taxation to meet it." The 
Government has rationed us. We need a revival of the old 
Whitewavian conscience in regard lo (he spending of public 
money. 'Next comes freedom as indispensable to our colonial 
recovery— freeHom of capital and enterprise to push aheaa, 
unhampt-rtd by official restrictions; freedom of all agencies of 
production, freedom (rem bureaucratic controls and subsidies,

and State-fed monoplies. Until we are rid of them, and cut 
our coat according to our cloth, we shall be living in an unre.il 
world, which will one day burst into pieces on our heads. 

We hope " aii hands " will at once begin to realize the gravity 
of this situation and take such steps to reform existing abuses 
as the urgency of the case would seem to demand. Let the 
purific;ition of the body politic be the ambition of the Govern- 
ment and Opposition, the governor and governed, alike, for a 
little while, and we shall soon see a wiiolesome change in the 
aspect of affairs generally. And wh it higher, nobler ambition 
can we have than this ? 

" The true ambition there alone resides 
Where justice vindicates and wisdom guides ; 
Where inward dignity joins outward state. 
Our purpose good as our achievement great ; 
Where public blessings, public praise attend. 
Where glory is our motive, not our end."

Society is so con- 
stituted that the rich and powerful become richer, and more 
powerful, without effort, while the poor become poorer, and 
more dependent. Liberty — yes, we have some liberty but it 
has many strings attached to it. It is a galling liberty." 

"How would you have it then?" 

" Why, there should be communism, equality, true brother- 
hood. Cond'tions should be equalized. No man should be 
richer, or different, to his neighbor. 

" But such a state would transgress the laws of nature. 
Nature abhors equality. Anyone who strives for it among men 
surely follows a phantom." 

The travellers had now reached the summit of the hill and 
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toward religion, and the Church, and believed that their lest 
souls were maliciously urged by the devil to deeds bf the worst 
nature. The Marquis knew there were many socialists in 
France and Spain ; but he did not think their doctrines would 
become sufficiently popular among the Portugese. The thought 
that they could master suflScient strength to overcome the 
Government, and set up a Rt-public, did not occur to him. He 
admitted the possibility of their commission of sacrilegious 
deeds, and believed they niiglit even stoop to murder. But to 
succeed in creating a revolution, and overthrowing the mon- 
archy !— that in his mind was unthinkable. He now looked 
upon Menezes with suspicion, but he replied " Sir, why do you 
speak so harshly !" 

" Because, Caballero, I am a son of toil. I have to work and 
suffer. I know of the toil and suffering of the poor, the limita- 
tions of our liberty and their causes. While we suffer, 
the King, the nobles, and the bishops, live from the fat 
of the land. We, the workers, are compelled to live to produce 
wealth for the benefit of the rich. When we complain, the 
bishops advise us to suffer uncomplaingly on earth that we may 
earn immortality. This has always been so in Portugal, but it 



could see the white wmIIs of the farmhouses on the outskirts of 
Belmonte. It was close upon evening when they crossed the 
river, just outside the town. They there met the first people 
they h<id seen since starting on the journey, At the fording 
place were several women filling stone water jars for their even- 
ing meals, and a short distance down the stream some bull 
fighters, clad in bright uniforms, were watering a number of 
cattle. The Marquis, anxious to obtain news from Lisbon with- 
out delay, was about to ride down the opposite bank of the 
river and interview the Caballeros when he heard a voice salu- 
ting him by name. It was Father Nufies, of the Santa Cruz 
Church, in Belmonte. 

The Marquis offered his hand to the Priest and greeted him 
warmly. "What is the news Father ?" he asked. 

" There is really little that is fresh. The world is moving 
very slowly at present." 

"Is Lisbon still prosperous?" 

" Yes, I have heard nothing to the contrary." 

" And His Majesty the King, is he well ?" 

"In excellent health Marquis. To-day he visited Villa 
Yicosa to open the Church Bazaar in company with the Queen 
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and their sons." 

The Marquis drew in his reins, and bidding the Priest to 
call at his hotel in the evening, spurred his horse forward again. 
He soon regained Menezes, reported what he heard from the 
Priest, and added that it was wrong of him to spread news of 
an imaginary revolution, and the death of the king. 

" It is not imaginary, you will find it is very real. Be careful 
you are not involved in it. Farewell Caballero." 

There was something contemptuous in the tones with which 
Menezes uttered these words as he turned into a side load. He 
seemed disappointed on hearing what the Priest said, and 
changed his manner in addressing the Marquis. 

The Hotel Belmonte, where the Marquis generally stopped 
when in town, was situated in front of the Park, on a street 
running at right angles to the one the Marquis was now on, and 
about three miles from where his companion left him. But his 
destinatfon was soon reached, and when he drew up in the 
court yard of the Hotel, many acquaintances rushed forward to 
greet him. 

After dinner the guests assembled in the great hall of the 
Hotel to converse with each other. A bright open pine log 
fire was kindled in the far end of the hall which diffused a 
gentle warmth that was agreeable in the evenings at this period 
of the year. For, although tl^e d lys are fine and sunny at 
Belmonte in the early part of Spring, the air becomes cool at 
sundown. The guests arranged them-elves in little groups around 
the tables, or before the fire. The largest group formed about 
the Marquis, for he was well known and respected in Belmonte 
and was an agreeable companion. The little groups conversed 
in lively tones for an hour or two. Some played cards until 
Father Nunes was ushered into the hall. Then someone sug- 
gested it would be pleasant to have some music. A lady cried 
out " Yes I and let us dance !" Quickly numerous musical 
instruments were produced. The daughter of the hotel keeper 
played the harp. Many of the ladies and gentlemen played 
the bandura, mandola, or the guitar. Sometimes the guests 
sang provincial songs to the a'^companiment of the music, and 
the Marquis, who was passionately fond of such informal con- 
certs when p'ayed by natural musicians like the Portugese and 
Spanish people, siid. as one of the lady guests was departing, 
this was one of the most enjoyable evenings he had spent in 
Belmonte. 

The guests began to leave the hall a little before midnight. 
But the Maiquis lingered on in conversation with the Priest, 
the Mayor, the Capt.-General, and several other gentlemen. 
They were disussing political condition-; when, suddenly, loud 
voices were heard in the court outside the hall. The noise grew 
louder and louder as though a quarrel was in progress, and 
there was a great tramping and shuffling of feet. The guests 
instinctively turned their faces to the doorway. Soon the door 
was opened wide, and a man ran wildly into the hall, followed 
by others who beat him with straps and sticks. Within a 
minute, the hall was filled with a struggling, cursing mass of 
humanity — the riff-raff of the town. 

It was difficult to perceive the cause of the commotion. But 
from the red ribbons some of the men wore in the lapels of their 
coats, and from the cries that occasionally escaped them, it ap- 
peared that there were many socialists present. Apparently, 
the socialists, who were in the habit of meeting on certain nights 
in the street at the rear of the hotel, had been disturbed this 
evening by the young men of the town, and by the conservatives 
of Belmonte, and retreated into the hotel for safety. 

The abrupt inrush of the men, and excitement of the moment, 
unnerved the Marquis. He pressed closer to Father Nunes, 
near the fireplace. As he was about to express his fears to the 
Priest, he felt a hand pressing on his shoulder. Turning his 
head slightly he saw the tall figure of his companion of the day's 
ride— Rodrigo Menezes, of Sortelha. There eyes met. Never 
until that moment did the Marquis believe the stories the country 
people of Beira told him in his boyhood days about the habit of 
the Power of Darkness of entrusting his evil commissions to the 
worst of men whom he clothed with uncanny powers. Menezes's 
eyes now appeared very different to what they were earlier in 
the day. They were large and brilliant, and sparkled unnatur- 
ally, like the eyes of wild cats. They inspired fear, and, it 



seemed to the Marquis that, behind them were passing he kiiew 
not how many horrible thoughts. No madman ever looKea 

""°Menezes"smiled sarcastically when he observed the Marquis's 
fear and said, " Now, Caballero the revolution begins ' 

Instantly many in the crowd took up these words and shouted 
" The revolution ! The revolution !" 

The hall at this moment presented a terrible spectacle, it 
seemed to be filled with struggling madmen. The low counten- 
ances of the men, the shrieks, kicking and scuffling, the glimmer 
of the fire, and the luminous smoke, slowly twirling up in the 
fireplace— all contributed to the weirdness of the scene while 
the spirit of unrest, apparently, masqueraded with the demons 
of despair. 

" Long live the Republic," shouted a loud coarse voice. 

" Long live the King," replied the Marquis of Villa Prezeres. 

Just then a shot was fired— then another— and another. 
The socialists, led by Rodrigo Menezes, of Sortelha, had fired 
at the Marquis, and his friends, for oppo.sing the expression of 
their Republican sentiments, and the Captain-General, and 
other officers present, returned the fire, and charged the 
socialists with drawn swords. 

When the police arrived, they found many had been wounded 
in the fusilade. Among the dead were the Marquis of Villa 
Prezeres, and Menezes. Father Nuiies was uninjured. 

When the priest knelt in prayer at the side of the body of his 
dead friend his eyes lighted upon the carmine rosebud set in 
adianthum fronds that was pinned to the dead man's coat. The 
flower was uninjured, bright and beautiful. 

While the priest gazed at the superb flower, his thoughts 
reverted to the delightful days he formerly spent at the Villa 
Prezeres, when the nobility, of which the Marquis was a gallant 
representative, graced Portugal. Then he cast a last look at 
his dead friend, and the realities of the present changed times 
absorbed his interest. A nervous tremor shook his frame, and 
the spectators heard him utter a cry, and mutter to himself, 
"The past is really dead! Dead are all the elect souls of 
Portugal — the aristocratic patrons of ideas, ideals, of culture 
and of morals. All the graces of life are gone with them, 
leaving but the crude, vulgar, animal instincts of the mob to 
guide mankind through the remaining degenerate days!" 

There was a movement in the room caused by the exclama 
tions of surprise of the people, and angry exclamations of some 
of the revolutionists. 

The old Priest prepared to leave the room. As he departed, 
he cast a final look at the people, and said in Lrtin : " Virtue 
and beauty are destroyed at their sources. Only ugliness 
lingers — ugliness, and old relics like us!"

JN this issue of The Newfoundland Quarterly 
we present to our readers the portrait of Very 
Rev. H. T. Renouf, Rector of St. Patrick's 
Parish, St. John's West, who in April last cele- 
brated the Silver Jubilee of his ordination to 
the Priesthood. 

Father Renouf was ordained at the early age twenty-three, in 
March, 1895, and very few could realize that he had been 
" twenty-five years at the Altar" when the bells of St. Patrick's 
Church, on the morning of Sunday the i8th of April last, called 
his parishioners to his Jubilee Mass. 

It was a matter of some surprise when Father Renonf was 
transferred from the parish of Trepassey, with its pleasant

surroundings and lovable people, and brought into the City, 
but the object is now apparent. His Grace the Archbishop, 
with that unerring insight of his into men and things, had de- 
cided to improve and re-adorn St. Patrick's Church, and selected 
this veteran priest to carry out his intentions. How correct 
was the Archbishop's judgment has been amply proven. 

Within something over a year the newly appointed Rector 
had his Committee formed, plans worked out, and was ready to 
begin what appeared to all a colossal task. 

In the name of the Most High, with the assistance of a loyal 
and energetic committee, and a generous people, the work of 



restoration was begun, and has been steadily pushed forward. 
The Church has been repaired and renovated both inside and 
out, new floors laid, the old st)-le pcivs removed and replaced 
by new ones, the organ gallery enlarged, and the grand Altar 
rebuilt and beautifully decorated by reflecting lights, also an 
artistic sanctuary rail and pulpit erected, all in keeping with the 
general design of the Church. Within the last few days a 
beautiful statue of St. Patrick in Carrara marble has been 
placed in the Sanctuary. 

The grounds surrounding the Sacred Edifice have been 
graded and attended to. The terracing between the Presby- 
tery and the Church is the admiration of the public, and the

N June 24th, Kt. Rev. Monsignor McDermott, 
V.G., celebrated the- Silver Jubilee of his Priest- 
hood. Born in the town of Roscommon, Ireland, 
the future Priest ard Prelate received his early 
education amidst the storied surroundings of his 
home town. At an early age he went to Mount 
Mel'eray, that old world Cistercian Abbey, 'neath the shadow of 
the Knockmealdon Mountains. Being destined for the service 
of the Altar, he entered Carlow Collfge and there pursued 
Philosophy and Theology at the home made famous by the 
celebrated Ecclesiastic, Dr. Doyle, Bishop of Kildare and 
Leighlin. It was in Carlow he met as a fellow student, one who 
was, perhaps, hi> greatest friend, the late Father Jackman. 

Coming to this country Father McDermott worked for some 
time in the Parishes of Argentia and St. Kyran's. He then took 
up duty in Salmonier where he labored for two years. Leaving 



that parish, he came to Tor's Cove, in the district of Ferryland, 
where he was Pastor for some time. His next move was 
Citywards and we find him for many years in St. Patrick's 
Church as assistant Priest and Rector. 

On the accession of His Grace Archbishop Roche to the 
Archiepiscopal Throne, Father McDermott was chosen as 
Vicar General of the Archdiocese and Administrator of the 
Cathedral Parish. A few months after being thus honored by 
the Archbishop, His Holiness Pope Benedict XV. created him 
a Domestic Prelate at the Papal Court. 

A man of lovable character, gifted with keen intellect, and 
retentive mind. Monsignor McDermott is one of the leading 
men of the Church in Newfoundland. He is still in the prime of 
life, and the Quarterly joins in the sincere wish that he will 
be spared for many years to direct by his prudence the Church's 
affairs in the Archdiocese. 
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The Dominio n's Tribute to Its Gallant Dead.

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Parliament to commemorate the sacrifices made 
by the manhood of Newfoundland in connection 
with the Great War. In the different churches 
throughout the city services were held in memory 
of those who had made the Supreme Sacrifice, and afterwards 
the customary ceremonies were held in Bannerman Park. 

It was a pleasant day — the sun shone out through the storm 
of a few hours previous ; the grass, dew moisted by the recent 
rain, glistened in the light of the morning;; (he shrine— simple 
in design — but effective by reason of what it represented — stood 
in the centre of the enclosure as a .symbol of purity and sacri- 
fice. The citizens of St. John's were present in very large 
numbers ; all the societies were represented and various Presi- 
dents brought with them the floral tributes of their organiza- 
tions. The Brigade Bands played " The Dead March" and 
"The Hallelujah Chorus" whilst the Pipes sounded the dirge 
of "The Lament." From a thousand he.irls there went up to 
Heaven a solemn prayer for the young men who had Gone 
West into the Golden Glow of the Sunset. 

There were several incidents in connection with the ceremony 
which are outstanding. Perhaps we are pardoned for remem- 
bering them. It is not the parade of the children to the Park;

the presentation by the Prime Minister of a wreith on behalf 
of the Dominion of Newfoundland ; the impressive sight of the 
women of the Colony coming forward with their floral tributes — 
it is merely an incident, but it shows the remarkable sincerity 
of the person associated with it. Just before the gates were 
thrown open and before the wreaths were received by the 
Officer in charge, a little girl, who must have been waiting for 
some hours, crept into the enclosure and laid on the steps of 
the shrine a bunch of forget-me-nots and pansies. Was she a 
sister or a daughter of some one who had died that we might 
live? No questions were asked — no explanation given, but no 
offering was more delicately handled than that of the person in 
question. Amidst the wealth of floral tributes — the grandeur 
of the several outstanding wreaths — the boquet stood alone, 
exhaling its perfume and sending forth its message to the 
people: " I stand here for someone who had done his duty." 
The address of His Excellency the Governor is appended. 
It is indicative of the person who represents His Majesty the 
King. Fearless and outspoken, it is perhaps the plainest state- 
ment that has ever been made to the people of a Dominion 
controlled by Responsible Government. There is much in his 
Excellency's remarks to be considered and well weighed. May 
his appeal to the Country at large fall on appreciati\'e ears. 

THE ADDRESS OF HIS EXCELLENCY. 

By the voluntary Act of the Legislature of this Colony a day 
has been set apart as a permanent comineraoration of the high 



but throughout the whole of that historic struggle which we 
sh 1 knoS for many years as the Great War-the men in the 
North Sea and the men who fell at Gallipoh and in France at 
Guedecourt, Monchy Cambrai, wherever the fighting might be 
bv unanimous consent of comrades who are left behind, the ist 
of July was chosen as the fittest day upon which to comme- 
morate the glorious memory of that noble sacrifice— and not by 
a holiday, but by religious observance which should bring back 
to the minds of all who took part in the solemn assurance ot the 
great sacrifice that was made for them and of the responsibility 
that is laid upon them all to live up to the level of that sacnfice. 
The Legislative enactment has fixed on the first Sunday of July 
rather than .simply on the first of July will also be a Sunday and 
in those years more intimate touch will have come between our- 
selves and those we commemorate, because wc shall feel that on 
the very day on which so many made the great sacrifice we are 
commemorating their death and their glory. But to-day and 
often we shall only approximate to the actual day the memory 
of which has become so precious to Newfoundlanders. 

Now I think we have special right to marvel at the greatness 
of the sacrifice made by Newfoundlanders. When we consider 
how far away this Island is from the stress and struggle of the 
great battle-fields. When we consider its sea-girt shores, its 
isolated coves, its deep secluded forests, surely there was great 
excuse if many a man had asked what the struggle had to do 
with hiin, if he had asked himself whether it was indeed neces- 
sary that he should cross the seas. There was so much that 
was attractive in the whole life of his Island home that many a 
man could have been forgotten for turning a deaf ^ar to the 
clarion call that came across the Atlantic. It will ever be the 
glory of these Newfoundland boys that they not only heard the 
call, but answered it with wonderous promptitude. In that pro- 
mptitude, in the vigor which they threw into their response they 
earned the everlasting gratitude of the British Empire. And 
rot only as on that day in 1916 but always the same story — a 
regiment that did not waver in the face of great odds, a regi- 
ment that once it understood the call that was made upon it, 
n ver hesitated to answer that call to the full. 

No V it seems to me that often, not only on the first of July, 
igr6, when the regiment advanced in the face of great odds and 
p..id to the full the penalty of bravery, but on many another 
occasion these men may hive had a vision of their Island home 
ere they passed into the line or the battle. I think that some of 
tliem would see in imagination the sun sparkling on the summer 
blue of some harbour or the beloved waters of some bay they 
know well, or perhaps the great fir woods and forests which 
fr nged some well known liver; sometimes even the snow and 
ice or some familiar fishing ground, or the rugged rocks which 
form our bastion against the Atlantic. 

And if as I think this is so, shall not that thought bring thein 
nearer to us to-day and shall we not have learned from them to 
live a fuller life and often gave a greater service to the land to 
which we belong. 

It seems to me that even this present day has shown its 
sympathy with our thought, for it began with the fog rolling \n 
as a shroud of sorrow, and presently the fog is gone and it is 
coming out a day typical of one phase of the Newfoundland 
summer. 

Yet wi must not lament too grievously of their death I 
believe that there is hardly anyone who has not co.ne through 
this great struggle of the war distinctly poorer by the loss of 
some dear one. Even those who have been spared in their 
nearest and their dearest yet miss some face which came and 
went and was loved. But he will glory in that 
of which we are assured. 

Surely we can say this with a

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knowledge far greater and better than the Roman philosopher 
and we can appreciate more deeply and with more intelligence 
the effort that was made by these our children and comrades 
that went before, " £xegi tnonumen/iim acre perenniits." It is not 
only the memorial group which attests our feelings. I trust 
indeed that hereafter, perhaps in another year, these beautiful 
floral tributes will be laid at the base of a more permanent 
memorial — but the flowers theinselves indicate a higher thought. 
They speak of the beauty of life and, as I look upon the tribute 
thus paid to the dead, I do not forget that on the other side, 
are men of the Regiment who gave limbs or health, which is 
much to us as a life. They link us up with the dead and they 
help us to realize what is in fact the truest memorial to our 
heroes. 

If we have met here to-day to do honour to the memory of 
those brave men who have gone on before us into the wider 
and the nobler life, if our chief object is to remind ourselves 
and our friends that these men won imperishable fame by per- 
forming a great and unselfish duty, are we not going to learn 
the real lesson the war has taught us? They were men of 
different stamps, different religions, different walks of life, 
different points of views, yet in their training, in their life 
behind the lines, in their last final effort and deed of glory, they 
cast aside all sense of division ; one in heart and one in action, 
different casts of mind operating to one end, one in brotherhood 
one in friendship, those men h^d all of them gained the higher 
experience and reached a higher standard than that which 
they had attained in this country before, by their very sacrifice 
they had gained something which would not otherwise have 
been gained, and by that sacrifice they have taught us to aspire 
to something finer. If we came here to-day in the face of this 
lesson are we going to m .ke a mockery of it. Shall we not learn 
to put aside our petiy differences, our misunderstandings, our 
unworthy jealousies and with the whole strenjjth of our being 
make up our minds that this Newfoundland shall be a happier 
place because those boys left it and died for it. 

I grieve to say that there is too gre it a tendency here in this 
Colony to give wav to unkindliness — and that it is too much 
encouraged by the public pivss. To then I appeal— I appeal 
to all of you. whether Great War Veterans or Pjlitici ms, whether 



men or women, to join in cutting out this great curse which of 
a surety one day will otherwise ruin the whole of your life. 

One word more : We must not mock our religious profession 
by a forgetfulness of that which our religion means. We have 
been to our churches. Are we sincere ? Do we indeed mean 
something by that service? Ere we leave this ground to-day I 
place with you this final thought which should bind us to those 
we honour here, — " God of our fathers, be the God of their 
succeeding race."

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Bay de Verde Bye-Election. ^ 'Long Todes Dark, ^ 



One of the most interesting developments since the general 
election of last November was the recent bye election in the 
district of Bay de Verde. Mr. W. H. Cave, Minister of Ship- 
ping, was elected in November by a small plurality over Mr- 
A. E. Hickman. The latter petitioned against the retention of 
the seat by Mr. Cave, alleging irregularities in polling. Mr. 
Cave counterpetitioned, charging bribary against Mr. Hickman. 
Both cases were heard before the Supreme Court. The judges 
found that sufficient electors had voted for Mr. Cave without 
being sworn to render his election invalid. They found also 
that Mr. Hickman was guilty of the charge preferred against 
him. The Bay de Verde seat was, therefore, declared vacant. 
A bye-election was held, and some strenuous campaigning was

done in the district for three weeks. When the poll was declared 
Mr. Cave was found elected by over 'our hundred votes, a tre- 
mendous majority for a district which either splits its represen- 
tation as a rule or else returns its men by very narrow majorities. 
Mr. Cave is therefore back to the Department of Shipping of 
which he holds the portfolio of Minister. 

While the Squires party, like the opposition, had its " big 
guns" in the district during the campaign, it is undeniable that 
a great deal of the explanation for the great victory won by the 
government is the favourable impression made on the electors 
of Bay de Verde by Mr. Cave during the short time he acted 
as its representative. To those who come into intimate contact 
with him, the Minister of Shipping, is a dependable man, a 
manly politician and a public figure that stands for uprightness 
in government and administration. His personality is strong 
and likable. His character is firm and moderate. His reputa. 
tion is above criticism. His ability as a worker and speaker is 
widely recognized. In Mr. W. H. Cave, Minister of Shipping, 
Premier Squires not only has a valuable colleague and ally but 
a strong and unswerving personal friend. Congratulations to 
Mr. Cave on his triumphal reinstatement in office

CURING OF FISH. 

Fish is an article of food, and this fact must be kept clearly before all those who have the handling 

It from the time it is caught until it reaches the consumers' table. Unforunately, this fact is lost sight 
ot by nearly all those who are occupied in the Fisheries of Newfoundland, whether they be the catchers, 
curers or exporters There is not sufficient care exercised by any one of the several classes of handlers. 

1 he fishermen in their anxiety to get their catch under salt forget the fact that the fish they are curing is 
to be eaten by some person many thousands of miles away possibly many months hence. The exporters 
in their desire to first : secure a large stock, and second : to send it to market quicly, also lose sight of 
the same tact 1 his must change, and in future all interested in the fisheries must always remember that 
they are handling an article of food, and treat it accordingly. 

. '^^^ ^.\^^ essential feature of all processes for handling food products is cleanliness. The boats into 
which the live fish are thrown from trap or hook must be clean, sweet and free from gurry of past catches. 
The stage upon which the fish are thrown from the boat must be clean. The splitting tables must be 
clean and kept clean throughout the whole time that the fish is passing over it. The curing stages must 
be thoroughly cleansed before the season opens, and kept clean during the whole season. Pound boards 
should be well washed frequently. Water is plentiful and cheap and should be used without stint. Stages 
should be Hmed at least once every year, inside and out. 

With thoroughly clean boats, stage heads, splitting tables and stages the first step towards good fish is 
secured. The next is cleanliness in handling the fish. All blood, livers and gut should be removed ; all 
shme and gurry thoroughly washed of¥ before the fish is put under salt. This can only be done by well 
washing the fish when split in plenty of clean water. 

The fish should be split to the crux of the tail and laid open evenly without pockets. The sound 
bone should be removed to about half an inch beyond the end of the sound, to allow the blood in the 
bone to drain out. If this is done the fish, on going to salt, will have every chance of turning out of salt 
bulk or pickle a perfect fish. 

Salting should be done with care. Much fish is spoiled by irregular salting and by careless packing 
in bulks. Salting should be completed without delay. Fish should not be laid away to be salted at con- 
venience. Washing out from salt bulk should be done by hand— every fish being washed back and face 
separately. Eighteen hhds. Cadiz salt should be used in salting Labrador cure. Shore cure should not 
be bulked higher than three feet and from ten to twelve hhds. Cadiz salt to the hundred quintals. 

The length of time for remaining in salt bulk or pickle is a matter for the judgment of the person in 
charge of the curing, as also in the curing once the fish has been washed out of bulk. 

In some cases it is thought advisable that hook and line men should throat their fish immediately 
they are removed from the hook. This permits the fish to bleed, and not only insures a whiter fish but 
retards decay of the fish.

THE ATTENTION OF THE PUBLIC IS 
CALLED TO THE FOLLOWING

1. — Any person who sets out, makes or starts a Fire 
for any purpose whatever, between the Fifteenth 
Day of April and the First Day of December, in or 

near any woods, or without selecting a place 
free from dry trees, underbrush or other intiam- 
mable material in which to make or start such 
Fire, or fails to remove all such dry wood, brush- 
wood or inflammable material within a distance 
of ten feet from such fire in every direction, or 
fails to completely extinguish the same before 
leaving. 

2.— Throws or Drops any Burning Match, Ashes of a Pipe, 
Lighted Cigar or any other burning substance. 

3.— Or fails to totally extinguish any Camp Fire before 
breakmg camp, shall be liable to a Penalty nf 
not less than $50.00 nor more than $400.00 or 
Imprisonment for a period of Twelve Months.

ORDER No. 3. 

Under "Street Traffic Regulation Act, 1918." 

1. Vehicles must travel on the left hand side of the street or road. Vehicles moving slowly must 

be kept as close as possible to the curb or side drain on the left, allowing more swiftly moving 
vehicles passage on the right. 

2. A vehicle turning into another street to the left, shall turn the corner at the left hand curb or 

side drain of said street. 

3. A vehicle turning into another street to the right, shall turn around the centre of the intersection of 

the two streets, and keep to the left of the street into which it turns. 

4. Police, Fire and Mail vehicles and Ambulances shall have the right of way over all other vehicles. 

5. The driver of a vehicle on the approach of any apparatus of the Fire Department shall bring his 

vehicle to a stand still as near the left hand curb or side drain as possible. 

6. Vehicles going in a westerly or easterly direction shall have the right of way over vehicles going in a 

northerly or southerly direction. 

7. Drivers of vehicles shall stop whenever required to do so by any member of the Police Force, either 

verbally, or by a signal with the hand, and they shall obey his order and comply with any direction 
which he may give them in the interest of good order, of traffic or public security, 

8. The driver of a vehicle meeting or overtaking a street car which is stationary, for the purpose of taking 

on or discharging passengers, shall stop his vehicle at a distance of at least ten feet from the said car, 
and shall keep such vehicle at a stand still until such car is set in motion, and any passenger who 
may have alighted shall have reached a place of safety.

I — Every instrument shall be stamped on its face. 
2 — Cancellation of Stamps shall be made by person cancel- 
ling by writing name or initials, with date, accross Stamp. 

3 — Bills of exchange. Cheques, and Promissory Notes, Bills 
of Lading, Shipping Receipts, Charter Parties, and Receipts 
for Money, shall be stamped and the Stamps thereon can- 
celled : 

(i) Bills of Exchange, Cheques and Promissory Notes drawn 
in the Colony by the person signing the same. Provided 
that in the case of a Banker, the Banker to whom it is 
presented for payment may, if it is unstamped, stamp 
the same and cancel the stamp.

4 — The person on whom the obligation to stamp and cancel 
is imposed by these Rules, shall be deemed to be a person 
issuing an instrument, and if he issues such an instrument 
without its proper stamp or without properly cancelling same, 
he shall be liable to the penalties imposed by Section 23 of the 
Act 61 Victoria, Cap. 14, entitled " An Act respecting the pay 
men of certain fees and charges by stamps."

On recommendation of the Acting Minister of Shipping, and 
undei the provisions of the War Measures Act 1914, and Acts 
in Amendment thereof: His Excellency the Governor in Council 
has been pleased to approve the following Regulations respect- 
ing the Sale of Household (soft) Coal.

1. Because of the present serious condition in the Coal pro- 
ducing centres and limited stocks held here, it is hereby ordered 
that no Coal Vendor in the City of St. John's shall sell or de- 
liver to any person more than One-half Ton (1120 lbs.) of soft 
coal per fortnight untill further notice, without a written order 
from the Department of Shipping. 

2. Such order may, in the discretion of the Department of 
Shipping, be given to any person who, being a householder, 
shall satisfy the Department that the allowances herein provided 
is insufficient for his needs, or to any owner of a factory or in- 
dustrial plant who shall satisfy it that the said allowance is insufiTi- 
cient to carry on his ordinary trade or business. Any such order 
may be revoked, cancelled or varied from time to time as the 
Department of Shipping may determine. 

3. Any person receiving a supply of coal under these Regula- 
tions shall not transfer it or any part thereof to any other person. 

4. Any person obtaining or attempting to obtain a larger sup- 
ply of coal than he is entitled to under these Regulations shall 
be guilty of a breach of the same. 

5. Every coal vendor shall furnish on Monday morning of 
each week, to the Department of Shipping, a full list duly certi- 



fied by him in writing of the names and adresses of all persons 
to whom he has sold or delivered coal during the previous wfeek, 
and the quaniity sold or delivered. 

6. Every carter of coal shall be supplied by the vendor with 
a delivery note for each lot of coal stating the name and address 
of the person to whom the coal is to be delivered. No carter 
shall deliver coal to any person other than the person named on 
his delivery note. 

7. No person having a supply of coal on hand or in stock 
shall be entitled to, or shall purchase, or obtain, a further 
supply until his stock is less than one quarter of a ton. 

8. The penalty for a breach of any of these Regulations shall 
not exceed $500.00 with or without imprisonment not exceed- 
ing three months, and may be imposed and recovered upon 
summary conviction before a Stipendiary Magistrate or a Justice 
of the Peace in the name of the Minister of Shipping. 

9. The Minister of Shipping may, from time to time, suspend 
the operation of these Regulations or any of them, and for such 
periods as be may think fit by notice in two daily papers, and 
may, from time to time, revive and bring the same again into 
force by notice in the manner hereinbefore set out. 

10. During the suspension of any Regulation as provided in 
Section 9. the Department of Shipping may permit any coal 
Dealer to sell or deliver, or any person to receive a quantity of 
soft coal not exceeding ten tons, and if such person shall satisfy 
the Department of Shipping that ten tons is insufficient for his 
needs the Department may, by written order to that efTect, 
allow persons to receive a larger quaniity. 

11. The provisions of Chapter i, of Consolidated Statutes, 
Second Series, relating to the construction of Statutes shall so 
far as the same are applicable, apply to these Regulations.

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Passport Regulations. 



1. APPLICATIONS for Passports must be made in the 
authorized form and enclosed in a cover addressed to " THE 
DEPARTMENT OF THE COLONIAL SECRETARY, 
ST. JOHN'S." 

2. The charge for a Passport is $2. 50. Passports are 
issued at the Office of the Colonial Secretary between the hours 
of 10 and 4 ON THE DAY FOLLOWING THAT ON 
WHICH THE APPLICATION FOR THE PASSPORT 
HAS BEEN RECEIVED, except on Sundays and Public 
Holidays, when the Office is closed. Applications should, if 
possible, reach the Office before 4 p.m. on the previous day. 
If the applicant does not reside in St. John's, the Passport may 
be sent by post, and a Postal Order for $2.50 should in that 
case accompany the application. POSTAGE STAMPS WILL 
NOT BE RECEIVED IN PAYMENT. 

3. Passports are granted — 

(i) To natural-born British subjects; 

(2) To the wives and widows of such persons; and 

(3) I"'' persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, in 
the Briti.sh Colonies, or in India. 

A married woman is deemed to be a subject of the State of 
which her husband is for the time being a subject. 

4. Passports are granted — 



(1) In the case of natural-born British subjects and 
persons naturalized in Newfoundland, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the 
authorized form verified by a Declaration made by 
a member or official of any Banking Firm establish- 
ed m Newfoundland, or by any Mayor, Magistrate, 
Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Barrister- 
at-Law Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary 
Public, resident m .Xewfoundland. The applicant's 
Certificate of Birth and other evidence may also be 
required. 

(2) In the case of children under the age of 19 years 
a separate Passport, upon production of a Declara- 
tion made by the child's parent or guardian, in a 
Form (B), to be obtained upon application to the 
Office of the Colonial Secretary. 

(3) In the case of persons naturalized in the United 
Kingdom or in any of the British Self-governing 
Colonies, upon production of a Recommendation 
from the Colonial Ofiice, or the High Commissioner 
or Agent-General in London of the State concerned • 
and in the case of natives of British India, and per- 
sons naturalized therein, upon production of a 
Letter of Recommendation from the India Office 
Persons naturalized in any of the Crown Colonies 
must obtain a Letter of Recommendation from the 
Colonial Office. 

S- If the applicant for a Passport be a Naturalized British 



subject, the Certificate of Naturalization must be forwarded to 
the Office of the Colonial Secretary, with the Declaration, for 
delivery to the applicant. 

Naturalized British subjects will be described as such in their 
Passports which will be issued subject to the necessaay qualifi- 
cations. 

6. Passports are not available beyond two years from the 
date of issue. They may be renewed for four further periods 
of two years each, after which fresh Passports must be obtained. 
The fee for each renewel is 5i-oo 

7. A Passport cannot be issued on behalf of a person 
already abroad ; such person should apply for one to the nearest 
British Mission or Consulate. Passports must not be sent out 
of Newfoundland by post.

LETTFR POST— INLAND. 

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or open, 
addressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, which 
does not exceed an ounce in weight will be conveyed to its de.stination for 
three cents. This late is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST— FOREIGN. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, and the United 
States of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
^ or fraction thereof, plus one cent war tax. Valuable letters may be regis- 
tered for delivery in Newfoundland for five cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
less than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Ig 16 Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i lb., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or 11 cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and 11 
lbs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addresses on the covers ; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Paicels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

Mr. Lewis J. Bartlett has been appointed by the Government 
in place of the late Mr. Eli Whiteway to attend to the movement 
of patients to and from the various public institutions with head- 
quarters at the Public Health Office, St. John's. 

Medical Practitioners, Relieving Officers, and others are here- 
by notified that patients shall on no acccount be sent to St. 
John's, without first receiving assurance from Mr. Bartlett that 
they can be admitted or, in the case of the General Hospital, 
that cots will be available upon their arrival. It has been 
brought to the notice of the Government that sick people sent 
on without authority have been caused much additional suffering 
and hardship in boarding houses in the city, in some cases with 
risk of permanent injury to their health, for which, of course, 
they themselves or their advisers have been responsible. Cases 
other than emergency cases coming to St. John's without the 
proper authority, will run the riskof being immediately sent back 
to their homes, so as to prevent undue suffering, as it is impos- 
sible to provide accommodation for all applicants under existing 
conditions.

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The Negro Problem in the United States of America.

RowNSON in his book on " The American Republic'' 
sa\s: "It rarely happens in any controversy, 
individual or national, that the real issue is dis- 
tinctly presented, or the precise question in debate 
is clearly understood by either party. Slavery 
was only incidentally involved in the late war. 
The abolitionist party was enlisted — not lo strengthen the gov- 
ernment at home, for that it did not do and could not do, since 
the national instinct was even more opposed to it than to the 
Southern principles, — but to soften the hostility of foreign 
powers and ward ofif foreign intervention, which was seriously 
feared [For Napoleon III. ambitious of imitating the pohcy of 
LaFayette and Louis XVI. was inviting Gnat Britain to join in 
intervention in favor of the South]. The populations of 
Europe, especially of England and France, were decidedly anti- 
slavery, and if the war appeared to them a war not solely for 
the unity of the American empire and its domain, as it really 
was, but a war for the abolition of slavery, they would not 
suffer their governments to interfere. This was the only con- 
sideration that laeighed with Lincoln, as he himself assured the 
author, and induced him to issue his Em mcipa i.n proclama- 
tion ; and Europe rejoices in our victory only so far as it has 
liberated the slaves, and honors the late President only as their 
supposed liberator. Yet it is not as the emancipatr.r of two 
or three million Negroes that the American patriot cherishes 
the memory of the Lincoln, but as the savior of the American 
State. His anti-slavery policy served this end, and therefore 
was wise, but he adopted it wit > the greatest possible reluctance." 
It is clear from this that, if Great Britain had been in sym- 
pathy with the North, the proclamation against slavery would 
not have been issu-d, and, as it was issued in order to win 
British sympathy, it is clear that real emancipator of the slave 
was not American but Bri i-^h [and French] libeialism. Yet we 
have Englishmen asserting that Lincoln and the North from tl e 
first were fighting for the emancipation of the slave, and revil- 
ing their own country for not having given its sympathy to the 
North That Biitish Unionists or Imperialists should admire 
the man who restored the American Union by " blood and 
iron" (Bismark's phrase) is perfectly natural. That English 
Radicals even Quakers should have sympathised with the 
North from the very first only proves that their sectarian 
sympathies and their class sympathy with manufacturers against 
anything like an aristocracy or landed gentry, overpowered 
every other consideration with them. 

Brownson pronounces that the war of Southern Secession was 
a Providential chastisement upon the Amerian people for their 
habit of encouraging revolution against every other government : 
" Their press had taught them to call every government a 
tyranny that refused to remain quiet while the traitor was cutting 
its throat " President Grant affirms that the war was a Pi evi- 
dential punishment for the American policy towards Mexico. 
And this is not in opposition to Brownson 's judgment but is a 
particular proposition coming under a general heading. 

In fact from the first there have been two parties and

really revolutionary party represented by Jefferson and Henry 
who sincerely or fanatically held the princip'es derived from 
Rousseau and Voltaire. These principles, consistently pursued 
as Brownson shows, issue in socialism ; and the strength of 
socialism in the United States of America is that it alone 
sincerely appeals to the principles of the Declaration of 
Independence. The Abolitionist party appealed to those princi- 
ples, and their temper was well exprr-ssed by Chase in 1859 : 
" I wish to have the slave emancipated not that I love him but 
because I hate his master." They steadily refused to follow

the British precedent of compensating the owner, and declared 
that they wanted to punish them as criminals. 

It is often forgotten but it -ihoiild not he, that there was in 
the South a growing spiiit in favor of the abolition of slavery, 
until the high spirit and fiery temper of the Southern gen'lemen 
was exasperated by the malice and insoUnce of the Yankee 
Abolitionists. Certainly General Lee whose military t>ilfnts 
gave to the war of Sfcession its long endurance and its historic 
grandeur, expressed his opinion in these words : " In addition 
to the great political advantages that would result to our cause 
from the adoption of a system of emancipation, it would exer- 
cise a salutary influence upon the whole Negro population." 
Honest Northerners now confess that the Southerners, if they 
had not been bullied by Northerners would gradually have 
become abolitionists themselves. 

When the war was over, the North animated by a spirit of 
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revenge, subjected the white men of the South to a Negro 
Ascendancy — the most humiliating and cruel revenge that in 
modern times has been wreaked upon any conquered people. 
If the British Government after the Boer war had given votes to 
all the aborigines and upheld a Negro government in the Boer 
States, by military force, what would the world have said, and 
who would have been louder in censure than the Americans. 
And the thing was done in the United States of America, as 
Cardinal Gibbons confesses, by " an abominable breach of 
faith." 

I have heard a Southerner in the American Senate declare : 
" When we laid down our arms at Appomatox, we knew very 
well that the Negro was to be emancipated. But if we had 
dreamed that you would make the Negro our political lord and 
master, we never would have laid down our arms, but would 
have fought until we were exterminated. And now we have 
regained self-government in our own States by bribing the 
Negro, and bull-dozing the Negro, and shooting the Negro to 
keep him away from the polls ; and we are not ashamed to say 
so to you, because we know that you, under the same circum- 
stances would do the same thing." 

The mutual hatred between white and black — the insolence 
and brutality of the Negro, and the vindictive retaliations of 
the whites — are the direct con.sequence of the treatment 
inflicted upon the South after 1865 bv the triumphant Yankees. 
And the Northein cities, as well as' the capital itself of the 
United States of America are now showing a fine example to 
the South by their riots against Negroes. As Mr. Do )ley 
remarks to Hinnissy, " I'm not so much troubled about the 
naygur whin he lives among his oppiissors, as I am whin he 
falls mto the hands iv his liberators." 

We must not forget that the Ameiican Unionists subjugated 
the South by such devastation as the Germans have wrought in 
Northern France. Of course the Americiins did lot commit 
such outrages on the white people as the Germans have done • 
but the Negro women were not spared by the soldiers who were 
said to be fighting to deliver them. 

Having placed the two races in a relation which made mutual 
hatred inevitable, the American Government now, in order to 
conciUate the Southerners and win tli^m to the Union, has aban- 
doned the Negroes to their mercy. So that the Negro race in 
the United States of America is now thoroughly disaffected to 
the American Government. 

When the American representatives at the Peace Conference 
assisted the Jews to obtain spccal privileges in Poland, Rou- 
mania, and other eastern countrie-^. (he Afro- Americans decided 
to appeal to the Peace Conference for similar securities in the 
United States of America, and chose Delegates to send to Paris 
Ihe American Government, hcwever, refused to grant them 
passports One of the Delegates, however, managed in disguise 
to make his way across the Atlantic and arrived in Paris and 
presented his memorial both to the American President and to 
the President of the Conference. Of course he received no 
countenance from either, but some of the greatest of the French 
newspapers published his appeal to the civilized world ; and on 
the Fourth of July, 1919, when Americans were canting that all 
men are by right equal, he sent his final memorial to the Secre- 
tariat of the League of Nations. 

It is not as if there were any danger of an armed insurrection 
of the Negroes against the American Government, but that if 
ever any other party-e.g. the I. W. W.-should rise in arms it 
would be sure of Negro support, and might find its stronghold 
where the Negroes are numerous, and might use them elsewhere 
for setting cities on fire and for assassination. 

The propertied cla=s in the United States of America now 
are m a state of apprehension and despondency, feeling (to use 
their own phrase) as if on the edge of a precipice. Looking back 
upon American treatment of Negroes and Red Indians and 
Fihpinos,— and besides that, on their treatment of French Loui 
siana and Spanish New Mexico, and their treatment of the 
Southerners for a quarter of a century after the Civil War —and 
their aggressions upon Mexico, Panama, and Canada, their war 
upon Spain (which had been their friend from 1776) and their 
seizure of Porto Rico, Cuba, and the Philippine Islands -and 



looking at their social state, their Godless schools * (which they 
have forced upon Porto Rico and the Filipinos though these are 
all of the same religion) their divorces, their murders, their lax 
administration of justice, and their lynchings. — one feels inclined 
to say to that multitude of hypocritical busybodi-s and meddlers,— 
" First take the beam out of your own eye, and then you may be 
able to see clearly enough to examine other people's eyes." In 
the judgment of all European Liberals, the American Government 
and Congress, between them, have reduced all Europe to the con- 
dition of Mexico ; and there is a large part of the American 
people who would like to reduce Great Britain and Canada to 
the same condition. But the Hymn of Hate did not do the 
Germans much good, and it will not do more for anyone else. 

Such popular hatred should, however, be met with contemp- 
tuous firmness. At the time of the Alabama Claims, the election 
of the Liberals in 1868 was followed by a violently aggressive 
tone from the Americans in revenge for the sympathy which the 
Liberals had felt for the South and also from a belief that the 
Radicals would prevent their government from making any firm 
resistance to American aggressiveness. It will be well for us to 
remember what motive is strongest with Americans. One of 
the causes of the American revolution was the desire of many 
Americans to get rid of the need of paying the debts which they 
then owed to British merchants and manufacturers; and one of 
the revolutionary leaders, Gouverneur Morris, wrote to his 
fr ends in France in May. 1790 : " I see no means of exrricating 
you from )our troubles but a war. And you should make it to 
3 ourselves a war of men ; to your neighbours a war of money. 
I hear you cry out that your finances are in a deplorable situa- 
tion. But I think they may be restored during war better than 
in peace" (i.e. by robbing other countries). Now, however, it is 
the British who owe the debts to the Americans. The British 
Government owes to the American Government about four 
thousand million dollars, besides the debts of individuals to 
individuals. All the financial and agricultural and manufactur- 
ing interests of the United States of America are constrained to 
wish for the prosperity of England. And there is no need for 
any Englishmen to be crawling on all fours and cleaning Uncle 
Sams boots with their tongue by calumniating their own 
country.

And Some of Their Outstanding Characteristics*

SIR ALEXANDER BANNERMAN. 

HE first Governor of this Dominion of whom I have 
any distinct recollection was Sir Alexander 
Bannerinan, who received his appointment as 
proconsul in 1857, and as soon thereafter as 
possible (it took more time then to cross the 
Atlantic than it does in these days of " ocean 
greyhounds") arrived here and entered upon the duties of his 
office. His independent and sturdy Caledonian manhood at 
once made him popular, and his name is still regarded as that 
of one of the best Governors we have ever had. Except at 
public functions, when his very appearance dignified the position 
he held, " Sir Sandy", as many of his more intimate friends 
familarly called him, was as unostentatious a gentleman as could, 
perhaps, be found in the community. He took his daily walks 
alone, when not accompanied by his private secretary, and 



the despatch of public business. I am very happy to meet the 
Legistative Council and House of Assembly of Newfoundland, 
for the first time ; and it will afford me great satisfaction to co- 
operate with you in promoting the best interests of this fine 
Colony." Further on in his speech he refers to the financial 
affairs of the island in the following words, which are very sug- 
gestive to us at the present moment : — "1 am happy to inform 
you that I observe, by a return from the Receiver General, that 
the revenue for year ending, 1857, amounted to £1 16,606 4s. 6d. 
(one hundred and sixteen thousand six hundred and six pounds 
four shillings and six pence), which is a considerable increase 
to that of last year, and exceeds by above ;^3o,ooo, the year 
ending December, 1855." 

The population of Newfoundland then — according to the 
census returns furnished that year — -amounted to 122,638, or 
about 120,000 less than it is to-day. Mtjch food for reflection 
might be derived from these figures in view of the fact that our 
estimated revenue for the current year is placed at $11,000,000.

some of us can yet remember his rugged figure plainly clad in 
coarse reefer and Tam-0'Shanter cap, or soft billycock hat, 
striding down Cochrane and along Water Street to the hospit- 
able hotel of Messrs. Elmsly & Shaw where, in one of the^ back 
rooms, he used to enjoy a glass or two of good old Scotch 
" whusky" and, after half an hour's chat with anybody he hap- 
pened to meet there, return to the viceregal residence. 

Although he liked to be in touch with Ihe people generally, 
and particularly with the business men of the city, yet he strictly 
kept himself aloof trom partv politics and politicians, save when 
he had to act in his administrative capacity. The satrap of 
that time adeq'iately appreciated the duties which devolved 
upon him, and fearlessly discharged them regardless of party 
feeling or even the personal wishes of his advisers. His motto 
seemed to be " Let justice be done, though the Heavens should 

fall!" . , 

On the 28th of January, 1858— the year after his arrival 
here— Governor Banner man convened his first session of our 
local Parliament. In the cpenirg paragraph of his speech he 
said : " I have called you together at the season of the year 
which, I understand, is most convenient for you to assemble for 



Truly, the resources of this litile Dominion are marvellously

The first time I saw Sir Alexander was in i860, on the 
occasion of the visit here of King Edward VH., then Prince of 
Wales. At that time I was but a small boy — an apprentice to 
the printing business in the office of the late Mr. William 
Squarey, father of Mr. R. T. Squarey, the present efficient 
Magistrate at Channel, and Mr. W. R. Squarey, now promin- 
ently connected with one of Toronto's leading newspapers. 
For several years we worked together at the " case " and at the 
"lever" on the Harbor Grace Standard; and these were 
among the happiest days of my early life. Mr. W. Squarrey, 
senior, the founder of that paper, was one of the manliest men 
I have ever met. So big-hearted and generous was he that his 
right hand scarcely knew what his left hand did. A day or 
two before the Prince arrived, the Squarey family left "the Bay 
Metropolis" for St. John's, and they insisted upon my going 
with them. When we reached there, the city was crowded, but 
I suffered no inconvenience, as Mr. Squarey thoughtfully 
obtained a home for me with his sister, Mrs. Captain Henry 
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Kaight, Monkstown Road, who treated me like a member of 
her own family. I shall never forget the motherly kindness of 
that amiable and excellent woman. It is locked in memory's 
treasury and she herself still keeps the key I 

On the morning of the Prince's landing I had an eventful 
experience. With some other young fellows, I went out on the 
head of a pier immediatetely east of the " Queen's Wharf," so 
as to secure as good a view of the Prince as posssble on his 
way from the flagship to the shore. When the flotilla of boats 
started, the ships began to fire the Royal salute. At the sound 
of the first gun an immense crowd of people rushed down on 
the wharves, forcing those of us who were already there so far 
out that, in spite of the excitement and enthusiasm of the 
occasion, we began to realize the possibility of being pushed 
into the waters of the harbor. For my part, I at one time had 
to stand on the very edge of the wharf, with my hands firmly 
locked around the waist of a man who, grasping another, 
shouted with all his might: "For God's sake, move up, or 
we'll be all drowned 1" However, just at this critical juncture 
His Royal Highness landed, the crowd surged up from the 
wharves, and our feelings of intense anxiety were at once 
relieved ; the vast multitudes making their way, by the shortest 
routes available, to Government House grounds, where we all 
expected to get a little more in touch with him on his arrival 
there. He was then a handsome lad of eighteen or nineteen 
summers. I saw him again in the afternoon as he rode up Water 
Street, accompanied by the Duke of Newcastle and Sir 
Alexander B.innerman. Thousands of citizens cheered the 
parly along the way, the Prince keeping his hand at the 
salute all the time. No other manifestation of loyalty so intense 
in its enthusiasm has ever been witnessed here. The Prince's 
visit, which lasted from the 22nd to the 251b of July, i860, was a 
complete success; the town was given up to festivity and 
rejoicing — the young heir-apparent won all hearts bv his grace 
and courtesy. Much of the success of His Royal Highness's 
brief sojourn was due to Sir Aiexinder and Lady Bannerman 
and the Duke of Newcastle's tact. "All went meiry as a 
marriage bell," says the local histori.in, and " during the three 
lovely summer days of the Prince's stay amongst us; one and 
all did their best to make the auspicious occasion a truly 
joyous one." 

Politically, as well as socially. Sir Alexander Bannerman, 
appeared, in every instance, to rise to the requirements of 
moment. The Spring Session of the Legislature in 186 r 
was marked with dissentions in the Government ranks 
about poor relief. There was considerable shortage the 
previous year in the catch of fish in certain sections of the 
country, and more than the usual amount of destitution 
was consequently felt. While discussing the situation at 
the House of Assembly, an injudicious utterance of Prime 
Minister Kent brought matters to a climax. The strife in the 
party was so keen that there would have been a split even if 
this untoward event had not happened. Mr. Kent, in his 
place at the House, openly accused Sir Alexander of con- 
spiring with the judges, the lawyers and the minority in the 
Assemby, to defeat the Government Bill fixing the value to be 
given to sterling money in the payment of official salaries. 
This accusation appeared in the newspapers. The Governor 
wrote to the Colonial Secretary, asking for an explanation. 
Mr. Kent replied that he did not consider himself called upon 
to give an account of his utterances as a member of the 
Legislature to His Excellency the Governor. Immediately on 
receiving this communication. Sir Alexander dismissed his 
ministry, and called upon the leader of the Opposition, Mr. 
H. W. Hoyles, to form a new Administration. Mr. Hoyles 
selected his Government, and announced its formation to the 
"Assembly. 

Speaking of what followed in this connection Judge Prowse, 
in his History of Newfoundland, says : — " The House immedi- 
ately dissolved and a general election took place in April, 1861. 
On the 13th of May, 1861, the Governor opened the new 
House of Assembly. His Excellency was hooted, and a 
violent mob surrounded the Colonial Building and attempted to 
break through the doors. Messrs. Hogsett and Furey, who 
claimed to be elected for Harbor Main on a certificate of the 



returning officer, which it was afterwards stated was obtained 
by intimidation, took their seats in the House. They were 
ordered to withdraw from the Assembly. They refused ; Mr. 
Hogsett was then removed by the police, and Mr. Furey 
followed. The whole trouble was due to the turbulence of the 
defeated candidate, Hogsett, and the violence of a few rowdies." 

In the year 1863 Sir Alexander Bannerman resigned his 
Government. He was a man well stricken in years, and died 
not long after his retirement from Newfoundland. " He will 
long be remembered," adds the historian just quoted, "as an 
honest, straightforward Admininistrator— a genial, kindly, 
liberal old Scotchman, with a dr)^ pawky humor, essentially 
Aberdonian." He was born in 1783, and died in 1864; a 
cousin of the baronet of that name ; was for many years an 
extensive ship-owner, merchant and banker of Aberdeen, and 
M. P. for Aberdeen in the Liberal interest from 1832.10 1847. 
He was elected Dean of the Faculty of Marischal College, 
Aberdeen, and appointed, by Lord Melbourne, Commissioner 
of Greenwich Hospital, Knighted in 185 1 on his appointment 
as Governor of Prince Edward's Island, thence to Bahamas in 
1854 and Newfoundland 1857 to 1863. Lady Bannerman, nee 
Margaret Gordon, survived her husband several years ; she 
was an intimate friend of the late General Gordon, and the 
celebrated Margaret beloved by Thomas Carlyle. Let me say 
just here that Lady Bannerman, the " Blumine " in "Sartor 
Resartus " was an orphan gii I residing at Kircaldy with her 
widowed Aberdeenshire aunt, while Carlyle was a teacher in 
the " lang toon." This girl, interesting long ago to all 
inquirers into Carlyle's bicigraphy, has become even more 
interesting since the revelation of her name and the description 
of her by Carlyle himself in his " Reminiscences." Even this 
description, however, falls far short of the impression made by 
the following fragment of her own farewell letter to Carlyle. 
Nothing finer or nobler than that letter has come to light, or 
ever can come to light in all Carlyle's correspondence : — 

" And now, my dear friend, a long, long, adieu ! One 
" advice — and, as a parting one, consider, value it. Cultivate 
" the milder dispositions of your heart. Subdue the more 
" extravagant visions of the brain. In time your abilities must 
" be known. Among your acquaintances they are already beheld 
" with wonder and delifiht. By those whose opinions will be 
" valuable, they hereafter will be appreciated. Genius will 
" render you great. May virtue render you beloved ! Remove 
" the awful distance between you and ordinary men by kind 
" and gentle manners. Deal gently with their inferiority, and 
'• be convinced that they will respect you as much, and like you 
" more. Why conceal the real goodness that fiows in your 
"heart? Again, adieu! Pardon the freedom I have used; 
" and when you think of me, be it as of a kind sister, to whom 
" your happiness will always yield delight and your griefs much 
" sorrow. I give you not my address, because 1 dare not 
" promise to see you." 

Lady Bannerman possessed great and varied accomplishments. 
Besides her well-known literary ability, she was fond of music 
and could play and sing with an exquisite touch and a remirk- 
able sweetness. I cannot say how much Sir Alexinder inclined 
that way, but have it on the authority of one who knew him 
well, that he often sang in an undertone such snatches as— 

" Hie upon Highlands and low upon Tay, 
Bonnie George Campbell rade out on a da\ ■ 
Saddled and bridled and booted gaed he, 
Hame came the guide horse, but never came he." 

THE BEAU BRUMMELL OF OUR COLONI.^L GOVERNORS. 

In the year 1864 Sir Anthony Musgrave received his appoint- 
rnent as Governor of the Island. During the interval between 
the departure of Sir Alexander Bannerman in 1863 and the 
arrival of S>r Anthony, the Hon. Lawrence CBrien, President 
of the Legislative Council, administered the Government. Sir 
Anthony, on his arrival here, had already more than the

dence of all with whom he came in contact. He was not what 
some would call a brilliant proconsul, but he proved a tactful 
and safe man. While he directed our public affairs, a policy of 
advancement was adopted for the first time in Newfoundland. 
Hitherto pretty well all the people's energies were confined to 
the two great branches of our staple industry — codfishing and 
seal hunting. In 1875, Sir Stephen, in his speech at the open- 
ing of the session of the Legislature said : " The period appears 
to have arrived when a question which has for sometime engaged 
public discussion, namely, the construction of a railway across 
the island to St. George's Bay, should receive a practical solu- 
tion. As a preliminary to this object, a proposition will be 
submitted to you for a thorough survey to ascertain the most 
eligible line, and with a view to the further inquiry whether the 
Colony does not possess within itself the means of inducing 
capitalists to undertake this great enterprise of progress." A 
sum of money was voted for the preliminary survey, and it was 
completed during the summer of 1875 by a number of Canadian 
surveyors under the superintendence of Sir Sandford Fleming, 
an eminent Canadian engineer. The result of the survey, 
which was carried out in a very rapid manner, and over quiet a 
different course from the one followed in the actual construction 
of the railway, clearly demonstrated that a line was feasible, 
that there were no great engineering difficulties to be overcome,

and that a light railway might be constructed at a very reason- 
able rate per mile. But I am not here writing a history of 
railway construction. Suffice it to say that on the 9th of 
August, 1881, a little more than five years later, the railway 
was actually commenced, and, at the close of the working 
season, twenty miles were graded, and ten miles metalled ; and 
thus was initiated the policy of progress which has done so 
much to develop the resources of the Dominion. 

A MOST ENERGETIC RULER. 

Sir John Hawley Glover, G.C.M.G., succeeded Sir Stephen 
Hill and proved himself a most energetic ruler. Sir John 
was a typical British seamen. He entered the Navy in 
1 84 1 on board the Queen, bearing the flag of Vice- Admiral S. 
I':dwairrd Owen, in which ship he sailed to the Mediterranean ; 
transferred in May, 1842, to the Mediterranean survey until 
1850. For two years he commanded the zvXX^x Auxiliar ; in 
185 1 served on the West African station until promoted to 
Lieutenant in October of that year. In 1852 he served in the 
Winchester frigate on the East Indian Station ; transferred to 
the steam sloop Spinx, shared in the attack on and capture of 
Pegu, and in the action of Donibew, and was mentioned in 
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despatches on both occasions; senior lieutenant in the steam 
s\oo^ Hflsamond m the Baltic in 1854. He commanded the 
Otter, a steamer with three guns, from first March, 1855, to 
March, 1857, and was employed in her on " particular service" 
in the rivers Elbe and Weser, in 1855. From March, 1857, to 
March, i86i. Sir John was employed on the service of the 
Niger Expedition, surveyed the lagoons at Lagos and that 
portion of the river Niger comprised between Boressa and the 
sea. During 1861-2 he commanded the ZTrtw^/v gunboat on 
the lagoons at Lagos until promoted to the rank of Commander. 
He was first commissioned as Administrator of the Government 
of Lagos, 2ist April, 1863; Colonial Secretary, Lagos, 5th 
May, 1864 ; and Administrator of the Government from the 
2ist of February, 1866 until the 9th of July, 1872. He 
received the thanks of the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs and of the Secretary of State for War for services 
rendered on different occasions ; a'so the thanks of the 
Administrator and Council of the Government of the Gold 
Coast for his survey of the river Volta. from the rapids to the 
sea, and for the assistance he rendered in destroying the 
pirates of the island of Duffoe in 1870, He was Special 
Commissioner to fiiendly native chiefs in the eastern district of 
the protected territories on the Gold Coast, iS'h August, 1873 ; 
engaged and defeated the Ahoonah tribes, December, 1873, 
and having left Mr. Goldsworthy in command in that quarter, 
marched with 700 Houssas into Ashanti, and made his w,iy to 
Comassie, through the ruins of which he passed on the 12th of 
February, 1874. He received the Grand Cross of St. 
Michael and St. George for these serv^ices. Sir John, as I 
have already mentioned, succeeded Sir Stephen Hill and re- 
mained here from 1876 till i88i, when he returned to England. 
On the d^ath of Governor M ixse, he (Sir John) w^s re-appoint- 
ed our Governor in 1883. Two years later — in 1885 — he died 
in London. A monument to his memory was erected in the 
Anglican Cathedral of St. John's. It is generally conceded 
that " no more honorable, generous, kind-hearted or active 
ruler ever presided over the destinies of this Dominion." 
During his Governorship here Sir John, accompanied bv the 
late Sir William Whiteway — the most popular of all our Piime 
Ministers, and to whom he was particularly attached — made 
several trips to the interior and West Coast of the Island on 
shooting and fishing expeditions. Sir William used to relate 
some really interesting stories about his experiences with Sir 
John on thsse trips — one of which stories — ^oo good to be for- 
gotten : — I shall rebte to the readers of The Quarterly in 
proper sequence as I proceed with these articles. 

SIR G. W. DES VOEUX, K.C.MG. 

Our next Governor was Sir G. W. Des Voeux, K.C.M G. He 
received his app lintment in 1886, and remained with us little 
more than a year. His reign, though short, was not uneventful, 
in as much as he had to do with the Bait Act, which involved 
an issue of param:)unt importance to the fishing interests of the 
country. The French, against whom this measure was intended 
to operate, as well as against Americans and foreigners generally, 
made every effort to induce the Imperial Government to refuse 
their sanction to the Act. And in the Governor's Speech, the 
following year. His Excellency informed the Legistature that 
Her Majesty the Queen would not sanction the Bill. Neverthe- 
less, he (the Governor) took a bold and determined stand in 
favour of the rights of Newfoundland. His despatch in support 
of the proposed measure and the address from the House of 
Assembly, sent Home with the second Bait Bill in 1887, are both 
well-worded and able documents. The concluding paragiap 1, 
of Governor Des Voeux's despatch, which I here quote, con- 
tained his own views, as well as those of our people generally, 
on the subject in question. His Excellency, boldly and without 
mincing matters said: •' I would respectfully express, on beh. If 
of this suffering Colony, the earnest hope that the vital interests 
of 200,000 British subjects will not be disregarded out of deference 
to the susceptibilities of any foreign Power, and this especially 
when the privilege which that Power desires to re*^ain cannot be 
pretended to be matter of right, but is a benefit which may be 
lawfully withdrawn as in the nature of a tenancy at will and may 
now be justly withdrawn as being used for infliction of fatal in- 



jury on those who have hitherto permitted its enjoyment. I 
sincerely hope that the fulfilmeut of the desire of Newfoundland 
may be no longer delayed, and that I may be able to meet the 
Legislature next month with the announcement that this 
important Bill has already received Her Majesty's gracious 
allowance and confirmation." 

In the face of the foregoing, it could hardly be otherwise than 
expected that Sir W. G. DesVoeux would be removed with as 
little delay as possible. And so he was. But the good he did 
by that despatch lives after him. Born in the neighboring 
Dominion of Canada in 1834, and educated at Balliol College, 
Oxford, he was admitted to the Bar of Ontario in 1861 ; was 
Magistrate in British Guiana from 1863 to 1869; Administrator 
and Secretary of St. Lucia from 1869 to 1880 ; appointed Gov- 
ernor of the Bal a nas that same year ; Governor of Fiji and 
High Commissioner of the Western Pacific from 1880 to 1885; 
of Newfoundland, as I have air aiy said, in 1886 ; and Hong 
Kong from 1887 to 189 1. In spite of his independent attitude 
and democratic tendencies, he always stood well with the 
Imperial authorities.

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NEWFOUNDLAND SEALERS AT THE 
ICE FIELDS. 
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HE worldwide shortage of oils and fats has caused 
attention to be directed to the various oils obtain- 
able from the sea. Practically all sea organisms 
contain more or less oil. From the remotest 
^^^^^ times, mankind has extracted oil from fish, shell- 
=j; ^^^^ ^^j numerous sea animals. In most large 

markets at present, the following fish oils are daily traded in : 
sperm, various grades of whale, seal, walrus, herring, cod, dog- 
fish, halibut, menhaden, porpoise, salmon, sardine, shark, shark 
liver, tunny-fish, swordfish, and others. 

The whaling industry was formerly of great importance, but 
when whales become scarce, it fell off. It is still, howevi r, of 
some importance. 

The sealing industry is actively pursued in the North 
Atlantic, in Alaskan and Siberian waters and in the Caspian. 
Seals are valued for their furs, skins and oil. Tne oil is chiefly 
obtainable from the hair seals. These are of numerous species. 
According to Dr. Charles H. Townsenf, a leading American 
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authority on seals, the most important, from the oil standpoint is 
the Newfoundland harp seal (Phoca groenlandica) which has a 
very wide distribution and is probably the most abundant of 
any species of seal. A small number of hooded seals (Cysto- 
phora cristata) is included in the annual catch. It is taken 
upon the Arctic ice, from Newfoundland to Baffin Bay, and 
from Greenland across to the perpetual ice fields north of 
Europe. The seals are taken in their breeding places on 
the drifting ice, where the crews land and kill the younger 
animals by clubbing. More than ninety per cent of the catch 
is made up of young seals, taken before they are three weeks 
old, when they are large enough to enter the water. 0*ing to 
the fact that this species is taken upon the ice fields, and that 
the latter are at times greatly disturbed by storms, the catch of 
seals is subjected to certain natural limitation. After the more 
effective steamers had replaced sai'ing vessels it became neces- 
sary to place restriction upon the slaughter of the animals. At 
the present time the season begins March 16 and the period

during which seals are taken upon the ice lasts little longer than 
a month. 

CASPIAN SEAL. 

Although seal fisheries are naturally associated with the great 
oceans, an iiiiportant sealing industry is that of the Caspian 
Sea, which has long been carried on in this inland brackish 
lake. The seal which is the basis of this fishery (Phocacaspica) 
is a species peculiar to the locality, which probably found its 
way to its present habitat in very ancient times when the 
Caspian was connected with other seas. About thirty years 
ago the average annual seal catch in the Caspian Sea was 
slightly over 100,000, worth in skins and oil 5350,000. There 
are no recent data at hand. 

LAKE BAIKAL SEAL. 

Another seal (Phoca sibirica), remarkble chiefly for its 
habit, is that found in Lake Baikal in the heart of Siberia. 
Here, however, the range of seals is restricted to a body of 
water only 400 miles long, and their numbers are too small to 
be more than local importance. 

WEST INDIAN SEAL. 

The VVest-Indian seal (Monachus tropicalis) was formerly 
abundant in the Caribean Sea and the Gulf of Mexico, extend- 
ing northeastward to the Florida keys and the Bahama Islands. 
This species, valuable for its oil, was practically exterminated 
over one hundred years ago. A few individuals of the race still 
linger on the Triangle Islands in the Gulf of Campeachy, where 
occasional specime IS are procured for museum pui poses. A 



seal of this species lived five and a half years in the New York 

.'Vquarium. 

ANTARTIC SEALS 

The various species of Antartic fur seals (Genus Arctoce- 
phalus), were found about the southern shores and islands of 
South Africa, Australia, New Zealand, and the islands of the 
Antartic generallv. 

About the close of the eighteenth century a trafhc sprang up 
in the skins of fur seals, and as the result of the many voyages 
made to those distant regions enormous numbers of fur seals 
were taken. They exist to-day as mere remnants of the great 
herds that were once found in these regions. By 1830 the sup- 
ply of fur seals in the southern seas was nearly exhausted. In 
this sealing no discrimination was made in the character of the 
seals taken ; all animals whose skins were of any value were 
slaughtered, and the newly born young, usually left on the kill- 
ing grounds, died in consequence. In the rush for seals to the 
Antartic sealing grounds, the markets were frequently glutted 
and much of the catch wasted. 

Theie are few parts of the world where seals of some species 
do not occur. All seals breed on land or on ice-fioes, and 
return, after their migration, to their accustomed breeding 
places with great persistence. They can seldom be driven 
entirely away, stupidly lingering until brought neir to the point 
of extermination. So certain are seals of returning to their 
breeding grounds, that the re-establishment of the different 
species soon follows the protection of these places. The safe- 
guarding of depleted sealing grounds would in fact be a good 
business proposition even at this late day, if they could be 
protected under the authority of the various governments laying 
claim to such lands. 

SOUTH AFRICAN SEAL. 

The South African fur seal (Arctocephlus delalandi) fre- 
quenting small islands off the west coast of South Africa, 
became very rare from indiscrimidate sealing. It has, dur- 
ing very recent years, been protected by the Government 
of Cape Colony. 

GALAPAGOS SEAL. 

One resort of the genus Arctocephalus, the Galapagos 
Islands, lying on the equator, about 800 miles west of Ecudor, 
furnishes a striking illustration of wasteful sealing : Fur seals 
(Archocephalus phiilippi) were taken from the Galapagos 
Islands in important numbers by early vo}agers. Between 
1870 and 1882 these rookeries were again visited by sealers, 
and, as far as the meager records collected from the sealers 
sti 1 living who engaged in this fishery show, about 20,000 
s^-als were taken. This is, of course, a trivial number as com- 
pa-ed with the total catch made during that period, the records 
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of which are not available. The later voyages to the Galapagos 
Islands resulted in the killing of all the seals that could be 
found, 

GUADELOUPE SEAL. 

Another species of fur seal (Arctocephalus townsendi), the 
most northerly off-shoot of the Antartic race of fur seals, for- 
merly inhabited Guadeloupe and other islands off the west coast 
ot Lower California. From the scattered records that have 
been found, it appears that 15,000 seals have been taken there 
within comparatively recent years — the earlier records are not 
available. During the writer's visit to Guadeloupe Island ; in 
1892, struggling fur seals were observed about the island, and 
specimens obtained which proved the species to be new to 
science. It is possible that there is a sufficient remnant to war- 
rant the belief that the race could be re-established if the islands 
were properly protected by the Govirnment of Mexico. The 
value of fur seal skins taken in tropical or semi-tropical locali- 
ties is small as compared with those from cold climates. 

LOBOS SEAL. 

In all the history of Antartic sealing there is but one chapter 
of wise management and thought for the future: the Govern- 
ment of Uruguay has, throughout all these years, carefully pre- 
served the fur seal rookeries of Lobos Island, at the mouth of 



the scattered remnants of the herd still cling to their old breed- 
ing grounds. The incomplete records at hand show that more 
than 25,000 seals were taken from the Kuril Islands by raiders 
since 1880. These rookeries were visited by the U. S. S. 
Albatross in 1897, and all the rookeries were found to have been 
wiped out with the exception of one, upon which there were 
about 100 seals remaining. It is believed that these will be 
protected by Japan, to which country they belong. The seal 
inhabiting Robin Island and the Kuril Archipelago is now 
known as Callorhinus curilensis. 

THE NEWFOUNDLAND SEAL FISHERIES. 

The Newfoundland seal fisheries are to-day the most important 
from an economic standpoint. The seals are hunted in the ice 
by well-equipped sealing steamers along the north coast, in the 
straits of Belle Isle and Canso. This year's sealing season 
closed in April. Nine vessels with crews of 1,586 men, were 
engaged, and the catch amounted to only 33.985 pelts weighing 
773 tons 14 cwt., valued at ^5159,929, as against 81,293 pelts 
weighing 1,886 tons 12 cwt., valued at $278,145 for 1919, which 
was also a small catch as compared with previous years. 

It is stated that the expenditure for fitting out the fleet this 
year was about $300,000, or nearly twice as much as it cost to 
fit out 22 steamers in 1900. When it is considered that only 
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the La-Plata River, inhibited by Arctocephalus austra'is. These 
small rookeries illustrate the good resulting from the careful 
protection of fur seals upon their breeding grounds. Com- 
mercial sealing was carried on at Lobos Island prior to 1820. 
The lessees of the island, operating under the direction of the 
Government of Uruguay, placed upon the London market, from 
1873 to 1904, 377,033 skins, or an average of over 13,000 a 
year, worth in 1901, $100,000. All these were derived from a 
■'single island less than one mile in length. 

OKHOTSK SEAL. 

The history of Robbin Island, in the Okhotsk Sea, is especi- 
ally interesting. This island is about 600 yards in length and 
less than 100 yards in width, and yet incomplete records show 
that more than 60,000 seals have been taken there by raiders 
since 18/0. A remnant of this herd has remained to annually 
repopulate the rookery, which at the present time contains little 
more than 1,000 seals, and is protected by the Russian Govern- 
ment. 

The scattered fur-seal rookeries in the chain of volcanic 

islands stretching northward from Japan, known as the Kurils, 

have been destroyed by raiders during recent years. The his- 

^tory of the extermination of these seals, as furnished to the writer 

'by men who engaged in the slaughter, is exceedingly interesting. 

Notwithstanding the fact that raids were made year after year. 



nine vessels undertook the voyage, it will be observed what 
strides prices have taken, particularly as to fuel and food. The 
loss to the Dominion resulting from the small catch is placed at

The Newfoundland seal fishery has been steadily prosecuted 
since 1763. In 1787 the average yield was about 5,000 seals. 
In 1871 201 sailing vessels and 13 steamers employing 9,791 
men engaged in the fishery. Between 1S38 and 1848 the catcK 
varied between 450,000 and 700,000 seals annually. In recent 
years the average has been 500,000 and 600,000 seals per 
annum. Only the young seals are taken. They are clubbed on 
the ice after they have come through the blow holes. The 
sealers collect the animals at intervals and deftly skin them.

THOSE REPRESENTATIVE GATHERINGS. 

iHE return, the other day, of the Lord Bishop of 
Newfoundland from the Lambeth Conference of 
great British prelates, the subsequent opening 
of the Diocesan Synod, and the recent appoint- 
ment of a duly accredited representative to 
attend, next year, the Methodist Ecumenical 
Council, reminds us of the " Parliament of Religions," held 
some years ago, and the little apparent good which resulted 
therefrom. None of these "mighty movements" seemed to 
possess the power to avert war or to make a permanent im- 
pression for the better on so-called "civilized mankind." Why, 
I wonder, is this thus and so .' The latter question has frequ- 
ently been asked without, as yet, eliciting anything that can be 
regarded as a satisfactory answer. There is one fact, however, 
in connection with the Parliament of Religions which no sceptic 
can belittle and on which contemporary judgment cannot be at 



Him " Let theologians pile up volume upon volume of what 
they call theology ; religion is a very simple matter, and that 
which is so simple and yet so all-important to us, the living 
kernel of religion, can be found, I believe, in almost every creed 
however much the husk may vary. And think what that means! 
It means that above and beneath and behind ail religions there 
is one eternal, one universal religion to which every man, whe- 
ther black or white or yellow or red, belongs or may belong. 

It is very interesting to note that in one of the leading Eng- 
lish publications a well-known Indian Brahmin— one of the most 
learned of the day— protests strongly against Christian missions 
in India. His point is that, while Christianity may be the only 
hope for the Pariah, it is worse than useless for the Brahmm. 
His advice to missionaries is thus stated : " Let the aim of the 
missionaries be to civilize and educate the savages and bar- 
barians. To India send machinery instead of missionaries. 
Millions of people are kept back for want of education owing to

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fault : Such a gathering of representatives of the principal 
religions of the world has never before taken place and, possi- 
bly, will never take place again in our time. 

Let me say here that there are only eight great historical re- 
ligions which can claim that name on the strength of their pos- 
sessing sacred books. All these religions came from the East ; 
three from an Aryan, three from a Semitic source, and two from 
China. The three Aryan religions are the Vedic, with its modern 
offshoots in India, the Avestic of Zoroaster in Persia, and the 
religion of Buddha, likewise the offspring of Brahmanism in 
India. The three great religions of Semitic origin are the 
lewish, the Christian, and the Mohammedan. There are, besides, 
the two Chinese religions, that of Confucius and that of Lao-tze, 
and that is all ; unless we assign a separate place to such creeds 
as Gainism, a near relative of Buddhism, or the religion of the 
Sikhs, which is, after all, but a compromise between Brahmanism 
and Mohammedanism. 

Therefore, eight religions have alone gained sufficient hold 
upon mankind as to acquire sacred books of their own, and all 
these religions agree in fundamentals. Of this fact the Parlia- 
ment of Religions was the first outward and visible sign. The 
delegates thereat have declared that "in every nation he that 
feareth God and worketh righteousness is acceptable to Him." 
They have seen with their own eyes that " God is not far from 
each one of those who seek God, if haply they may feel after 



intense poverty. Send good schoolmasters, mechanics and 
scientists, and teach your practical arts to our people. This 
will cost you less than the missionaries. But let us be friends 
and, as children of one God, forget all differences of opinion! 
You have your religion, and you think it the best. If it is the 
best keep it yourselves. But do not revile other religions. As 
for faults, other religions have faults, but so has your own Let 
us pray Him whom you call God, and I call Brahma, to send us 
enlightenment and make us love each other without considera- 
tion of caste or creed. Christianity is best suited to the Western 
nations. As a religion, we do not show disrespect to it, because 
ever, rehg.on tends towards the same end-namely, salvation. 
Christ aught beautiful things; and if all His teachings were 
strictly followed, the whole world would be a Paradise."

RELIGION AND POLITICS. 

Just here I feel constrained to say that reli.;ion, in the sen.se 
of sectarianism, should carefully be kept apart from politics. 
This fact was too strongly emphasized at the general election 
last fall to be soon forgotten. Nothing is so irreligious and anti- 
Christian as to stir up fellow-countr)men and fellow-Christians 
to hate and persecute one another in the name of religion. 
The late Bishop Mullock (who lived at a time when religious 
feeling ran very high not only in St. Joiin's, but all over the 
island) used to say : " In politics, as in private life, religion 
should always be the guide of our conduct, and should make us 
truthful and just in our dealings with our fellow-men." What a 
pity it is that we cannot a// adopt that sentiment and work it 
out in every department of our communal life I Religion urges us 
to side with the weak rather than with the strong, with the poor 



polished scholar. I remember him well. He could write with 
a brilliancy and power that perhaps, surpassed all his contem- 
poraries here; and we had some intellectual and literary giants 
at ihat time. I was reminded of all this and more too last night 
when I took up a London magazine for Jure, 1889, and found 
therein the following poetical gem from the reverend gentleman's 
prolific pen. In his introduction to these verses he says: — 
"This poem, suggested by earlier experiences in my Island 
Home, was written on the shores of Lake Superior, Canada, a 
few years ago. It is but the prelude to varied songs in varied 
rhythm and metre, inspired often by the absence, even more 
than by the presence, of old familiar ocean. Those songs have 
never yet been sung or uttered. They have only sounded with- 
in. Yet I feel that some day their echo shall be heard abroad,

What 
the result ? Why, the next time I met him he passed me with 
his head in the air like a caribou, not deigning to give me even a 
nod of recognition. Imagine my feelings! I did'nt know 
whether to cry or laugh. However, I managed to pull through 
the humiliating experience, and am still alive, but extremely 
nervous and fearful lest I should again unintentionally offend in 
a similiar manner. 

By the way, I am here reminded of the following incident. 

It will help to illustrate the main point of my argument: " A 

negro church in the Southern States of America wished to 
honor its pastor on the occasion of his fiftieth birthday, and 
held many discussions as to the proper ways and means. But 
the reverend brother was already equipped with a silk hat, a 
watch chain, and most of the world's goods which are compa- 
table with ecclesiastical dignity. Finally a member of the com- 
mittee discovered that the thing lacking to their beloved 
preacher's happiness was the degree of D.D. Whereupon the 
committee at once went about to discover a way of securing 
the coveted title. Degrees came from colleges; That much 
they knew. Rumor said that degrees were expensive, but the 
exact cost could not be ascertained, and the time of the birth- 
day celebration was approaching rapidly.^ So finally the com- 
mittee wrote the following letter to the Srate University explain- 
ing the circumstances of the case : — 
"Gentlemen : 

"We wants a D.D. for our preacher, and we wants it by 
" October first. We don't know how much it costs, but we have 
" collected twenty-five dollars to pay for it. If that ain't enough 
" to cover the complete expenses, send one D. by return mail,

THE CHURCH AND THE L\BOR PROBLEM. 

The Church's attitude towards the labor problem ib, at pre 
sent, I observe, eliciting a good deal of discussion at home and 
abroad, and strong appeals are being made to the hierarchy to 
take vigoruus action in connection therewith. Indeed, it is a 
matter of comment by laymen generally that this vitally-important 
question has been so seldom referred to by the pulput. Any 
way, there is a great opportunity before our National Church — 
a greater perhaps than any since the d'lys of the Methodist re- 
vival of the eighteenth century. Will she miss it as she missed 
that golden chance ; or will she avail herself of it, utilizing these 
new born energies and enthusiasms, and proving to all the world 
that the Church of England is the Church of the English people ! 
That is the alternative we should now seriously consider. 

It is needless for me to say here that the labor question Is 
emphatically the question of the hour. The admission of this 
fact is forced upon us by surrounding circumstances. To-day 
the air is rife with strikes and rumors of strikes, with conflicts of 
labour against capital, and disputes between employers and em- 
ployed. One mighty factor in our national life alone remains 
silent — the Church. Combination, legislation, discussion — all 
these panaceas have been tried and tried in vain as a means of 
mitigating the bitterness of the strife, or of bringing about a com- 
promise. What is wanted is an arbitrator — patient, kindly, im- 
partial, just. Where should such be found ? I answer -empha 
tically — In the National Church. She is the highest guardian of 
the people; anything which touches them must touch her al.so, 
and she cannot afford by silence or neglect to shirk the duty 
laid upon her, if she is to retain her place in our national life. 

THE REAL ART OF JOURNALISM. 

It is both interesting and suggestive to the practical news- 
paper man to note the recent " passages-at-arms" between the 
editors of the Telegram and Advocate. Both these gentlemen, 
while considerably above the average in their intellectual equip- 
ment, are comparatively inexperienced in the art of journalism. 
On the whole, however, they are doing fairly well, and I wish 
them all the success their energy and application merit. They 
are two examples, and there are many others, of the singular 
power which is exercised in journalism by men, under whatever 
disadvantages, who possess, or rather who are possessed, by 



some master-thoughts, and utter them in season and out of sea- 
son with perhaps disproportionate intensity, but with perfect 
sincerity. Now, though it is just possible that either of the two 
editors mentioned would make a very desirable model, I only 
refer to them in the sense alluded to. I am not concerned 
about their political creed or their party affinities ! 

When my young friends consult me as to the conditions of 
successful journalism, my first bit of advice comes to this : know 
something really ; at any rate try to know something ; be the 
slaves of some genuine idea, or you will be the slaves of a news- 
paper — a bit of mechanism instead of a man. You can carry 
on the business with self-respect — whatever your success — if it 
is also something more than a business ; if, for example, you can 
honestly feel that you are helping on the propaganda of sound 
principle, denouncing real grievances, and speaking from genuine 
belief. No man has a right to lay down the law to statesmen 
as though he were in possession of absolute knowledge, or as 
though he were a man of science talking to a class of ignorant 
schoolboys. But every man ought to believe that truth is 
attainable, and to endeavor with all his power to attain it. 

Then, again, he should study the great problems of the day 
historically : for he must know how they have arisen ; what 
previous attempts have been made to solve them ; how far 
recent suggestions are mere reproductions of exploded fallacies ; 
and so qualify himself to see things in their true relations as 
facts of a great process of evolution. He should endeavor to 
be philosophical in spirit, so far, at least, as to seek to base his 
opinions upon general principles and to look at the events of 
the day from a higher point of view than that of personal or 
party expediency. And he must, though upon this it is hardly 
necessary to insist, be familiar with the affairs of the day : for 
no one can apply principles to politics effectively without a 
genuine first-hand knowledge of the actual currents of political 
life. 

Unless a man can take up his calling in some spirit, he can 
be but a mere retailer of popular commonplaces and must live 
from hand to mouth or upon the chance utterances of people as 
thoughtless as himself, increasing the volume of mere noise 
which threatens to drown sense. But if he seriously cultivates 
his powers, and enriches his mind, he may feel sure that even 
in journalism he may be discharging one of the most important 
functions which a man can undertake. 

" The true ambition there alone resides 
Where justice vindicates and wisdom guides ; 
Where inward dignity joins outward state. 
Our purpose good as our achievement great ; 
Where public blessings public praise attend, 
Where glory is our motive not our end."

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^ Wireless Telephony. S

' <^ "^g ULY of this year saw St John's the scene of another 
'^ remarkable development in the realm of wireless 
communication. In December, 1901, Signer 
Marconi at the Cabot Tower, received the first 
transatlantic signals by wireless telegraphy, and 
in July last his representatives on the same spot 
made a similar record with wireless telephony. Experiments in 
this newest branch of wireless science had been in progress for 
some years, carried on by Marconi and others, but the first 
really serious attempt at communication across the Atlantic made 
by him was in connection with the visit of the delegates from 
Great Britain and the Oversea Dominions to the Imperial Press 
Conference to take place in Canada during August and Septem- 
ber. These delegates left England on the Liner Victorian on 
July 20th, headed by Lord Burnham, President of the British 
Empire Press Union. They numbered about one hundred alto- 
gether, sixty English and forty Overseas, together with some 
thirty ladies, wives of members of the party, and landed at 
Sydney on the 27th. To enable the ship to communicate with 
the land on either side at any time during her voyage, powerful 
installations were established at Chelmsford, near London, and 
at Signal Hill, St. John's, and the ship herself was fitted with an 
equipment of unusual power and delicacy. By means of these 
installations it was proved conclusively that communication 
could be maintained at all times between the ship and the shore, 
and that audible signals could be heard at St. John's from 
Chelmsford, though the equipment on Signal Hill was not suf- 
ficiently powerful to send return messages. All the way across 
the telephonic station on this steamer was in touch with Chelms- 
ford, Signal Hill was " raised" at a point of about one thousand 
miles east and audible conversations were undertaken on Sun- 
day forenoon, July 25th, when the ship was 650 miles east of 
St. John's. The first spoken messages were between Premier 
Squires, at Signal Hill, and Lord Burnham on the steamer, the 
former extending welcome to the Press delegates on behalf of 
Newfoundland and the latter replying in suitable terms. Then 
followed conversations between myself, as Editor of the St. 
John's Ej'ening Herald, and senior delegate from Newfoundland, 
to the Press Conference, and Lord Burnham, Sir Campbell 
Stuart representing the Loiidom Times, Sir Roderick Jones, 
representing Renter's Agency, and Col. Parkinson, D.S.O., of the 
Ottawa Journal, representing the Canadian Press. The latter 
dictated a lengthy message to the Canadian newspaper through 
the writer of this article, which was taken down by tnyself and 
subsequently wired to Halifax for transmission ovei Canada. 
Sir Edgar BDwring. our Hi^h Commissioner in England, who 
was also present, and who kriew Lord Burnham personally, also 
conversed with that gentleman. The demonstration was most 
successful, the voices being clearly heard and in addition a

gramophone record " Beautiful Ohio", played on the ship, was 
quite distinctly heard in the station. 

Present on the occassion in addition to the foregoing were 
Hon. W. B. Grieve, C.B.E.. President of the Board of Trade, 
Mayor Gosling of St. John's, Mr. G. VV. LeMessurier, Deputy 
Minister of Posts and Telegraphs ; Mr. J. J. Collins, Manager 
of the local branch of the Marconi Company ; Mr. H. A. 
Saunders, Manager of the Anglo-American Telegraph Company; 
Mr. J. W. Morris, Superintendent Reid Electric Service; Lieut. 
J. A. McGrath, M.C., Mrs. J. R. McCowan. Mrs. J. S. Munn, 
and Mrs. C. McKay Harvey and some others. 

After the speeches had been exchanged the station closed for 
a time, and I proceeded to the West End and at one o'clock 
took the out going express for Sydney, to meet the party 
on arrival there. At Clarenville I was joined by Hon. A. W.

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Mews, Editor of the Advocate, while Dr. Mosdell, Editor of the 
Star, the third Newfoundland delegate left the following day by 
the Sable Island and connected with the party in Canada. 
During that afternoon and the following day various other 
gentlemen enjoyed an opportuuity of speaking with the ship by 
wireless telephony and almost unbroken commuuication was 
maintained with her until her arrival in Sydney two days latter. 
The Imperial Press Conference, of which this was the happy 
harbinger, was a gathering of British and Oversea journalists re- 
presenting every section of the British Empire and was the 
second of its kind, the first being held in London in 1909, when 
Ncrtfoundland was represented by Mr. W. J. Herder, Proprietor 
of the St. John's Telegram. The object was to discuss various 
questions of concern to the newspaper world such as improved 
cable, telegraph and mail facilities, the securing of an increased 
suppl}' of newsprint paper from Canadian sources, the adoption 
of a new cable service more English in its tone than at present 
and generally the promotion of the interests of the newspapefs 
of the Empire to an extent not previously possible. As a 



the trains to the Lake steamers, which after a iwo days' trip 
landed the party at Fort William, Ontario, where the trains 
were rejoined and the tour continued to Winnipeg and the 
principal cities of the western prairies, opportunity being afford- 
ed the party to view the beauty of the praire re^iion, after which 
the Rocky Mountains were traversed, and their splendors 
er joyed, stops being made at Barff and Lake Louise, Ihe 
famous scenic spofs of (he region, side diives being taken into 
the Grand and Okangan Valleys, and thence to \'ancouver, 
proceeding by boat to Victoria. After regaining the main- 
land, the return trip was made through northern Canada by 
the Yellowhead Pass, Jasper Park, Edmonton, Saskatoon, the 
Timmins gold fields and Cobalt siver fields, a visit to the 
Toronto Fair and then a trip down the St. Lawrence River 
to Quebec where the Conference ended on September 15th. 
During the trip of seven weeks about nine thousand miles were 
traversed by rai'road, steamboat and motor car, while the 
incidental motor runs would probably represent another 
thousand miles. The party numbering about two hundred at

feature of the occasion a tour of Canada from ocean to ocean 
was planned, to occupy seven weeks and to comprehend every 
feature of interest in connection with the Great Dominion 
Arriving at Sydney on July 27th the party proceeded through 
Cape Breton and the mainland of Nova Scotia to Halifax 
thence via. Annapolis Valley to Grand Pre, the home of 
Evangeline, the heroine of Longfellow's famous poem, where a 
statue symbolical of the heroine and the work of Philipe Hebert, 
a French Canadian sculptor, was unveiled by Lady Burnham' 
the beautiful country in this vicinity being observed' with much 
interest by the visitors. From there they proceeded to Truro 
through the Windsor section and thence to St. John, N.B., con- 
tinuing from there to Fredericton and over the route' of the new 
National Transcontinental Railroad to Quebec where a brief 
stay was made, after which the paper mills at Grand Mere the 
most modern in Canada, were visited and then a two days' stay 
was made at Montreal. From there the famous agricultural 
college at St. Anne de Bellevue was visited and thence on to 
Ottawa where for three days the party was in conference. After 
this the tour was continued to Niagara Falls, Hamiltor 
Toronto and west to Sarnia where a transfer was made fron'

^T became known on Septembev 5th that Very Rev. 
Henry T. Renouf had been appointed Bishop of 
St. George's, the See rendered vacant by the 
lamented death of the late Right Rev. Doctor 
Michael F. Power. That the appointment of the 
esteemed Pastor of St. Patrick's to the See of St. 
George's is a popular one was evident from the rejoicihg of the 
people, especially amongst his people of St. John's West, where 




the Bishop-Elect is highly esteemed as a Priest and a patriotic 
citizen. Father Renouf, if we may yet be permitted so to 
designate him, has held the office of Rector of St. Patrick's for 
more than four years past and the beautiful edifice and the 
surrounding ecclesiastical demesne bear ample evidence of his 
untiring energy, devotedness to the duties of his exalted office 
and to his executive capacity. During his regime the Parish of 
St. Patrick's has greatly advanced. Since the day of his 
Ordination — now more than 25 vears ago — Father Renouf has 
been consumed with zeal for the spiritual as well as the 
material advancement of the people amongst whom he laboured. 
In Trepassey where he laboured for a number of years, he was 
beloved by all. The people of St. Bride's will remember him 
as a worthy priest and faithful friend. In Harbour Grace, 
Harbour Breton, and Manuels his valued ministrations are not 
forgotten. But to the people of St. George's his appointment 
as Bishop will give universal satisfaction. The chorus of joy 
and approval must be gratifying to Bishop-Elect Renouf, who 
has done such excellent work in all these parishes and who is 
eminently qualified to be numbered as a member of the 
Hierarchy. 

Bishop Elect Henry T. Renouf is the fifth son of the late Dr. 
Charles H. Renouf and Anita Moore. He was born in St. 
John's, December 28th, 1872, and spent his early student years 
at St. Patrick's Hall. He later entered St. Bonaventure's 
College, where he studied for three year. At the age of fifteen 
he left for Rome, and for almost nine

On Saturday, October 2nd, news was received that John L. 
Slattery of the St. John's Municipal Council, had died at bt. 
Bartholmew Hospital in New York, where he had undergone an 
operation at the hands of Dr. G. Stewart the well known sur- 
geon, for a disease from which he was sufifenng. Ihe tirst re- 
ports following the operation indicated that it was successful 
and that he would likely recover but apparently his vitality had 
been too greatly sapped by the ravages of the disease and he 
did not rally as was hoped. He left here to consult Dr. Stewart 
and was hopeful that medical science could relieve him from 
his ailment against which he had been fighting. Unfortunately 
it was not to be and the end came. 

The deceased was born in St. John's on May ist, i860, and 
was among the first pupils of the Christian Brothers after they 
established themselves here nearly half a century ago.

HE scientific study of the sea and sea life has 
recently taken on new aspects. In earlier years, 
it was only undertaken by governmental expedi- 
tions at long intervals apart. A hundred years 
ago, several British warships surveyed the Arctic 
and Antartic seas. Captain Cook, and Sir 
Joseph Banks, studied the Pacific, later on Darwin studied all 
the oceans in the Challenger. This was the most valuable study 
ever made. In recent years, the British, American and 
Norwegian governments, recognizing the growing importance of 
the sea fisheries, formed fisheries departments, which have 
been equipped with extensive biological laboratories, and well 
equipped survey ships. The Norwegian fishery survey ship 
Michael Sars, and the United States survey ship Albatross, have 
both visited St. John's. The Michael Sars was used by Sir 
John Murray and Dr. Hjort to survey the Atlantic from 
Europe to the Canadian coast. This survey resulted in many 
extremely valuable discoveries which have been reported in 
several recently published books. Not the least important 
work done on this cruise was the discovery of the causes of 
variations in the directions and origins of ocean currents. 

An interesting general survey of the methods used in deep 
sea Surveying has been written for the Encyclopaedia Americana 
by Dr. Charles H. Townsend, who was formerly in charge of 
the sujveys made by the U. S. S. Albatross. The following 
notes are largely based on this article : 

The deep-sea exploring vessel of the present time might 
properly be described as a floating laboratory, equipped for 
hydrographical, meteorological, geological and biological inves'i- 
gations. The equipment would include not merely that of a 
general scientific laboratory, but also the he.ivy apparatus 
necessary for sounding and dredging. The ship machinery for 
deep sea work has been gradually brought to a state of high 
efficiency. Soundings formerly made with rope are now made 
with a single strand of wire, and instead of the stout rope cable 
for dredging, light wire rope of great strength is employed. 
Various self-recording instruments have gradually been perfect- 
ed for quick and accurate work in taking deep sea temperature 
and in the collecting of small forms of life at intermediate 
depths. 

Sounding. — During the course of deep-sea exploration, many 
soundings have been made in depths exceeding 3 000 fathoms. 
More than 50 great depiessions, or " deeps " as they have been 
called, are now known, varying from 3,000 to 5,000 fathoms. 
Ten of these exceed 4,000 fathoms. It is only in the western 
Pacific that depths exceeding 5,000 fathoms have been found. 
The greatest depth known was discovered in July 1913 by the 
German survey ship Planet, about 40 miles east of northern 
Mindanao, where a sounding was made of 5,348 fathoms, or 
406 feet more than six miles. This depth exceeds by 3,000 
feet the height of the loftiest mountain peak. The deeps now 
known are distributed over the Atlantic, Pacific and Indian 
oceans. While many of them are far out in great ocean basins, 
some of them are close to the continental slopes. One exceed- 
ing 3,000 fathoms (Bartlett Deep) lies in the Caribbean Sea 
between Honduras and Cuba. Some of the deeps are now 
known to extend over thousands of square miles while others 
are apparently mere holes. Enough sounding has already been 
done to indicate that the greatest depths have probably been 
discovered. 

Deep sea sounding has shown that the floor of the ocean has 
not only its depressions, but its elevations. Many islands are 
merely the projecting summits of submarine peaks, their bases 
often resting on an ocean floor lying 3,000 fathoms deep. 
Submarine ridges of great extent have been discovered in the 
north and south Atlantic. The average depth of the ocean is 
probably not less than 2,200 fathoms. 

Several types of sounding machines are in use, but whatever 
the pattern, each contains a reel wound with thousands of 
piano wire. In the operation of sounding, a detachable shot 
weighing from 30 to 60 pounds is employed to draw the wire 



rapidly and steadily from its reel. It is secured to the sounding 
rod at the end of the line in such a manner as to become 
detached when the bottom is reached. Several instruments are 
sent down at each operation. The sounding rod is provided 
with a device for bringing up a specimen of the bottom mud. 
A few feet above it are attached the deep-sea thermometer and 
water bottle. The latter secures its sample of water at the 
bottom only. All deep-sea instruments are necessarily self- 
acting at the bottom and thermometers are so constructed that 
they will not be effected by higher temperatures on being 
brought toward the surface. While the sounding instruments 
are carried down by the heavy shot, the wire is reeled in by 
steam power. It takes about one hour to make a sounding 
three miles deep and reel in the line with its attached instru- 
ments. 

Dredging. — For the collecting of animal life from the 
bottom, the dredge is employed. This may be described as a 
bag-shaped net about 20 feet long, fitted with an iron-framed 
mouth from 8 to 12 feet wide and 3 or 4 feet high. It is 
towed by a wire cable about one-third of an inch in diameter, 
its length depending upon the region to be irvestigated. The 
cable is operated by a powerful engine on the main deck, and 
the cable itself is coiled upon a reel sufficiently large to contain 
the whole of it. The dredge sinks by its own weight, which is 
sufficient to carry down the dredge line with it, the only weights 
ordinarily used beii.g small ones to carry the net down below 
its iron-framed mouth and prevent its fouling. When dragging 
along the bottom, it usually fills rapidly. Very often the hauls 
of animal forms are large, but the dredge is more often heavily 
loaded with oozes of various kinds in which animal forms are 
imbedded. The dredge rope is passed over the side of the 
ship from the end of a boom, the top of which is guyed to the 
mast with a spring to relieve strain. The spring or accumula- 
tor is graduated and often shows the dredge to be pulling 
thousands of pounds. The net is sometimes too heavily loaded 
to be lifted, and may be torn from its frame. Much of the 
deep-sea mud or ooze washes away during the progress of the 
dredge toward the surface and under ordinary conditions its 
load is no greater than can be lifted from the water and swung 
on board with safety. 

Dredges are of several forms, the commonest being that of 
the beam trawl employed by fishing vessels in shoal water, but 
with a shorter beam. For convenience we shall refer to all 
appliances used for collecting at the bottom as dredges. For 
the exploration of intermediate depths, several types of nets are 
employed which can be opened and closed by devices operated 
by metal messengers sent down the dredge line. Various 
devices are used for collecting forms of life in deep water, such 
as the otter net and other appli.inces well known to fi^hevmen. 
The surface and intermediate depths of the sea bear forms of 
life for the capture of which fine-meshed tow nets are used. 

Before using the dredge or beam trawl, the depth is ascer- 
tained by sounding. In dragging the dredfje upon the bottom 
It IS necessary to let out considerably more line than the actual 
depth, and the dragging of the dredge along the bottom can 
often be felt by merely placing the hand upon the dredging 
cable. The deepest dredge haul ever made (that taken by the 
Albatross off the Tonga Islands in the South Pacific) was 4,173 
fathoms, and the time required from the moment the dredge 
was put overboard until brought to the surface was about 10 
hours On very rough bottom, where dredging nets may be 
torn from their frames, the " tangle " is often used. This 
apparatus consists of bunches of shredded rope attached to 
iron bars, and IS effective in obtaining star-fishts, sea u. chins, 
crinoids and other creatures which have their surfaces suffi- 
ciently rough to become entangled in the loose strands of rope. 
J^.sh traps of special design have been used successfully at 
great depths, and the ^/*«/;-^j, has succeeded in takin^ fishes 
at a depth of a thousand fathoms with ordinary gill nets 

Deep-Sea Life.— As plant life does not exist in the sea at 
depths below the iufiuence of sunlight, we find at the bottom 
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and at intermediate depths, forms of animal life only. These 
consist of fishes, moUusks, crustaceans, medusa, echinoderms 
and representatives of practically all of the classes of marine 
life to be found living in shallow waters under the influence of 
sunlight, but of very different genera and species. When deep- 
sea investigations began, it was hoped that archaic forms would 
be discovered ; but this hope has not been realized except in 
slight degree. Animal forms are sometimes brought up by the 
dredge in great abundance. It is not an uncommon thing to 
obtain several barrels of crustaceans, starflshes, moUusks or 
echinoderms, at a single haul. The dredge of the Albatross 
once brought up 800 fishes from a depth of 1,770 fathoms. 
The fact that the Albatross obtained living sponges at 4,178 
indicates that there is probably no depth too great for the 
existence of animal life. 

Surface Life. — the surface life of the sea consists of both 
plant and animal forms, the latter in great variety. It is 
usually minute, and much of it phosphorescence. It is the small 
life at or near the surface and now collectively called 
plankton, which makes the phosphorescence with which 
travellers at sea are familiir. It is more abundant in some 
regions than in others, and constitutes the food not only of 
many of the larger animals living at the surface, but is the 
basis of the food supply of all creatures living at the bottom 
and intermediate depths. These sm,ill forms are constantly 
dying and falling to the bottom. Indeed, their dead shells and 
skeletons cover great tracts of the ocean floor in the regions 
where they abound. The Crustacea are doubtless the most 
abundant of these pelagic forms, but almost all classes are 
represented, including mollusks, worms, coelentrates, tunicates, 
protozoans, fishes and even reptiles. In the colder waters of 
the ocean the tow nets used in taking plankton fHl very rapidly 
with certain forms which swarm in cold waters; but in tropical 
waters the variety of forms is greater, although usually less 
abundant. Several forms of nets are used in tiking the 
plankton, but all are lined with fine gauze or silk bolting cloth. 
Under the most favorable conditions the dragging of such nets 
at or near the surface often yields enormous quantities of sur- 
face forms. When the ship is at rest in favorable weather, sur- 
face life is readily attracted to insulated electric lights lowered 
a few inches below the surface of the water where it can be 
gathered from the deck with long-handled gauze-lined dip nets. 

Great currents like the Gulf Stream, drift the surface life of 
warm regions into colder waters where it is killed by the lower 
temperature and deposited in great quatities upon the bottom. 
In such places the dredges have taken bottom forms in greatest 
abundance. There are, however, wide areas such as tiiose of 
mid-Pacific regions, which are almost devoid of surface forms, 
and where the bottom is correspondingly lacking in animal life. 

Marine Dkposits — Geology, like zoology, is also dt-pendent 
upon the deep-sea dredge for what is known of the floor of the 
ocean. The deposits may be referred to three groups : Those 
derived from the land through the action of rivers and currents 
and called terrigenous deposits. They consist of muds of 
various kinds which are characteristic of the adjacent lands 
from which they have been derived. Farther off, and beyond 
the influence of rivers, are the pelagic deposits which are made 
up of dead organisms originating at the surface. These are 
usually found in the form of diatom, radiolarian, or globigerina 
oozes, depending upon the character of the surface life prevail 
ing above them. Still farther from land, in the deeper part 
of the ocean, are the red clay drposiis. which are believed to 
cover about half of the floor of the ocean. These deposits re- 
ceive the minimum of dead matter from the surface, and are far 
beyoud the influence of matter washed from the continents. The 
red clay deposits are believed to have' formed ve-^y slow! , and 
to have been subjected to little change during the long periods 
of time. 

Light. — The most recent investigitions have si own that light 
does not penetrate deeper than five or six hundred fathoms, and 
even there is very dim. Experiments with the photometer have 
shown that light penetration is greater in tropical than in 
northern waters. A photographic plate exposed at a depth of 
900 fathoms for two hours, was in no way affected. Below the 
levels reached by sunlight, the sea is in total darkness, and 



plant forms, with the exception of diatoms, are unknown. There 
is, however, some phosphorescent light, as the deep-sea dredge 
has brought up many fishes and inveterbrates with phosphores- 
cent organs. Such light must, however, be very faint and 
unevenly distributed. 

Notwithstanding the absence of light, a considerable number 
of deep-sea forms are brilliantly colored, brilliant reds being 
often found. Most of the deep sea-fishes are, however, black 
or grayish. Starfishes and crustaceans are frequently red or 
pink, while holothurians are often violet. 

There is a great variation in the size of the eye among deep- 
sea fishes, which is doubtless dependent to some extent upon 
the pentration of sunlight or the existence of phosphorescence, 
their eyes ranging from very minute to abnormally large. A 
number of the deep-sea species are totally blind. 

Temperature. — The influence of the warmth to be found in 
the surface waters does not extend below a few hundred feet, 
even at the equator where such warmth is greatest. Below 900 
fathoms the temperature is always within three or four degrees 
of the freezing point of fresh water. The low temperature at 
the bottom is caused by the settling of cold surface water in 
polar regions. The cold water thus slowly distributed over 
the floor of the ocean carries Aith it the oxygen necessary for 
the maintenance of life in the depths. The bottom of the 
Black Sea, receiving no such supply of polar water, is devoid of 
animal life. All deep-sea life would doubtless perish were it 
not for the air thus brought down. 

Salinity. — Studies of the salinity of the ocean, based on 
samples of water secured by special forms of apparatus from all 
depths, have shown various degrees of salinity in different seas. 
Sea saltness in the Atlantic is higher than in othei great open 
oceans, and highest of all in the Red Sea and in the Mediter- 
ranean. It is remarkably low in the Black Sea and in the 
Baltic, where there are many rivers but no great evaporation. 

Pressure. — Sea pressure amounts to about a ton to the 
square inch with each 1,000 fathoms of depth. At 1,000 
fathoms it amounts to 180 atmospheres, while at the greatest 
depth known (over 5,000 f.ithoms), the pressure would be about 
six tons to the square inch. It is evident that animal forms of 
the surface regions could not endure such conditions, but the 
tissues of deep-sea animals are so permeated by fluids, that a 
balance is maintained. Most of the deep-sea forms are so soft 
that when brought to the surface they require various laboratory 
hardening processes for their preservation as specimens. Both 
fishes and invertebrates, when brought up from the greater 
depths, are always dead, and probably die before being dragged 
far from the bottom. It is interesting to note, however, that 
the Albatross has taken alive fishes from 590 fathoms, and large 
Lithodes crabs from 735 fathoms. 

Size of Deep-Sea Forms. — The dredges hitherto used in 
deep sea explorations have secured no fishes or invertebrates 
of large size. The larg:^st fishes taken seldom exceed four or 
five feet in length.

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Quaint and Curious Account of a Yacht Race* 

Taken from a Local Paper Published Thirty Years Ago. 




THE START. 

i@^T twenty-five minutes before high noon to-day 
' ~ (Sept. 25th, 1891) three yachts started on a 
cup-race from one of the old hulks near the 
dry dock. They were Harrey's big yacht, 
commanded by Mr. John Harvey, and manned 
by five mariners, professional and practical, 
and their small yacht, commanded by Hon. A. W. Harvey, and 
having under him a crew of three men ; and Dr. Rendell's yacht, 
commanded by himself. They sailed down the harbor well over 
on the Southside, presenting a pleasing picture. Harvey's small 
yacht dipped down for'ard, but the Doctor's held her head up 
like a man. These two had spinnikers set. A small boat, 
decorated with a five-cent handkerchief, sailed near them for a 
few minutes, and a gentleman on one of the wharves declared 
her to have on board representatives of the Opposition organ. 
Nearing the Narrows, the difference between the yachts at fie 
start seemed little dimminished. The course assigned them 
was : to Cape Spear, thence to Torbay Point, and back to St. 
John's. This would be, roughly, a distance of about twenty- 
five miles. Some of our seamen were giving them until five 
o'clock this evening to finish. When out in the Bay the wind 
freshened up and made it unsafe for the yachts. Harvey's big 
racer started something below the water-line in her bow, when 
near Small Point and leaked badly. She haa to put back, as 
did also their smaller yacht. They both returned to their 
owner's wharf at one o'clock. These two yachts are ballasted 
at the keel and between the ceiling, making it impossible lo 
lighten. them. Once full of water, tliey would quickly go under. 
The other yacht has movable ballast. The Doctor continued 
his course, braving the wind and the billowy foam, and reached 
Cape Spear. When we siw him la'^t, he was passing the Nar- 
rows, on his way north, closely followed by the steam-tug

is an excellent sailor, — with due respect to the qualities of his 
competitors ; but will he win the cup t We await the result." 



THE FINISH. 

" Proofs are not wanting to-day (Sept. 26, 1891) that Doctor 
Rendell is every inch a sailor." Conjectures of danger and de- 
struction were rife yesterday when he embarked on that hazard- 
ous race, yet he sailed the course, bravely breasting the billows 
and returning hungry, wet and cold, but triumphant. On en- 
tering the dock of Messrs. West & Rendell he was greeted by a 
great gathering of his numerous friends, Hon. A. W. Harvey 
being among them. The Doctor said he found it quite rough 
out towards the Cape, where Mr. Harvey and his son were com- 
pelled to put back, but he had it very much rougher off Torbay, 
The water was continually breaking over the yacht's deck ; but, 
like Columbus, this gallant Doctor determined to " Sail on, sail 
on I" and success crowned his horoic efforts. To one of the 
newspaper reporters he said : "After to-days experience, it wll 
take a good breeze to make me reef my sails !" The Doctor 
was pleased that he had beaten his friendly competitors and 
carried off the gold cup; but what pleased him most of all was 
the way in which he overhauled ai.d sailed past two American 
banking vessels that were at one time quite a long distance 
ahead of him.

Our Atlantic fisheries, together with 
those of Canada and Newfoundland, supply the bulk of 
Europe's cod. 

The United States North Atlantic fisheries last year resulted 
in a catch of 196,481,270 pounds of fish valued at $7,548 3S3 
as compared with 205,501,153 pounds valued at $10,531, 548 in 
1918. 

The vessel fisheries entering at Boston and Gloucester, Mass., 
and Portland, Me., have been in a more than prosperous condi- 
tion during the past year. There was a decline in the total 
number of trips, but a considerable increase in the quantity and

landed in accordance with an arrangement with the Canadian 
Government, as an emergency war measure granting recipocal 
privileges to fishing vessels, by which Canadian fishing vessels 
were permitted to land their fares at American ports direct fiom 
the fishing grounds. Canadian fishing vessels began to utilize 
this privilege in April and continued during the remainder of 
the year. The greater part of these fish, or 4,668,620 pounds, 
valued at $164,946, were landed at Portland. 

Compared with the previous year there was a decrease of 
534 trips in the total number for the three ports, but an increase 
of 30,070,567 pounds, or 17.14 per cent, in the quantity and of 
$2,170,216, or 25 95 per cent, in the value of the fish landed. 
The cod catch increasd 15,357,099 pounds or 27.19 per eent 
in quantity, and $1,246,371, or 53.57 per cent, in value; 
haddock 13,116,706 pounds, or 24.49 P^^ "^^nt in quantity and 
$682,547 or 27.12 per cent in value; pollock, 12,052,828 
pounds, or 83 07 per cent, in quantity, and $382,817 or 66.08

value of the products landed. The decline in the number of 
trips occurred at Boston and Portland, while there was an in- 
crease over the previous year at Gloucester. Statistics of these 
fisheries have been collected during the year by the local agents 
and published in monthly bulletins, showi ig, by species and 
fishing grounds, the quantities and values of fishery products 
landed by American and Caiadian fishing vessels during the 
year at these ports. Two annual bulletins also have been 
issued, one showing the catch by months and the other by 
fishing grounds. 

The fishing fleet which landed products at these ports during 
the calendar year 19 18 included 521 sail, steam, and gasoline 
trips, aggregating 109,476,041 pounds of fish, valued at $6,587,- 
754; at Glourester, 3,414 trips, aggregating 74,175,499 pounds, 
valued at $,3062,605 ; and at Portland, 2,506 trips, aggregating 
21,849,613 pounds, valued at $881,189. The total for the 
three ports amounted to 8,750 trips, aggregating 205,501,153 
pounds of fresh and salted fish having a value to the fisher- 
men of $10,531,548. This total include 60 trips landed at 
these ports by 21 Canadian fishing vessels, amounting to 5,602,- 
749 pounds of fresh fish, valued at $218,625. These fish were 



per cent in value; halibut, 14,940 pounds, or 0.84 per cent 
in quantity, and $83,048 or 37. 88 per cent in value; 
herring 1,858,398 pounds, or 14.44 pef cent in quantity 
and $162,068 or 54.27 percent in value; and miscellaneous 
products, 309,709 pounds, or 788 per cent in quantity, and 
$56,390 or 45.05 per cent in value. There was also a consider- 
able decrease in the catches of a number of species. The 
catch of the lake decreased 2,633817 pounds or 33.27 per 
cent in quantity, and $68,300 or 20 per cent in value ; cusk 
891,043 pounds, or 25.10 per cent in quantity, and, $16,083 or 
13.50 per cent in value; mackerel 7,283.596 pounds, or 41.75 
percent in quantity, and $265,195, or 18.23 per cent in value; 
swordfish, 937,427 pounds or 46.70 per cent in quantity, and 
$68,977, or 23.60 per cent in value. 

The Newfoundland herring catch fell off 422,932 pounds, 
or 6.21 per cent in quantity, but increased $104,072, or 
45.68 per cent in value. The quantity of tilefish landed at 
Boston during the year declined from 1,211,450 pounds, 
valued at $44,743 in 1917, to 299,420 pounds valued at 
$20,246 in 1918.

C. H. HUTCHINGS, Es:^., K C, O.B.E., 
INSPECTOR GENERAL OF CONSTABULARY. 

NE of the institutions of the city of which citizens 
are justifiably proud is the Fire Department, for 
its efficiency has been proved on many occasions 
and householders have an assurance that it is at 
all times prepared to meet the demands of the 
moment, no matter what sudden emergency it 
may be called upon to cope with. 

Efficiency does not merely h.ippen but is rather the result of 
applied ability and industry and the present thorough organiza- 
tion of the City Fire Department is due in a very ^reat measure 
to the ability and industry of Inspector General Hutchings and 
the officers and men undrr his com nand. 

The Ini^pector General takes a vtry deep and practical 
interest in the welfare of his mtn and, since he h;is assumed 
office, he has been instrumental in bringing into effect many 
improvements tending not only to give them increased comfoit 
but to add to the efficiency of the force. His interest in them 
has been greatly appreciated by the men, and they are proud of 



their Department and eager to follow his lead in everything 
that he undertakes for the further improvement of the service. 

As our readers are aware, the Department has three Fire 
Stations in the City, one in the West End, one in the East End 
and the third at Fort Townsend, popularly known as the 
Central Fire Hall. The latter is the main Headquarters of the 
Department and a visit there shows a condition of affairs that is 
highly creditable to the Force. 

Very excellent quarters have been provided for the single 
men of the Departmunt, who were formerly scattered in different 
parts of the City. They have a very large and airy dormitory 
and a dining room, kitchen, reading room and recreation room 
provide them with suitable conveniences. Everything is kept 
in a very clean and orderly manner. Other points of interest to 
the visitor are the drill room and apparatus controlling the fire 
signals throughout the City. 

On the main floor are the engines and cars and all the 
necessary equipment for fighting fires, and to the rear the 
stables where the powerful horses are kept. Ever) thing is kept 
in readiness for a call and so splendid is the organization at 
the present time that the men from the Central Hall can be 
present at a fire at any place within the limits of the City 
within three minutes of the sounding of the gong giving the 
alarm. 

Formeily there were at the Central Hal) a chemical engine, 
a steam fire engine, a hose waggon and ladder truck. These 
were sufficient to cope with an ordinary outbreak of fire, but 
there was always the danger that while a fire was in progress in 
the lower section of the city another would break out on the 
Higher Levels. In such an event there would be a lack of 
proper appliances to fight both fires and, therefore, it was 
decided that the Department would purchase two modern 
motor cars which would remedy this weakness and furtherraore 
be of great value at any outbreak of fire in the city. 

These cars, one of which is at the Central and the other at 
the West End Fire Hall, were built by the American-LaFrance 
Fire Engine Company, of Elmira, New York. They are 
identical in make and the public exhibitions of their capacity 
and use have afforded many citizens an opportunity of seeing 
them in action. A few particulars as to their make and 
equipment may be of interest. 

The car is a combination chemical engine and hose car and 
has a 105 horse power six cylinder motor. Its hose c.^pacity is 
twelve hundred ftet of two and a half inch hose and it also has 
two hundred feet of three quarter inch chemical hose.

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wo ten inch electric reflector lamps. It also carries one twenty 
foot extension ladder and one twelve-foot roof ladder with fold 
ing hooks. Two three-gallon Babcock extinguishers are also 
carried, as well as axes, lanterns, crowbars and all other 
utensils required in combatting a fire. Eight men can be car- 
ried on the car. 

The car is equipped with very powerful brakes which enable 
the driver to stop it suddenly no matter at what speed it might 
have been going or on what grade the car was. 

These cars are a very great acquisition to the Department and 
already their usefulness has been proved. It is thought by 
many that they cannot be used during the winter months but 
if the streets are kept free of " gulches " it is probable that 'they 
can be used except during very heavy snowfalls. 

In addition to the three stations which have been mentioned 
there is a Fire Hall on the Southside equipped with a hand 
fire engine; hose reels and ladders and a substation on Cooks- 
town Road. 

The entire Force of the Department, including Reserves, is 
about one hundred and fifty officers and men. Ranking next 
to the Inspector General is Superintendent Dunn, a well-known 
fire fighter with many years of splendid service to his credit, 
while in the District Chiefs, Ford Winsor, James Trebble and 
Patrick Kane, the Departments has excellent leaders of proved 
worth. It would be unfair to conclude this article without 
reference also to three veterans of the service. Sergeants Levi 
Caines, John Reardon and N. Neary and to the McGinn 
Brothers of the East End Station. That the Inspector General 
may long have the assistance of these valued fire fighters and 
that he may be successful in his efforts to bring the Constabu- 
lary Fire Department to the highest state of perfection is the 
wish of all citizens.

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The North Atlantic Fisheries. 

(Continued from page 25.) 

The fishery products landed at Boston and Gloucester, Mass. 
and Portland, Me., by fishing vessels each year are taken 
principally from fishing grounds lying off the coast of the 
United States. In the calendar year 19 18, 68.10 per cent of 
the quantity and 70.86 per cent of the value of the catch 
landed at these ports by American and Canadian fishing 
vessels were taken from these grounds; 4.36 per cent of the 
quantity and 4.70 per cent of the value, consisting chiefly of 
herring, were taken from fishing banks off the coast of New- 
foundland ; and 27.52 per cent of the quantity and 24.43 P^"^ 
cent of the value from fishing grounds off the Canadian 
Provinces. Newfoundland herring constituted 3.10 per cent of 
the quantity and 3.15 per cent of the value of the fishery pro- 
ducts landed at these ports during the year. The herring were 
taken on the treaty coast of Newfoundland, and the cod and 
other species from that region were obtained from fishing 
banks on the high seas. All fish caught by American fishing 
vessels off the Canadian Provinces were from offshore fishing 
grounds. 

In 19 18 the fishing fleet landing fish at Boston, Gloucester 
and Portland was coniderably larger than in the previous year. 
There were 5 vessels in the salt bank fishery and 123 in the 
market fishery landing their fares of cod, and other ground 
fish at these ports. Large quantities of cod were also landed 
by vessels fishing on the shore grounds. The total catch of 
cod landed at these ports during the year amounted to 71,824.- 
427 pounds, valued at $3,617,205, of which 68,3^7,579 pounds 
valued at $3,379,853, were fresh, and 3,486,848 pounds valued 
at $237,352, were salted. Cod ranked first in importance both 
in quanty and value among the various species landed. 

The catch of haddock for the year ranked second to that of 
cod, the total catch amounting to 66,671.541 pounds, valued at 
$3,199,276, all of which was landed fresh except 68,492 pounds 
valued at $3,501. The greater part of the catch was taken on 
Georges Bank and in South Channel. 

The yield of hake has fallen off very much in the past few 
years. In 1918 the catch amounted to 5,280,829 pounds valued 
at $273,085, all landed fresh except 34,967 pounds, salted, 
valued at $1,443. There was a decline of 2,633,817 pounds, or 
over 33 per cent, in quantity, and $68,300, or 20 per cent, in 
value as compared with the previous year. In 1916 over 13,- 
000,000 pounds of hake were landed at these pofts, and in 1910 
the receipts at Boston and Gloucester were nearly 20,000,000 
pounds. 

The pollock catch was much larger than usual, the quantity 
landed amounting to 26,560,620 pounds, valued at $962,085, all 
landed fresh except 53,258 pounds, salted, valued at $2,092.' 

The quantity of cusk landed was small as compared with 
recent previous years, amounting to only 2,658,260 pounds, 
valued at $103,031, of which 13,940 pounds, valued at $593', 
were salted. The catch of this species is usually from upwards 
of three million to upwards of six million pounds. 

The yield of halibut was 1,781,004 pounds, valued at $302,- 
280, which was all landed fresh except 10,931 pounds, salted, 
valued at $1,240. There was an increase in quantity over the 
previous year of less than 1 per cent, but an increase in value 
of 37.88 per cent. 

The total catch of fresh mackerel taken by the American fish- 
ing fleet in 1917 was 69,314 barrels, compared with 111,932 
barrels the previous year, a decrease of 42,618 barrels. The 
output of salted mackerel was 13,030 barrels, as compared with 
32,162 barrels the previous year, a decrease of 19,133 barrels. 
The quantity of mackerel landed at Boston, Gloucester, and 
Portland by the fishing fleet during the year was 10,158,467 
pounds, valued at $1,188,924, of which 7,582,414 pounds, 
valued at $853,639, were fresh, and 2,576,053 pounds, valued 
at ?335'28S' were salted. This quantity includes 29,152 pounds 
of fresh mackerel, valued at $2,423, from the Cape Shore 
landed by the Canadian vessels. 

The southern mackerel fleet numbered about 35 sail of 
seiners and 125 sail of netters. The seiners had a light catch, 



and reported considerable quantities of mackerel but that they 
were wild, chasing live feed, and therefore hard to catch. They 
did not school much at night, but mostly during the day. Ihe 
first seiner arrived at New York, May 6 with 13,000 large and 
medium mackerel, which were sold at 18 to 20 cents per pound. 
These fish were taken in 34 fathoms' of water. The netters did 
not land as many mackerel as the previous years, but, owing to 
the higher prices received, they did well financially. The 
mackerel landed by the southern fleet this year were all large 
and medium fish, and sold at 13 to 20 cents per pound, accord- 
ing to market conditions. 

The Cape Shore fleet numbered 38 sail vessels, being a little 
larger than the previous year. No vessel made more than one 
trip. A large body of fish was reported, and all the vessels re- 
turned with good catches. The catch taken on the Cape Shore 
amounted to 1,689,000 pounds of fresh mackerel and 7,558 bar- 
rels salted, compared with 2,229,000 pounds fresh and 7,131 
barrels salted the previous year. The first arrival from the 
Cape Shore was on June 8, and consisted of 50.000 large and 
medium fresh mackerel, which sold at 10^ cents per pound. One 
schooner, on her Cape Shore mackerel trip, obtained 95,000 
fresh and 375 barrels salted mackerel, and stocked $15,655, the 
crew sharing $343 each. This is said to be the largest stock 
ever made on a single mackerel trip. 

The quantity of swordfish landed during the year was 1,034,- 
091 pounds, valued at $223,192. The number of vessels en- 
gaged in this fishery was 37, or 5 less than in the previous 
year. 

I'be catch of flounders in the vessel fisheries amounted to 
2,269,807 pounds, valued at $93,800. There was an increase 
in the catch of flounders over the previous year of 990,086 
pounds, or 77.36 per cent, in quantity, and $48,864, or 108.74 
in value. The catch taken by boats under 5 tons net tonnage 
is not included in these statistics. 

Canadian fisheries made a good record in both the quantity 
and the value of the catch for the six months ending June 30, 
1920. Sea fish landed on both coasts of the Dominion amount- 
ed to 2,837.324 hundredweight, valued at $10,564,146. Of 
the total catch for the six months 1,974,362 hundredweight, 
valued at $7,294,459, were taken from the Atlantic, and 862,- 
962 hundredweight, valued at $3,269,687 from the Pacific, 
against 2,048,148 hundredweight, valued at ^9,393,495, from 
the Atlantic, and 498,625 hundredweight, valued at $2,437,780, 
from the Pacific in the corresponding period of 1919. 

The catch of cod for the six months dropped by 64,400 hun- 
dredweight, despite the fact that the Nova Scotia catch increased 
by 30,000 hundredweight. The lobster catch increased by 
50,000 hundredweight, while herrings gave an increase of 293,- 
545 hundredweight; this was due mainly to the landing of much 
greater catches in British Columbia during January and Febru- 
ary. Notwithstanding interruption of shipping service by reason 
of a shortage of refrigerator cars, the British Columbia halibut 
catch exceeded that of the corresponding period of last )'ear by 
2,500 hundredweight. 

There was also an increase of 27.000 hundredweight in the 
catch of all kinds of salmon, due entirely to larger takings in 
British Columbia waters. The Atlantic salmon catch fell below 
that for the preceding year and decidedly below that for 1918. 

The Newfoundland fisheries are the eldest and most cele- 
brated of the Atlantic. According to the well-known statement 
of Lord Bacon, made over there centuries ago, Newfoundland's 
fisheries are " richer far than all the gold mines of Peru." This 
statement, while true in Lord Bacon's time, is much truer to-day. 
Ihese great fisheries are capable of an immense development.

I — Every instrument shall be stamped on its face. 
2 — Cancellation of Stamps shall be made by person cancel- 
ling by writing name or initials, with date, accross Stamp. 

3 — Bills of exchange, Cheques, and Promissory Notes, Bills 
of Lading, Shipping Receipts, Charter Parties, and Receipts 
for Money, shall be stamped and the Stamps thereon can- 
celled : 

(i) Bills of Exchange, Cheques and Promissory Notes drawn 
in the Colony by the person signing the same. Provided 
that in the case of a Banker, the Banker to whom it is 
presented for payment may, if it is unstamped, stamp 
the same and cancel the stamp. 

(2) Bills of Exchange, Cheques and Promissory Notes drawn 

or made outside the Colony by the person into whose 
hands same shall come before the same is paid or 
negotiated. 

(3) Bills of Lading and Shipping Receipts by the shipper. 

Provided that if presented unstamped they may be 
stamped by person receiving same. 

(4) Charter Parties by the Charterer. 

(s) Receipts for sums of Money over ^10.00, by the person 
signing the same. 

4 — The person on whom the obligation to stamp and cancel 
is imposed by these Rules, shall be deemed to be a person 
issuing an instrument, and if he issues such an instrument 
without its proper stamp or without properly cancelling same, 
he shall be liable to the penalties imposed by Section 23 of the 
Act 61 Victoria, Cap. 14, entitled " An Act respecting the pay 
men of certain fees and charges by stamps."

TVTHEN TOURISTS, ANGLERS and SPORTSMEN 

W arriving in tliis Colony bring with them Cameras, 
Bicycles, Angler's Outfits, Trouting Gear, Fire-arms, and Am' 
munition, Tents, Canoes and Implements, they shall be admitted 
under the following conditions: — 

A deposit equal to the duty shall be taken on such articles as 
Cameras, Bicycles, Trouting poles. Fire-arms, Tents, Canoes, 
and tent equipage. A receipt (No. i) according to the form' 
attached shall be given for the deposit and the particulars of 
the articles shall be noted in the receipt as well as in the 
marginal cheques. Receipt No. 2 if taken at an outport office 
shall be mailed at once directed to the Assistant Collector 
St. John's, if taken in St. John's the Receipt No. 2 shall be sent 
to the Landing Surveyor. 

Upon the departure from the Colony of the Tourist Angler 
or Sportsman, he may obtain a refund of the deposit by pre- 
sentmg the articles at the Port of Exit and having them com- 
pared with the receipt. The Examining Officer shall initial on 
the receipt the result of his examination and upon its correctness 
being ascertained the refund may be made. 

No groceries, canned goods, wines, spirits or provisions of 
any kind will be admitted free and no deposit for a refund may 
be taken upon such articles.

Notice to Owners and Masters 
of British Ships ! 

o 

The attention of Owners and Masters of British 
Ships is called to the 74th Section of the " Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1894." 

74.— (i) A Ship belonging to a British subject 
shall hoist the proper national colours — 

(a) on a signal being made to her by one of His 
Majesty's ships (including any vessel under the 
command of an officer of His Majesty's na\T 
on full pay), and 

( b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

(c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship in 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed- 
mg one hundred pounds. 

At time of war it is necessary for every Brit- 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal- 
led by a British Warship; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be fired upon.

FOREST FIRE 



THE ATTENTION OF THE PUBLIC IS 
CALLED TO THE FOLLOWING 
PROVISIONS OF THE FOR- 
EST FIRES ACT. 

1, — Any person who sets out, makes or starts a Fire 
for any purpose whatever, between the Fifteenth 
Day of April and the First Day of December, in or 

near any woods, or without selecting a place 
free from dry trees, underbrush or other inflam- 
mable material in which to make or start such 
Fire, or fails to remove all such dry wood, brush- 
wood or inflammable material within a distance 
of ten feet from such fire in every direction, or 
fails to completely extinguish the same before 
leaving. 

2. — Throws or Drops any Burning Match, Ashes of a Pipe, 
Lighted Cigar or any other burning substance. 

3.— Or fails to totally extinguish any Camp Fire before 
breaking camp, shall be liable to a Penalty of 
not less than $50.00 nor more than $400.00 
Imprisonment for a period of Twelve Months.

A vehicle turning into another street to the left, shall turn the corner at the left hand curb or 

side drain of said street. 
A vehicle turning into another street to the right, shall turn around the centre of the intersection of 

the two streets, and keep to the left of the street into which it turns. 
Police, Fire and Mail vehicles and Ambulances shall have the right of way over all other vehicles. 
The driver of a vehicle on the approach of any apparatus of the Fire Department shall bring his 

vehicle to a stand still as near the left hand curb or side drain as possible. 
Vehicles going in a westerly or easterly direction shall have the right of way over vehicles going in a 

northerly or southerly direction. 
Drivers of vehicles shall stop whenever required to do so by any member of the Police Force, either 

verbally, or by a signal with the hand, and they shall obey his order and comply with any direction 

which he may give them in the interest of good order, of traffic or public security. 
The driver of a vehicle meeting or overtaking a street car which is stationary, for the purpose of taking 

on or discharging passengers, shall stop his vehicle at a distance of at least ten feet from the said car, 

and shall keep such vehicle at a stand still until such car is set in motion, and any passenger who 

may have alighted shall have reached a place of safety.

or upward of alcohol by volume, as may from time to time be 
directed by the Governor in Council, by Proclamation, but not 
wines for Sacramental purposes — " 

AND WHEREAS I deem it expedient that certain medicinal, 
toilet and other preparations shall be declared to be intoxicating 
Liquors ; 

I DO, THEREFORE, by this my Proclamation, order and 
direct that on and after the First day of September next, the 
following preparations containing two per cent, or upwards of 
alcohol by volume, namely : — - 

Shiriff's Extract of Vanilla, 

Dalton's Extract of Vanilla, 

Royal Extract of Vanilla, 

Royal Extract of Lemon, 

Jamaica Ginger, 

Nerviline, 

Anemia. 

shall be deemed to be, and are hereby declared to be Intoxicat- 
ing Liquors. 

Of which all persons concerned are hereby required to take 
due notice and govern themselves accordingly.

GENERAL POST OFFICE. 



LETTFR POST— INLAND. 

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or open, 
addressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, which 
does not exceed an ounce in weight will be conveyed to its destination for 
three cents. This lale is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST— FOREIGN. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, and the United 
States of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
or fraction thereof, plus one cent war tax. Valuable letters may be regis- 
tered for delivery in Newfoundland for five cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
less than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
places in Newfoundland, at a special rate of two cents per lb. ; but papers 
under four ounces are accepted free of postage within the Colony, also, 
books at two cents per lb. rate. Newspapers to the Dominion of 



Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., must be prepaid at 
the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i lb., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb, three cents additional, or 11 cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and 11 
lbs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addresses on th» covers; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Paicels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

John's, without first receiving assurance from Mr. Bartlett that 
they can be admitted or, in the case of the General Hospital, 
that cots will be available upon their arrival. It has been 
brought to the notice of the Government that sick people sent 
on without authority have been caused much additional suffering 
and hardship in boarding houses in the city, in some cases with 
risk of permanent injury to their health, for which, of course, 
they themselves or their advisers have been responsible. Cases 
other than emergency cases coming to St. John's without the 
proper authority, will run the riskof being immediately sent back 
to their homes, so as to prevent undue suffering, as it is impos- 
sible to provide accommodation for all applicants under existing 
condition.s. Bv order,

^ Governors I Have Known, -^ 

And Some of Their Outstanding Characteristics.

Cj^v^glj^j] ately size up the political and social situations 
and govern himself accordingly. He (Sir Henry) 
was born in Limerick on the 8lh January, 1840. A man of tlie 
people, he worked his way up from the ranks. His father was 



Mr. Blake was appointed spokesman of the deputation from that 
body. Being a young man of fine physique, prepossessing ap- 
pearance, the owner of a glib tongue and well trained voice, the 
Lord Lieutenant took kindly to him at once, and, at the close of 
the function, instructed his Private Secretary to lell him to call at 
the Castle next day, as he (the Viceroy) wished to speak to him. 
Mr. Blake called, of course, had an interview with His Excel- 
lency, and shortly afterwaids obtained a Cadelship in the Irish 
Constabulary, where he soon came to the front as an efficient 
member of that well-known body. Having passed all his 
examinations successfully he, in due course, became a District 
Inspector. 

About this time some changes were made in the location of 
Constables, and Mr. Blake was sent with a small force to Newtown 
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Peter Blake, Country Inspector of the Irish Constabularly. 
Henry himself, became a Cadet of the Irish force in 1857. It 
would seem that his connection with the Constabulary was due 
to a rather interesting circumstance. There's a refreshing spice 
of romance about his early career that reminds one of the 
Claude Melnotte and Pauline incident in one of BuUer Lytton's 
popular novels. The story goes that for some time previous to 
1859 Mr. Blake had been employed as a draper's assistant in 
one of the large haberdashery stores of Dublin. When the 
newly-nppointed Lord Lieutenant arrived at the Irish Capital 
that year, the various societies waited upon him for the purpose 
of presenting the accustomed addresses of welcome. Among 
those organizations stood prominently the Drapers' Guild, and 



Anner, near Clonmell, I think it was, where, then and there, resid- 
ed Mr. Bernal Osborne, a wealthy gentleman of Jewish extraction. 
He occupied a seat in Parliament, and was, for many years, 
regarded as "the uit of the House of Commons." Mr. Osborne 
had two very talented daughters, one of whom was already mar- 
ried to the Duke of St. Alban's, who, by the way, could claim 
descent from no less a personage than Charles II., by the well- 
known Drury Lane actress, Nell Gwynn. Charles, as every 
student of English history is aware, had many mistresses, but 
none to whom he was more attached than to this one. In his 
inimitable " History of the English People," John Richard 
Green, LL.D., tells us that "all the children of Charles's mis- 
tresses, save the Duke of Monmouth, were gathered around 
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the bed when he (Charles) died, and that he commended them 
to his brolher's proiection by name." The scene which followed 
IS described by a chaplain to one of the prelates who stood 
around the dymp; King. Charles " blessed all his children, one 
by one, pulling them on to his bed ; and then the bishops 
moved him, as he was the Lord's anointed and the father of his 
country, to bless them also and all that were there present, and 
in them the general body of his subjects. Whereupon, the 
room being full, all fell down upon their knees, and he raised 
himself in bis bed and very solemnly blessed them all." The 
strange comedy was at last over. Charles died as he had lived : 
brave, witty, cynical, even in the presence of death. Tortured 
as he was with pain, he begged the bystanders to forgive him 
for being such an unconscionable time in dying. One mistress, 
the Duchess of Portsmouth, hung weeping over the bed. His 
last thought was of another mistress, Nell Gwynn. " Do not," 
he whispered to his successor, ere he sunk into a fatal stupor, 
" do not let poor Nelly starve !" 

But to return to Mr. HIrike. At Clonmell he was favorably 
received by the Osborne family and invited to take part in im- 
provised parlor theatricals and otiier entertainments given at 
" the Squire's" residence during the winter season. He thus 
became personally acquainted with the remaining Miss Osborne, 
and this acquaintance, as is often the case under such circum- 



things became so hot and uncomfortable for him in the P^merald 
Isle that it was deemed advisable to send him across the sea to 
the " Brown Bahamas." 

Thus it happened that in 1886 Downing Street made him 
Governor of the latter little satrapy. He was now well on the 
way to ofiftcial distinction, and the following year brought him 
his appointment as Governor of Newfoundland, the most ancient 
and loyal of all Britain's overseas Dominions. Here still more 
honors, emoluments and imperial favors awaited him. He 
didn't remain with us long, though — only one year: that was all 
But he left us as Sir Henry Arthur Blake, K.C.M.G. However, 
during his brief sojourn he opened the Leiiislature, entertained 
rather freely, delivered a lecture at the old Athenaum and made 
himself generally useful. 

From Newfoundland Governor Blake was translated to the 
antipodes. Whether he was too good for Australia, or not good 
enough, 1 have never been able to ascertain. But if one may 
judge from the chilling reticence with which his appointment to 
Queensland was received by the people there, and the fact that 
he resigned without entering upon the Administration, ii is only 
reasonable to infer that Sir Henry Blake vvas not regarded by 
the Queenslanders as a man capable of measuring up to tlieir 
requirements in the proconsular office. 

In i88g he vvas appointed Captain-General and Governor-in-

stances, soon ripened into something more enduring, with the 
result that they finally got married, without, it is said, even ask- 
ing the consent of papa who, naturally enough, felt very 
angry over the whole affair. Be that as it may, they thus 
secured the influence at Court of a powerful friend in the per- 
son of their newly-acquired brother in-law — the Duke of Saint 
Alban's. 

From this moment Mr. Blake's rise was rapid. Promotion 
followed promotion in quick succession. In 1876 he became a 
resident magistrate, and in 1882 received the appointment of 
special resident magistrate. While acting in this capacity he 
decided to immortalize himself in the domain of literature by 
writing a book. The late Mr. Job used to say : " Oh, that mine 
enemy would write a book ;" and a more recent authority on 
the subject — Lord Byron — reminds us that 

" ''lis pleasant, sure, to see one's name in print : 
A book's a book, although there's nothing in it." 

Be that as it may, Mi. Blake undertook to write a book, as I 
have said, and he called it " Pictures from Ireland by Terence 
McGrath." His " pictures," it seems, were too vivid and striking 
to pa.ss unnoticed, particularly those pen an ink portraits of cer- 
tain members of the clerical profession ; and in a shprt time 



Chief of Jamaica. There, it seems, he made himself quite 
popular, as I find in my record of his career that, at the request 
of the Legislature and the public bodies of the island, his term 
was extended in 1894 and again in 1S96. Then the Downing 
Street Authorities sent him to Hong Kong, where, in 1S97, he 
was created a G.C.M.G. Here family bereavement and personal 
ill-health overtook him, and, after a comparatively short admini- 
stration in that acquired corner of the Celestial Empire, he was 
compelled to retire from official life and return to England, 
where he died two or three years later, leaving behind him some 
very suggestive " footprints on the sands of time."

Our next Governor — Sir John Terence Xicolls O'Brien — 
was also an Irishman. He followed directly in the wake of 
Sir Henry Blake, and, at the very moment of his landing, 
captured and secured a prominent place in the affections of our 
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people— a place winch he held to the end of his reign, if not 
to the close of his life. " Sir Terence," as we always called 
him, had a big, fat, jovial face from which his innate good 
nature bloomed and blossomed profusely. I dined at Govern- 
ment House severed times during his administration and found 
that all who enjoyed his hospitality regarded him as an ideal 
host. In fancy I see him now in his place at table, surround- 
ed by members of both branches of the Legislature, heads of 
departments and other citizens of lij^ht and leading. That 
was in the good old days, reader, when a toast-list as long as 
your arm had to be disposed of, supplemented sometimes by 
illimitable side-issvies not on the programme. 

The speeches at such gatherings. I need hardly say, were, for 
the most part, peculiarly interesting, especially in the early 
hours of the evening; but, of course, as the night waned and 
the lights appeared to dicker, the oratory also became less 
brilliant — as "tired Nature's sweet restorer, balmy sleep," 
began to assert itself. Then, His Excellency wouldn't think 
of saying good night to his guests till three or four o'clock in 
the morning. Nowaiiays, toasts are entirely dispensed with at 
viceregal dinners, if we except that indispensable one to all 
loyal British subjects: "His Majesty the King!" which is 
still invariably dmnk with great enthusiasm, but not with the 



Sir Terence came to us in i8S8, having been created a 
K.C.M.ti. the year before, being at the same time listed as a 
retired Lieutenant-Colonel. He was botn in 1830, the eldest 
son of Major General T. O'Brien, Commander of the forces and 
Acting Governor of Ceylon. Sir Terence was twice married, 
first to Phillipa, daughter of Captain VV. Eastgate, who died in 
1867, and then to Victoria, daughter of W. Temple, and widow 
of Colonel J. W. Fane, M.P. for Oxfordshire, niece of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. He was educated at the Royal 
Military College, Sandhurst, and entered the Army without 
purchase, consequent on passing the necessary examinations at 
the R.M.C. 

He qualified in India as a surveyor and civil engineer, also in 
the languages, and became station staff officer at Darjeeling, 
subsequently assuming the ofifices of assistant engineer and 
executive engineer in the Public Woiks Department. He 
served from first to last during the Indian Mutiny, was Deputy 
Adjutant Quarter-Master General 10 a column in the field, 
received honorable mention in despatches, and the Brevet 
Major's medal. Previously he served on the N. W. frontier, 
for which he obtained the medal viith one clasp. Then he 
was appointed Military Secretary at Ceylon, Brigadier of the 
Gwalior division, Inspector-General of I'olice at tlie Mauritius,

vim that characterized its reception at the gubernatorial resi- 
dence in the last quarter of the past century. This reminds 
me of a dinner I once attended there when a most amusing 
incident occurred. The Governor rose at the psychological 
moment and, in a very dignified manner, proposed the Sover- 
eign's health — King Edward was then on the Throne. But 
before Mr. James Watson, the official preceptor, had time to 
start the National Anthem, another deeply-inspired official at 
the lower end of the table, broke in loudly with the words of 
the familiar old song, "For he is a jolly good fellow," &c. 
Reader, you should have seen the expression on His 
Excellency's usually placid countenance as the offendmg 
olTicial discovered his mistake and tried to rectify it. t never 
again saw that official at Government House I The speakers,

When the great fire occurred here in St. John's, on the Sth 
of July, 1892, Sir Terence and Lady O'Brien were in ?".ngland, 
enjoying a brief holiday. The moment they heard of the 
calamitv, they at once cancelled ail their engagements, and 
during the remainder of their stay at home devoted themselves 
to the relief of the sufferers. Judge Prowse, in his history, 
tells us that, ''by their ptr^onal influence and untiring zeal in 
the cause of the distressed, very large and generous donations 
were sent from Ei-gland, both in money, clothes and materials. 
All these Lady O'Brien, with a committee of ladies in St. 
John's, afterwards dispensed to the fire-sufiferers." Only those 
who have been concerned in such work can realize the time, 
the trouble, the worry and anxiety involved in such labors. 
Sir Terence and Lady O'Brien finally, left us in 1S95. taking 
with them into their retirement from public and official life the 
warmest and best wishes of ovir people generally ; nor will their 
many kind and generous deeds be soon forgotten ! 

" From acts like these lUitaunia's grandeur springs, 
That make.s her loved at lionie, revered abroad ; 

Princes and lords are but llie breatli of Kings, 
A generous heart's the noblest work of God."

Sir Terence (VBrien was followed by Sir Herbert Harley 
Murray, K.C.B., but not immediately, the interval between the 
two being occupied by Sir F. B. T. Carter, who acted as Admi- 
nistrator. That was a critical period in the history of our 
Island Home. We were just beginning to recover from the 
ettects of the devastating tire— two years previously— when the 
bank crash of 1894 occurred. It proved the most embarassing 
disaster in the tinancial life of the Colony. Fortunately for us, 
however, the imperial authorities were able to draw Sir Herbert 
Murray from his retirement and persuade him to become our 
ruler. Everywhere, says the chronicler of the time, the new 
Governor was cordially welcomed. Since Sir John Harvey's 
appointment (1S41) no such high offtcial in the service of the 
Empire as a Knight Commander of the Bath had been the Sov- 
ereign's representative in the Island. 

From his well-known character and his great influence with 
the Colonial Office, he at once exercised a powerful infiuence 
for good in Newfoundland. Sound finance and economical 
management, and the development of the resources of the Dom- 
inion could be depended on whilst he had control of our affairs. 
He had no ambition to gratify, no ulterior objects to serve, and 
he was too cool and clear-headed ever to become partisan. Sir 
Herbert sprang from a good stock. He was a son of the Right 
Rev. George Murray, Bishop of Rochester. Educated at Christ- 
church, O.xford, he entered the Civil Service in 1852, and be- 
came Private Secretary to Lord Derby, who was I^rime Minister 
from 1866 to 1868. In 1870 Sir Herbert "vas appointed 
Treasury Remembrancer in Ireland, where he served until 
18S2. In that year he received an appointmeut to the Board 
of Customs, of which he became Chairman in 1889. 

Five years later, in 1894 he retired on a well-earned superan- 
nuation. In the spring of 1895, as I have already observed, 
he was appointed Commissioner of Newfoundland, and the 
sam.'? year had conferred upon him the order of K C.B. Sir 
Herbert's brother-in law was the well-known Sir John 
Pakington, raised to the Peerage as Lord Hampton. He is 
best remembered by us as the stern opponent of Responsible 
Government in Newfoundland. As a matter of fact. Sir 
Herbert, himself, while here, often expressed the opinion that a 
mistake had been made in giving Newfoundland Home Rule as 
early as in 1855, and that "she and her people would be infini- 
tely better off as a Crown Colony." 

My personal acquaintance with Sir Herbert was, on the whole, 
of a very agreeable and interesting nature. There were times 
when I found him curt and irritable, but his fits of ill-humor 
never lasted very long. I liked his bluff candor ; it was a re- 
freshing change from one's trying experience with some other 
less prominent but more self-opinionated public officials. There 
was no duplicity or disposition to hedge in his frank and open 
nature. He went as straight as an arrow right to the mark 
every time. I can recall an interview I once had with him while 
I represented the District of St. Barbe in the House of As- 
sembly. The people of a certain section of my constituency 
wanted a road board, but, for some considerable time, I could 
not comply with their request, for the obvious reason that it 
was impossible to find anyone there qualified, educationally, 
to act as chairman. At length this difficulty was overcome and 
I made application, through the usual channel, for the appoint- 
ment of a board of five selected from the free and independent 
electors of the said section. 

Sir Herbert, however, refused to sanction the appointment on 
the ground that " a general election was approaching" and " I 
wanted to make political capital in my district by getting men 
appointed who would manipulate the road money for my bene- 
fit." As soon as I learnt his views on the matter, 1 called to see 
him for the purpose of explaining away the obstacle at which he 
balked. When the orderly ushered me in I found His Excel- 
lency engaged in filling his pipe — a big briar-root with an 
amber mouth-piece. When announced, he arose from his chair 
by the table, laid down his pipe, shook hands with me and pointed 
to a chair. In a word, he received me quite affably, accord- 
ing to his practical ideas of the fitness of things. That is to say, 
he resumed his seat, grunted twice, and said, " Well ?" Sir 



I-Ierbert evidently kjoked upon me as he would upon a clerics 
visitor, not that I had a clerical appearance, but because h 
imagined I wanted something he was not prepared to grant 
Let me observe here that His Excellency's opinion about clergy 
men was always rugged, at times even menacing. 

When I had explained the object of my visit, he looked m. 
squarely in the face and said: "You politicians are hard t. 
understand. Any way, I am not disposed to have public insti 
tutions and the revenues of the country used for political pur 
poses of a questionable nature. Why didn't you apply for tha 
road board before?" I informed him that I could not find : 
m^n there fit to act as chairman, no one in the settlement beinj 
able to read or write; that a considerable amount of tht 
previous year's grants remained unexpended, and that I though 
it only fair to the people interested to have their roads anc 
bridges repaired as soon as possible; assuring him that I had nf 
political object in view or axe to grind, and that, in all proba 
bility, I would not even offer myself as a candidate for any dis 
trict at the coming general election. 

Then Sir Herbert's good humor returned, and he said : " Al 
right — I'll trust you I" And. as I took my departure, he gave 
me an invitation to dine with him the followino Wednesday. 1 
accepted, of course, and spent a very pleasant evening with hin- 
as we talked about men and things in general. He evinced, i 
noticed, a great interest in gardening, and for hours together 
could be seen, almost any day, in an old soft felt hat and a suit 
of well worn coarse tweed, handling the shovel or the rake 
One day the repesentative of a leading New Vork newspaper, 
who happened to be in tiie city, vi^it^d Government House 
grounds, and seeing at work there a man who seemed to be an; 
old gardener among the flower beds, asked him when it would 
be the best chance of seeing the Governor. " Oh 1" said tht 
gardener, " After lunch, between three and five o'clock.' 
Whereupon the stranger gratefully gave his informant a dollar. 
What was his surprise when on returning in the afternoon, he 
found His Excellency the Governor — the old gardener of the 
forenoon. " Ah !" observed Sir Herbert, " you are all right. I 
have got your dollar 1" 

In spite of his abrupt manner, my impressions of Governor 
Murray were decidedly favorable. He was a man of striking 
appearance, physically, above the average height, with a certain 
stateliness of aspect, and younger looking than one would have 
expected. He must have been about sixty-five years of age. 
He had a fine head and brow, with abundant gray hair and 
flowing beard, but not exactly white; handsome eyes, 'orown 
and well opened, with a certain scruti ly or watchfulness in 
their expression — eyes which looked you searchingly in the face, 
but where you might come to see now and then a dreamy and 
far-off softness, telling of thoughts far from present surroundings 
and present companionship. The upper part of the face was 
undeniably imposing, but on the mouth sat a mocking bitter- 
ness, or — so it seemed to me — a sense of having weighed all 
things, all persons, all books, all creeds, and ail the world has 
to give, and having found everything wanting in some essential 
point; a bitterness, hardly a joylessness, but an absence of sun- 
shine in the lower part of the face. A smile without much 
geniality, with rather a mocking causticity, was sometimes seen ; 
and the facial lines were austere, self-contained and marked. 
Laughter without mirth — I would not like to say without kind- 
ness — was one of his striking characteristics. His manners 
were very courteous on the whole ; but if one possessed a timid 
nature, one need only look in his face and fear what might hap- 
pen at any moment. He died a few years after his return to 
England, and, in accordance with his last will and testament, 
his body was cremated. As Tennyson says of some one else — 

" He gave the people of liis best ; 

His worst he kept, his best he gave.

Who will not let liis ashes rest."

What dreams 
she had about his future, as she sat and crooned to him in his 
cradle, weaving the great legendary stories of her native land and 
its early saints into longings for the future holiness and use- 
fulness of her boy. " Saint Patrick," she would whisper, as she 
looked at h'm with the rapture which only mothers know, " Saint 
Patrick, little Saint Patrick". And so it came to be his house- 
hold name. 

It came, too, to be his name outside his home, in the little 
Green Bay fishing village in which he was brought up. First, 
perhaps, because he was the Minister's son, and what was ap- 
plied to him in his home as a love-name seemed quite the suitable 
thing for others to call him by. But that was not the only 
reason. There was something in the very appearance of the 
child that was extraordinarily winsome and appealing. The 
large, serious, unfathomable eyes of Irish blue, looking up at 
you with friendly confidence and interest, the glowing, rounded 
cheeks, the lovely mouth, the golden hair floating as he ran 
about bare-headed like a veritable halo around his head, all con- 
tributed to make him a prime favorite among the people. Most 
of allr maybe it was the little rippling voice of him, silvery as a 
mountain brook, with the delicate brogue that he had caught 
from his parents, and the quaint old fashioned Irish words of 
endearment and exclamation that came out constantly without a 
shade of self-consciousness. " Saint Patrick" he was to every- 
body, sometimes " Saint" alone, and sometimes "Samtie." 
And if that was so with the people generally of the little set- 



tlement, nearly all of them West Country F.nglish by birih oi 
descent, imagine what a vogue was " Saint Patrick's" among the 
few Irish people around the place. There was old Mrs. Doran 
for instance, who lived in a small cottage as she said herself, 
" at the back of beyant." close to the droke of woods where the 
slide-path came down from the hills. And there was old Mick 
Mulloy, the red-faced sailor, who was night-watchman on Wade 
& Go's, premises, who had sailed out of St. John's, " foreign,' 
all his active life. And Big Skipper John Power, the planter, 
just over the Tickle, with his strapping wife, and huge brood 
of laughing, rosy, good-natured sons and daughters. All ol 
them were fair crazy about " Saint Patrick". But it was Mrs. 
Doran that almost worshipped the little lad, so daintily, delight- 
full\, unmistakably Irish. " Sure its a saint he is, all right, God 
bless him" she would say. " 'Tis too good he is, I'm afeared ; 
an' some day the angels '11 be coniin' for hini before we knows." 
Many a day when the weather was fine, the old woman would 
come down to what she called the "Methody Parsonage," and 
beg that she might take care of him for the day ; and off the 
pair would trudge in great glee up the steep hillside to the white 
cottage where bowls of sweet milk, and gingerbread, and bulls- 
eyes gladdened the little heart, and her big son Jim was on hand 
with his slide and dogs to •' ride" him and the w hole place would 
be vocal for hours with childish chatter. Hc;re the old woman 
would tell him fairy stories, while he sat at her feet and gazed 
at her with his big blue eyes, and responded by singing her 
some of his hymns, or soine of the old sweet Irish melodies he 
had learned from his mother. Then in the early evening back 
they would trot to the Par.sonage, where, after Patrick had been 
tucked into his warm cot and was soimd asleep, Mrs. Doran and 
'the Mistress" and "his Riverence" would gather around the 
hearth in the glow of the lamp, and spend hours in talking of 
the "ould sod". The mini>ter and his wife were both from 
Sligo, and, as it happened, Mrs. Doran had been brought up 
c'o^e to that lovely town. "Ah, me dear, sure we're townies." 
she would sa)', and the talk would wax long and eloquent on the 
beauties of its surroundings, the loveliness of Hazelwood and 
Lough Gill, the splendid and lofty sweep of Benbulben, and the 
lonely grandeur of Knock-na-Riagh. Then with a wisp of the 
b.st "tay" tied in the corner of her handkerchief and a dozen 
cookies of the mistiss' own baking, in a brown paper parcel, 
away the old woman would trudge the long path to her home. 

There was something in the mother's heart, however, that 
made her shiver sometimes, when she looked at her lovely boy. 
It was not apprehension, but it was akin to it. Not that his 
health gave any cause for alarm. His sturdy body was well set 
on his sturdy legs, and the whole atmosphere of the child's be- 
ing breathed of happy healthy life. Yet there was something, 
she could not tell what, that at times would make her snatch 
him to her heart and cover his face with passionate kisses, and 
at times would send her to her knees in an outburst of tearful 
praying on his behalf and her own. Never was she so happy 
as when she had him, in early lamp-light, between her husband's 
knee and her own, while the baby sister slept in a cradle near, 
telling him sweet stories from the folk-lore of her motherland, or 
singing with him some of the old hymns or the new.

It was nearly Christmas. " Saint Patrick," now, as he would 
proudly tell you, " five years old, goin' on six," was full of a 
big Christmas Tree he was to have in the parsonage parlor. 
"You're to be devited, alanna," he confided to Mrs. Doran, 
" an' old Mick, an' Skipper John. There will be galores of 
candles all over the tree, and lashin's of cakes an' can- 
dies, an' presents for everybody devited. An' my Sunday 
School class will be there, ten of em, no less — an' lots more ' 
people I've asked. Mamma says my heart is bigger than the 
parsonage, but sure that can't be. Oh man, but we'll be havin' 
the great time entirely." So Christmas Day arrived, and the 
great time. And from the Christmas Tree in the corner of the 
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i„hi-packeLl parlor, \.\w little boy flitted to and fro witli presents 
31- [lis (guests. Kvery one had something;, everv one had it 
rom Patrick's own iiands. It was his tree, and they were his 
rieiids, and he was the hliihtest, brightest, happiest of the 
larty. "Thank you for coming," he said, cpiaintly when the 
arting came. " I told you 'twould be a great time, sure. 
lerry Christmas. Merry Christmas." 

Next morning he was flushed and feverish, and the parents 
linking only that the excitement of the previous day had been 
50 much for him, kept him in his cot. At noon there were 
lore ominous symptoms, slight delirium, slight shivering, and a 
omplaint of sore throat. There was no doctor nearer than the 
own hfteen miles away, and no telegraph in those days, but he 
/as sent for and arrived in a few hours. Diphtheria he said it 
vas, as soon as he saw the child. The awful word rang like a 
leathknell through the parents' hearts. It was before the days 
if antitoxin, and there was little could really be done except to 
.pply simple remedies, and watch events. Everybody must be 
:ept awav, though, the doctor said. The child was healthy and 
nif^ht pull through. He had seen worse cases do very well. 

And so that father and mother, far from home and kindred' 
,et themselves to wait and fight and pray for the life of their 
;hild. The baby girl was sent to the care of a neighbour ; the 
loors were shut and bolted ; inquirers were answered from the 
vlndow ; and supplies brought in in that way. And the faith- 
ul doctor came every day. In the bigge-^t bedroom, stripp-d 
)f every needless article, in his own little white cot in the 
niddle of the room, little "Saint Patrick' lay. From the first, he 
said very little but answered when spoken to, submitted to be 
troused and swabbed with hardly a murmur, and lapsed every 
Jay into a deeper stupor. The disease was not choking him, 
t was killing him more' slowly by blood-poisoning. For four 
lays and nights the parents watched and waited and prayed, 
A'hile their little son was obviously gettii'g further and further 
iway from them. 

It was just at midnight of the fifth day. The child had sunk 
nto such stupor that he had not opened his eyes or uttered a 
iound for many hours. Suddenly, as the parents watched 
Deside the bed, he stirred sliglitly, opened his big blue eyes 
Kide and looked up at them with a smile of perfect recngnitii.n. 
' Mamma — Daddy — Jesus," he whispered, and closel his eyes, 
lever again to open them on earth. Mamma, Daddy. Jesus — the 
;hree great names. Doubtless he saw tliem all beside him, for 
hey were all there. And he closed his eyes contentel 

All through the long night, the father and mother watched, as 
he death shadow drew closer and closer aMund the darhng of 
iheir hearts. With bis arm thrown around his wife and with the 
vife's head resting on her husband's shoulder, the broken hearted 
;ouple kept their terrible vigil — a vigil so a<;onizing that only 
hey who have passed through it have the slightest notion of 
vhat it means. A little after five in the morning, the last feeble 
Dreath stopped ; and the husband, after carrying his fainting wife 
to her bed, returned to bind up the falling jaw, to cut a golden 
lock from the broad forehead, and to wrap the little body in a 
carbolised sheet for early burial. At eleven o'clock, the funeral 
took place. There was'one mourner following the coffin closely, 
the father ; for the mother was now prostrate with the disease, 
herself, and the neighbours had been warned to keep at a dis- 
tance lest the infection spread. But the wife had strength to 
wave her hand in loving encouragement to her husband, through 
her window, just as the little funeral left the door.

Unveiling of the Dickinson Monument. 





THE I. ATE ETHEL G. DICKINSON. 

N the 26th of October, the second anniversary of 
her death, the public memorial to perpetuate the 
memory of the late Miss Dickinson was dedicated 
with appropriate ceremony in the presence of a 
large concourse of people. It was fitting that 
among those in attendance were many from the 
extern districts, which had contributed to the funds, 
and because many of the patients whom the de- 
voted nurse had laboured to save were not resident in St. 
John's. 

The Memorial was erected at the cost of nearly $4,000 given 
unsolicited and for the most part in .small amounts : it was 
unnecessary to seek large donations. St. John's affords few sites 
suitable for such a monument, but the Mayor and Council readily 
granted sufficient space in Cavendish Square where this monu- 
ment of grey Aberdeen granite will stand for all time to testify 
to posterity of one who met a martyr's fate, voluntarily accepting 
all the risks of such an epidemic, nor counting the cost, but 
surrendering even her sweet life to those whom she nursed. 
Ethel Dickinson had adopted the profession of education and 
incidentally had studied hygiene and clinical dietetics, and so 
had responded to the call of duty by nursing in England during 



the war. In August she came home for a well-earned rest, but 
when the epidemic began to take its tragic toll of lives she 
offered her help in the wards set apart for patients at the 
(irenfell Institute. The memorial is set up "in honour also of 
those who nursed with her in the imminent shadow of death," 
for they also forgot their own safety and remained at the 
danger-point of self-imposed duty. The medical chief to 
whom was assigned the charge of the patients tells us that of 
all his professional experiences that in the Institute wards was 
the most tragic. Nurse after nurse caujiht the infection but, save 
this one, escaped with their lives. Some of them were brought 
very near to death. Yet none of them faltered, though patient 
after patient was carried out for burial and the epidemic 
continued to spread. 

'• Peace hath its victories, no less than war," and it would be 
invidious to draw comparisons between the steady heroism of 
the nurse ser^'ing in these wards and the steadfast courage of 
the soldier fighting his country's battles in tl e field. There 
can exist no higher virtue than forgetlulness of self in the cause 
of others, for self-abnegation is the source and the essence of 
almost every other virtue ; while on the other hand the basest vice 
is usually actuated by self-preferment at others' expense. When ii 
is given to one willingly to surrender life that others may live, 
the sacrifice borders on the divine. Such was the grace of 
Ethel Dickinson's noble death, such might it have been with 
any of her fellow-nurses. She herself was faithful unto death, 
and to her had been given the crown of Life. Surely to such 
must be reserved some higher heaven, some special place in the 
Valhalla of the Immortals. It was well written shortly after her 
death "Just as a stone falling into the surface of a placid lake sends 
" wavelets in circling eddies to the furthest margins, so hearts 
" throughout the Colony throbbed in sympathy when Ethel 
" Dickinson's death was made known." 

Those whom she tended and their near kin must number 
hundreds. And so it became the common wish that to her 
memory should be set up vwnumentinn crre pcreuiiius, serving a 
double purpose and furnishing for centuries an incentive to 
those who shall live when we are forgotten to follow the 
example she set, should cause arise. In this connection it was 
gratifying to notice at the dedication a cluster of scholars from 
one or more of the city colleges. May «ach succeeding genera- 
tion take over from that which precedes it a torch lighted at this 
monument. 

At the ceremony, His Excellency the Governor and Lady 
Harris with their suite occupied a space to the west of the 
memorial, and with them were leading dignitaries of Church 
and State. The municipal authorities were also in attendance, 
with members of the Government and leaders in education. 
Full bands of the C.L.B., and C.C.C. were posted on the east 
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^icle of the S(|uare. The memorial committee were on Ills 

Kxccllency's left. The silence was broken by the mournful notes 

of Chopin's " Marche Funebre" beautifully given by the C.C.C. 

band. The chairman of the committee with suitable words 

then presented the monument to their Excellencies on behalf of 

the public for unveiling and dedication. The shaft had been 

draped with the White Knsifjn, and one of the crew of II. M.S.

Lady Harris graciously withdrew the Hag, the sailor draped it 

U the base of the monument. Then His Excellency delivered 

1 most titling address in eulogy of the dead nurse, pointing out 

he greatness of her sacrifice. He laid special stress on the fact 

hat this memorial would so long stand not only in honour of 

litliel Dickinson's memory, but as an incentive in particular to 

he young of future generations to emulate and form their 

onduct by her splendid example. He expressed their 

fecellencies' approval of the suggestion of the committee that, as 

;ach 26th of October recurs, pupils of the St. John's schools be 

isked to lay wreaths on Miss Dickinson's grave in the nearby 

:emetery and also at this monument. After His ^Excellency's 

iddress, the band of the C.L.B. rendered Handel's Dead March 

in Saul) while the spectators were visibly affected by the sad- 

less of the occasion, which, after all, was rather a decorative 

han a funeral ceremony. 

The National Anthem closed the proceedings. Many beauti- 
ul wreaths were placed on the monument, which consists of an 
)Ctagonal shaft supporting a cross — the total height being 25 
eet The base is in excellent proportion to the rest of the 
iiemorial. On the west front is the following inscription : — 



" This shaft, surmounted by the world emblem of Sacrifice, 
i.s set up by a grateful public in memory of 

Ethel Dickinson, 
volunteer nurse who in the great epidemic of 19 rS gave 
her life while tending patients at K.ing George the I'ifth 
Institute, St. John's." 

On the east side are the words above riuoted in honor of her 
fellow-nurses. 

On the north and south sides the words : — 

" Be thou faithful unto death, and I will give thee a 
crown of Life."

of smoke behind it, filling up the whole gorge of the Narrows. 
Presently it was observed that by the sides of this phantom 
ship were two wheels, which splashed and churned up the 
placid waters of the basin, leaving a great, wide, seething wake 
behind, which spread in ever-widening circles, dashing the 
waves up to Pancake and Chainrock on either side, and almost 
swamping the fishing boats, whose occupants .stood nearly 
jjaralyzed, unable to move out of the way. What could it be? 
Such was the anxious question which ran from lip to lip. Some 
of course, said it was the end of the world, a catastrophe which, 
to such minds, is the natural result of any untoward event. 
Others (liappy thought) 1 said it was some novel method of 
celebrating the gunpowder plot. This noteworthy day — Fifth 
November — was then generally celebrated with great pomp and 
splendor of bonfires by the old Enjilish seulers throughout 
Newfoundland, and is, to the present diy, in .some of the more 
remote outports. It is true that the good souls had but a 
vague idea of what it was all about and probably had never

I look Upon the Christmas Numbers of our local press as a 
sort of caskets containing the precious gems from which the 
future historian will have to string together his chaplets, and 
stud his diadems of the annals of our country. 

For a time the asperities of politics the dry statistics of 
trade, even the all-absorbing claims and recondite mysteries of 
sewage and municipal impurities, are laid aside. The hand of 
fellowship and the smile of brotherly amenity are held and 
shown forth. The mind is allowed to relax its strain upon the 
hard facts of bread and fish, and actual every day life, and to 
revel for a while in the soothing shades of the musty past, or 
the golden sunlight of poetry and romance. It is well that 
Christmas comes at least once a year, or life would indeed be 
scarcely worth the living. But I am drifting. 

On the morning of the fifth of November, 1840, an unwonted 
phenomenon appeared in the Harbor of St. John's. What 
seemed to be a ship on fire, with a great curling black cloud of 
smoke vomiting forth from the depths of her hold, was seen 
entering the Narrows; and yet. like the bush which Moses saw 
on the plains of Horeb, " it was on fire and not burned." No 
indeed, but onward it came, gracefully, swiftly, up the harbor. 
All eyes were turned upon this strange monster of the deep, and 
now it was noticed that, though it advanced steadily, no sails 
were set to catch the wine. In very sooth it advanced in the 
teeth of the wind, and left ifs \nr\g. rolling, yellow-black streamer 



heard even the name of that illustrious individual Guy Fawkes. 
It was enough for them to know that the night was to be cele- 
brated with bonfires, and every hill-top was to beam with its 
blazing beacon. In fact, so little animus or bigotry was there 
connected with these demonstrations that I h^ive known Catho- 
lic boys to take part in them with all the enthusiasm and rol- 
licking delight of a St. John's night, and 7'iirc versa. 

But no, all these surmises were wide of the mark. It was in 
reality the steamer Spitfire, H.M.S. Transport, and it was the 
first entrance of a steamer to St. John's. She had on board a 
detachment of the Royal Veterans from Halifax. That I have 
not over-rated the excitement and terror of the people \\\\\ 
appear from the testimony of an eye witness. 

Mr. J. B. Jukes, M.A., F.G.S., F.C.. P.S., &c.. the eminent 
geologist who made a survey of the interior of the Island, was a 
passenger on boad the Spiff re. In his '■ Exursions in and 
about Newfoundland," (vol 11., p. 173) he says, "And great was 
the wonder and admiration she caused among the inhabitants. 
* * * Some boats and schooners outside were so astonish- 
ed as she approached that they had scarcely presence of mind 
to get out of her way, and she had very nearly run them down." 

We need not be too ready to smile at this primitive simplicity 
of our grandfathers, when we remember that in manv parts of 
_the world at that time a steamer was an object unheard of and 
unknown. It was only some thirty years before that the first 
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jtcamboat was placed o.i ilie Hudson by Fulton, the CIcnnont, 
,|,icli was launched in uSo;. I'levious to this several unsuc- 
cssfiil efforts had been made in Europe. The steam engine 
,;ul been used on land for innnpino; and other purposes as'' far 
,;ick as 1 ^.63 ; it was invented by the Marquis of Worcester. 
„ ,(,( it was taken in hand by the celebrated Watt, in 
;i,is{,'ou, who greatly improved it. Ilis f^rst engine is still 
howii in the Hunlerian Musuem, Glasgow College. Scot- 
ind, where I saw it in 1869. It is a very primitive and 
ugracefiil looking concern, very difTerent from our present 
riple action, condensing, automatic, high-pressure-what-not 
istrunients. In 17SS William Symington succeeded in apply- 
i}r an engine to a boat, and obtained a speed of five knots, and 
le following year seven knots. In 1801 he built the Lharoktte 
)aii<ks, which was placed on the Forth and Clyde Canal, but 
le swell caused by her paddles injured the sides of the Canal 
lid she was discontinued.

But to return to Newfoundland. In the year 1841 a steamer 
called the New Glasgow arrived on a Sunday evening, in sum- 
mer time. She ran up the harbor and came-to above Mud^-e's 
place. " 

The next steamer that appeared in St. John's was the /y//« 
McAdam, of 100 horse power. She made a pleasure trip 
through Conception and Trinity bays, with a party of about 
fifty persons. A minute account of it is given, in \h& ruOlic 
Ledger of that date. She went first to Brigus, then to Harbor 
Grace and Carbineers, stopping in each place a short time for 
the purpose of gratifying the curiosity of the inhabitants. From 
Carbineers she rounded the Grates and entered the magnificent 
Harbor of Trinity. 

At that time there were only 630 steamers in all the British 
Dominions. In 1S41 an attempt was made to get up a steam 
navigation company in St. John's, but it failed. " Mr. Tobin, the 
spirited and enterprising founder of the first mail to the Island, 
in 1840, had previously furnished two sailing vessels and 
obtained a regular mail contract" (Bonnycastie, p.128). One 
of these vessels — the Sandwich — was run by our respected 
townsman, the late Richard Meagher, who afterwards was 
master of the steam packets.

The enterprising Governor, Sir John Harvey, took up the 
matter of steam communication, and entered into negotiations 
with the Lieutenant-Governor of Nova Scctia. The matter was 
not finally arranged till 1844, when the first regular steam 
packet service between St. John's and Halifax was inaugurated. 
On Monday, 2nd of April, 1844, at 8 o'clock, a.m., the first 
mail steamer arrived. She was called the North American, 
and was commanded by Captain Meagher. She made the run 
from Halifax in sixty hours. She was succeeded in that service 
bv the Unicorn, Falcon, Merlin, Osprcy, City of Ifalifax 2,nA 
Newfoundland On July 4th 1846, the Unicorn arrived with a 
large quantity of fiour, bread, pork and clothes, sent by the 
Mayor of Halifax, for the sufferers by the great fire of the 9th 
of June. On the 7th of January, 1848, the Unicorn was sent 
home to the Clyde for Repairs. On this occasion the citizens 
presenttd an address to Captaia Meagher, for his tfhcient 
services. 

The Unicorn returned in spring, arriving in St. John's on 
May 6th, in thirteen days from Liverpool. Among her passen- 
gers on that occasion was the new coadjutor Bishop of St. 
John's, the Right Rev. Dr. Mullock. 

The period of the Governorship of Sir Thomas J. Cochrane, 
was one of great material development and progress in 
Newfoundland. To that energetic Governor we owe the 
Military Road, which he had run ihro\igh the " Barrens " for 
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Vhe bcnolU nl Uii; Hoops passli,- fiom l.-,„t William to Fort 
Touiishciul; and Cuchranne Street, which superseded the 
move euphomous, thouo;h less stately Duke of York Street lie 
built the Waterford liridge Road, and he planned, thou<rh he 
did not complete the Cove Road, Topsail Road, Torbay Road 
&c. lie conceived the idea of making swift communication 
between bt. John's and Harbor Grace with Portugal Cove as a 
packet station. Shortly afterwards a regular mail service was 
established on this splendid highway, until very recently indeed 
when the all-devouring railway swept Portugal Cove out of 
existence (so to speak), with all the hallowed memories of old 
mail-coach days. 

Almost the youngest of us can recall the happy time of 
"Coughlan's Coach." It holds a venerated place in the 
memory of the present writer. How we loved the rumbling 
clumsy old vehicle, full as our youthful minds were at the time 
of the daring deeds of Dick Turpin, or the less exciting tradi- 
tions of Bianconi! How often and with what sentiments of 
admiration and awe have we watched it roll along with its heavy 
yellow wheels, all dashed with mud, and its great, bulgy, come- 
fortable looking body all painted in red and gold ; its leather 
aprons tacked with large, round, brass nails! Its "boot" and 
"well" and inside and outside seats all filled with passengers; 
their trunks and wallets packed up on top, all in true orthodox, 
Waverley-novel style, and then, when we looked up and saw the 
driver perched on his lofty seat — oh ! how we envied you. Bill 
SoMER.s. that glorious position, and how we admired the dex- 
terity with which you twirled and "cracked" your long whip 



The I.o/us, run by James Keville, is advertised in almost the 
same terms, but she has also steerage at three shillings, and 
takes letters and parcels, charged in proportion to their size I (sic). 

Again, there is the " splendid packet" /'Express, run by 
Andrew Drysdale ; she is " fitted up with a spacious cabin and 
every requisite accommodation for passengers, letters, &c., to be 
left at the agents, in St. John's— Fox & Co " 

The venerable "Commander" Doyle, poineer of the packet 
service, died rather suddenly about a year since, at Labrador. 

The arrangement continued till 1852, when these sumptuous 
schooners were superseded by steam. 

On the 6th of January, 1852, it was moved by George Tilly, 
in the Assembly, that a grant be made for steam communica- 
tion on Conception Bay. The sum of ;£^5oo was granted 
for three years, and a company formed, consisting of Messrs. 
John Munn, Thomas Ridely, Patrick Devereux, John Rourke, 
William Donnelly and others. A steamer lately built on the 
Clyde, was purchased. She was named the 7M(ly LeMarchant, 
in honor of the Governor's estimable Lady. She arrived in St. 
John's on Monday, October 4th, 1852, in twelve days, from 
Greenock. She left for Harbor Grace on Monday night. " She 
is considered," says a local paper, "altogether too large." Her 
trial trip is to take place on Monday, loth, when ■' the proprietors 
are respectfully requested to join the directors," by order of the 
Secretary, John Hayward. "On Tuesday, i ith she willleave 
Harbor Grace at 9 a.m., on her first trip, for Carbonear, 
Portugal Cove, Bri^us." 

In December, 1853 the Lady LcAfarcliaiit left St. John's for 
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over the backs of your well-managed foiir-in-haiid ; and above 
all, as the double rein hung o\'er ths leather slump of that hand- 
less left arm, how with a twitch of that maimed member you 
brought the skulkiug ofT-wheeler to his senses ! And, fin.-illy 
as we heard the horn winded in the crisp morning air, it was a 
scene to be remembered. It seems incredible that within so 
short a time a picture so romsntic could have been witnessed in 
St. John's; yet, .so it is I And well, also, we remember, when 
the warm, graceful, old coach gave way to the higher and more 
convenient, but unpoetic and rigid " wagon," with its stiff, 
straight, meeting-house-looking seals. Often have we explored 
the capacious interior, or played hide-and-seek in the innumer- 
able recesses of the dear old coach as it lay neglected and fast 
falling to decay in the old inn yard,! 

The passage across the bay in those days was done by sailing 
packets, and some of the advertisements have already an air of 
. quainlne.ss about them :

Greenock ; the next year she was replaced by the Ellen Gislwrnt; 
which was bouglit from .\ndrew Milroy, agent for the Telegraph 
Company. This service was continued uninterruptedly by 
various steamers, viz.: the. Blue Jacket, which took fire and blew 
up at Bell Isle, Sept. 8th 1S62, Dianwiul, Lizzie, Victoi-ia, L.ady 
Glover, &c., for thirty years. 

On the 22nd September, 1882, the sentence was pronounced 
by the General Post Office, dooming Portugal Cove to its primi- 
tive obscurity. The blow was dealt gently, however. The 
L.ady Glover was to take the mail from the train at Holyrood, 
on Wednesdays and Thursdays. "On Mondays, Tuesdays, Fri- 
days and Saturdays, the usual route to and from Portugal Cove" 
was to be followed. 

But here I must stop. I had intended to trace the history 
and development of our transatlantic steam service, the Galway 
Line, the Allan Line, our coastal steam — from the days of the 
old Ariel — our noble sealing steam service, our tug-boat system, 
our great freighting lines to New York, Sydney and Montreal, 
down to the latest expansion of our bay steam service; the Bait 
Protection fleet, and last — but not least — the West Newfound- 
land and Halifax Steamships Company by which (for the first 
time) the girdle of communication has been stretched round 
about the fair proportions of our noble island. But I have al- 
ready outstripped my limits and must "cool down my coppers," 
for the present, hoping at some future time to be able to pursue 
this expansive subject.

By a Contemporary who Saw Him at Work. 




iiK, follo\vinn;g;rapliic description of Bishop Fleming 
was copied from The Cross, Vol. i., No. 36, Nov. 
3rd, 1843, then issued in Halifax, N. S. It was 
first piiblislied as " an extract from a private let- 
ter," in 7'/ie F.oiidon Tablet of the same year. It 
is a valuable contribution to our local history 

which cannot fail to he lead with interest by this generation of 

Newfoundlanders : 

" Mv Dear Friknd, — There is a considerable stir in the 
building: way. The number of new houses getting up in all 
parts of the city is very great, and bespeaks a rapidly increasing 
population ; but what strikes the stranger most is the fact that 
all their public buildings (the Government House excepted) are 
at the present moment rising. The gaol and court house, with 
the Sherriff's house, all forming one large building — the Pro- 
testant Episcopalian Church — the Roman Catholic Chapel — the 
Wesleyan House — the Chamber of Commerce — not one of these

deservese the name of a public building. They are all, except 
the Roman Catholic Chapel and the Court House, buildings 
sufficiently spacious for the purposes intended, but there is a 
total absence of architectural design, and the two latter are quite 
dilapidated. They are landing: cut stone for an Episcopalian 
Catherdal ; a Scotch Kirk is roofed in and progressing fast ; the 
Benevolent Irish Society Hall has just had a handsome tower 
erected in its front and the Irish have placed in the school the 
finest set of nautical instruments I have seen anywhere. A very 
handsome, long, two story house, terminated by a very tastefully 
built tower, had just been completed as a Convent for the Sisters 
of Mercy; and a new Convent for the Nuns of the Presentation 
Order, as it is called, is going on rapidly, and promises to be an 
. elegant and most substantial building ; and the Roman Catholics 
have likewise on hand a most beautiful Cathedral which bids 
fair, from what we see done, to be not inferior to any Christian 
Church in the States, and I believe is more extensive than any 
of them. It is a cruciform building, the total length of which is 
2f)o feet, and the length of the transept 185 feet; the front is 
commanded and flanked by two towers, intended to rim to the 
height of 134 feet; and as the structure is upon the hill, nearly 
300 feet above the level of the Harbour, and its base higher 
than the top of the highest house in town, you will have an idea 
of the grandeur of the effect of the building when completed. 



JBy the way, I must not close until I give you some account 
of a very singular — perhaps, if I had not about me some leven 
of prejudice which, by the way, you know I was not remarkable 
for, I might have said extraordinary — man, to whom every one 
I have met attributes the improvement in architecture, and the 
new zeal for building churches, particularly amongst us Pro- 
testants. Bishop Fleming is the Roman Catholic Bishop, and, 
it appears when he began that everything in the way of religion 
was sufficiently neglected by all hands, and Protestant, Catholic 
and Presbyterian Churches were all in a very neglected slate. 
As to the Roman Catholics, they hardly had either priests or 
churches except here and in Conception Bay, and even these 
few, and only one dilapidated building in St. John's; but this 
Bishop Fleming, in a short time, increased the number of priests 
in the Island fully six-fold, and built some beautiful churches. 
He then looked ibout him and petitioned for a piece of ground 
from the Crown for a Cathedral ; and the piece he selected was, 
perhaps, the most valuable and extensive the Goverment had 
in their possession ; and although he met a most vigorous 
opposition, yet he was a persevering man and of great ability, 
and he never ceased to urge the Government until he succeed- 
ed ; but as he had been four or five years passing to and from 
England upon the subject. I agree with him that he must have 
paid in expense a pretty high purchase fee. 

I am not one of those who wonder at the influence of the 
priest here and almost everywhere else, however, I may regret 
it, because we in general find them virtuous, self-denying men, 
living only for their congregations and without family cares to 
take off their attention from the interests of their people. Vou 
always find them, therefore, mingling amongst the poor, and the 
miserable, and where they are able to give wholesome, moral 
instruction, and often — as they are for the most part men of 
education — they steer the uneducated through the intricate mazes 
of temporal difficulties. 

But of all priests I ever heard of, the influence of Bishop 
Fleming excels theirs. At his nod a whole population rush in 
to the forests — a distant of some twelve or thirteen miles — and 
bring ;^i,5oo worth of limbei for scaffolds for his Cathedral ; a 
word brings a second return for a Convent ; a beck and the im- 
mense foundation of his Cathedral and of his convent are exca- 
vated ; and the expression of a wish places the mercantile 
mnrine, as it were, at his command for the gratuitous convey- 
ance of stone for his buildings some 100 or 120 miles; and 
when it is landed, no matter how valuable the time of the farmer 
or the mechanic, or even the most respectable shopkeeper — the 
carts of the former are contributed, the labour of the latter in 
conveying the stone, when landed, to the building site. This 
strange influence over the public mind appears, too, to have a 
sufficient cause. 



Bishop Fleming kept four curates where his predecessors had 
but one, renewed chapel overseer that had been altogether omitted 
by those before him, spread chapels all over the Island, entirely 
neglected before, and out of his own dues built one of prettiest 
chapels I ever saw at Petty Harbor, a little town near this, and 
then the simplicity of his life is such and his charity to the poor, 
that he is very generally loved. He joins in these works like a 
labouring man, and works as hard as any labourer. I must tell 
you an anecdote that will make you laugh 1 

I had been here about two days when my curiosity was ex- 
cited to visit the Roman Catholic church building. 1 went 
alone, and found the work considerably advanced. The interior, 
or main wall, raised to, as it appeared to me, about thirty-five 
feet, the exterior over the line of windows. I fell into conversa- 
tion with the oveiseer, and found him a man very little skilled 
in his trade. I met him at my approach, and as he wore a black 
vest and trousers, a grey coat, and an extra black ship hat, all 
pretty well bedaubed with mortar. I judged at once his character. 
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and Ins reply to .menogaloiy showed 1 was vi-ht. He conduct- 
ed me around the building, within and wiihnut, and shortlv find- 
ing 1 was a I'lotestant, he took some trouble in explaininjr ail 
ihe parts of the edifice-the ambulatory, the aisles, the vesti- 
bules the sues of the altars, of the pulpit. As for my part I 
repaid his kindness and attention by giving my opinions with 'all 
the frankness of a Yankee, and fortunate enough it was that 
my opinions had been pre-disposed to be favourable from all'l 
had heard, for the overseer no sooner left the ground, leavin-r 
me alter him. than upon my asking one of the workmen his 
name 1 w.-rs thunderstruck to find that it was no less a personage 
than Dr. IMemmg himself. 

I wish some of our clergymen would ado]3t this plan of devot- 
ing their undivided attention to the improvement of the condi- 
tion ot their Hocks: but there are two things (hat will always 



forget the hard-working overseer of the Cathedral. I certainly 
could not be satisfied of his identity until I actually once more 
enquired his name, and yet 1 was pleased even though I learned 
that this equipage was only u.sed to convey him on occasions of 
ceremony to Government House, or some such thing, but 1 
could neither account for, nor excuse, his want of judgment in 
naming one of the fine animals that drew him ' Daniel 
O'Connell,' and the other, 'John O'Connell,' Ijut so it is. Byron 
says, 'non are all evil,' and I may be permitted to add, ' none 
are all great.' " 



The foregoing letter will be of special interst at the present 
time, in view of the extensive repairs being made to the Cathe- 
dral. During the past season a va.st amount of work has been 
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keep us behind the Catholic in that res]3ect ; first, the celibacy 
of the Catholic clergy, and next, the connection of our church 
with the State of England. This will always be a drag chain 
upon the advancement of Protestantism, however atiractive its 
doctrines. All 1 saw since my arrival here led me to make every 
enquiry, and I am bound in candour to admit that all the infor- 
mation I could obtain, and I scarcely had an opportunity of 
meeting any of the per.sonal friends friends of Bishop Fleming, 
was calculated to raise him in my estimation, and so prompt me 
to say to the ministers of my own creed, who should feel dis- 
posed to envy his extreme popularity, his unbounded influence — 
' Go and do thou likewise, and thou wilt obtain both.' 

I was not a little surprised to see this man so plain — I had 
almost said so shabby — in his outward man ; so unostentatious 
and simple in his mannor, air and address, a few days after- 
wards dash past me in a beautiful barouche, drawn by two ex- 
quisitely formed black horses. There was certainly a staid dig- 
nity about the equipage rather seldom to be met with in British 
colonies. The beauty of the carriage, the neat elegance of the 
harness, all corresponded so well with with the felly gloss of the 
pair of bloods, that you could not fail to see refiected in them 
a man of no ordinary taste for fashionable life, and certainly 



done on (he sacred edifice which had fallen into a very bad state 
of repair. All the stonework which was originally built of Irish 
limestone has to be renewed, and replaced with native bluestone. 
A great portion of the granite work for the towers has to be re- 
newed, and the stone is already on the ground, havin"- been im- 
ported from Quebec. Already considerable progress has been 
made on the work, the whole front of the Cathedral havino- 
been completed. 

'J'he work of restoring the Cathedral is a colos- al one, and 
will take several years to accomplish. Last year in answer to 
an appeal from Ihe Archbishop a very generous response was 
made by the congregation. 'l"he aniount contributed, although 
large, w ill be barely sufTicient to begin this gigantic task ; but 
there is no doubt that the Catholic people of St. John's will pro- 
vide the Archbishop, as the need arises, with the funds neces- 
sary to preserve this noble and venerable ecclesiastical monu- 
ment raised up by the sacrifices of their forefathers. 
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Something for Nothing — Tragedy of Socialism.

■-_l^Sf>^:*l ^'■^•^'•^ supjilies one of tlu' j^randcst ex- 
aniiilos of racial mania in the history of 
world. That history supplies many ex- 
;uni)les, at various e])ochs, of mob, mass 
M •'^^^'^'—^ and national abheration. Never before, 
liowcvcr, were the racial conditions ripe enough to favor 
^national movement like the socialization of Russia fol- 
lowing the national collapse through war. 

Socialism is called Rolshevism in Russia. This 
change in terms is made simply because the Russian 
\v(ird for a social unit, or one of a majority, is Bolshevik, 
llolshevism, or socialism, is not a modern movement. It 
is as old as Noah. There have been innumerable mani- 
acal movements of a socialistic character since the re- 
motest times. The Russian relapse simply follows the 
usual course, and is noteworthy on accovtnt of the coloss- 
al scale of the movement, which embraces the bulk of 



munist manifesto in 1847 which is the Bolshevik's con- 
stitution. This extraordinary statement contains these 
strange clauses : 

"The history of all hitherto existing society is the his- 
tory of class struggles 

"The proletarian movement is the conscious move- 
ment of the immense majority in the interest of the im- 
mense majority 

"The first ste]) in the working-class re\-olufion is the 
raising of the proletariat to the position of ruling class 
— the victory of democracy." 

All the docunient was ])hrased like this. Large words 
like communism, proletariat, or bourgeoisc, which have 
variable meanings, or no meaning at all, were used in 
conjunction with platitudes. Only mentally unbalanced 
writers could draft such a manifesto. And only mental- 
ly deficient intellects coubl read it through witli intfre^t. 
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the Slavic and other primitive Europeans classed by 
ethnologists as Al]>ines. 

Modern sixialism is a Jewish movement in ojjposi- 
tion to Christianity based ujjon the writings of a mad 
German-Jew named Karl Marx. This absurd individual 
lias been made into a hero by the mentally deformed of 
the whole world for the last seventy years. 

Marx was intended for the legal profession, but he 
was sul)jcct from infancy to wild outbreaks of mania. 
When he was preparing for college, at the age of 18, he 
I'ccanie so mad that he was compelled to be confined in a 
lunatic asylum for some months. At various periods in 
'lis life, he had to. retire to similar institutions. His 
iiiania took political and economic forms, and caused 
iiini to get involved with the German police. He escaped 
h"'>in them and ran away to London. 'J"he modern sci- 
■nce of economics was being developed in England when 
^'•'irx arrived there, and he became greatly attracted to 
'■ 'l'()gcther uith Frederick Engcls .lie issued a cmiii- 



What the authors wanted to cmney was tli.it piMgre-- 
could only exist when the lowest strata in society iurn> 
over the other classes and rules through a dictatorship. 

Marx shortly worked out this idea in a book which he 
called "Capital." It is one of the craziest works ever 
]jublished, and can on!}- be understood by minds which 
are subnormal. Normal minds find it a mass nf extra- 
ordinary trash. It is because socialism is a mad illusion 
and re(|uires a disordered brain to accept it. th.'it sane 
men are never socialists, and that S(icialism always re- 
quires for its accejjtance a disordered brain. Thai 1- 
why socialism only spreads in ct)untries where a numl>er 
of ])eoplc are degenerate and menially sub-nurmul. So- 
cialism in Latin luirope and (iermany, Bolshevism in 
Russia, and Sinn Feinism in Ireland, are all the results 
degeneration. 

Socialism, for example, teaches that civilization has re- 
sulted from a su])erior class, called capitalistic, creating 
wealth through the labor of the workt'rs who tire iitiid. 
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1'^" '"" •'" "'"y'l ■•'-^ il"' wr.-ilili ihry piTKluccd warranted. 
Therefore civilizaiiun sliould be destroyed and the work- 
ers sliould seize and divide the world's wealth. That is 
one of the basie princii)les of socialism and the first one 
which the Russians tried to put into practice. The logic 
of this is so fantastic that the whole principle appears 
to a person of normal intellect as a huge joke. Unfor- 
tunately, a large proportion of mankind is mentally un- 
sound. And the mentally deranged think in trains of 
thought similar to those in the basic principles of social- 
ism, and in the b(K)ks of Karl Marx, and the innumeral^lc 
socialistic manifestos which have been issued since his 
death. 

The German socialistic manifesto of 1891 contains the 
following : 

"The social transformation means the liberation not 
only of the proletariat but the whole human race. Only 
the working class, however, can bring it about. All other 
classes, despite their conflicting interests, maintain their 
existence on the basis of the private ownership of the 
means of production, and. therefore, have a common mo- 
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ANOr.ING AT HOLVROOn. . 

tive for supporting the princi]jles of the existing social 
order. The struggle of the working class against capi- 
talistic exploitation is necessarily a political struggle. 
The working class cannot develop its economic organiza- 
tion and wage its tcox\om\c battles without political 
rights. It cannot accomplish the transfer of the means 
of production to the community as a whole without first 
having come into i)ossession of political power. To make 
this struggle of the workers conscious and unified, to 
keep this one great object in view — this is the object of 
the socialist party." 

What a tragedy it is that millions of people ha\'e 
minds so mal-formed that they think in such a loose 
manner! Such people are quite incapable of perceiving 
that tlie above statement of policy is complete nonsense. 
It is full of illusions and logical errors. They cannot 
see that a normal civilized society is not made up of 
classes, one of which has all the wealth and exploits the 
lowest class, in order to increase its wealth at the labor- 
er's expense. Every book on socialism, and every social- 
ist speech, contains references to class struggles. The 



American International Industrial Union in 1915 issuer 
a manifesto stating: 

"The working class and the employing class have 
nothing in common. There can be no peace so long as 
hunger and want are found among the millions of work- 
ing people, and the few who make up the employing 
class have all the good things of life. P.etween these 
two classes a struggle must go on until the toilers come 
together on the political field under the banner of a dis- 
tinct revolutionary and political party governed by the 
worker's class interests, and on the industrial field un- 
der the banner of one great industrial uni(m, to take and 
h(dd all means of production and distribution, and run 
them for the benefit of the wealth-producers." 

The idea expressed here, that the ones who possess 
wealth should be turned out, so that the outs might share 
the wealth, is a constant dream of socialists in every 
country. It is one of their main lode-stars, the keenest 
frenzy of their madness. They want wealth, luxury, 
leisure without working for them. Our civilization, 
which is the result of the economic evolution of innum- 
erable ages, they believe should be suddenly tumbled 
over so that they might divide the spoils in the wreck- 
age. This is what millions of men and women in the 
world are dreaming today, and like all maniacs, they 
believe they are wise, far-seeing and mentally well-de- 
veloped. They are so crazy that it is impossible to 
change their views by showing how baseless the prin- 
ci])les of socialism are, and how nonsensical are the ar- 
guments i)ut forth in favor of socialism. 

Progress is obvious to every healthy mind. Yet so- 
cialism declares there can be no progress while the 
world is divided into classes of capitalists and workers. 
There should be communism, or no class, and no com- 
merce. They would destroy wealth, commerce, or the 
machinery of production, and the higher classes. That 
is precisely what the Russians attempted. In the Red 
Gazette, of August 31, 1918, the following proclamation 
appeared : 

"Only those men among the re]iresentatives of the 
bourgeois class who during a period of nine months suc- 
ceeded in proving their loyalty to the Soviet rule should 
be spared. All the others are our hostages, and we 
should treat them accordingly. Enough of mildness. 
The interests of the revolution necessitate physical an- 
nihilation of the bourgeoise class. It is time for us to 
start." 

The Russians were worked up to such a state of mani- 
acal mass frenzy that they did as their bloody dictators 
bid them, and slaughtered and ravished every one they 
thought superior to themselves in accomplishments, po- 
sition and wealth. 

Thus by murder and theft, the socialists hope to bridge 
the gulf which divides the production of wealth, and 
evolution of civilization through the modern organiza- 
tion of the state and industrial tuachinery, and substitute 
the bare production of sufiicient commodities on a scale 
to permit of the mere subsistence of the people throuu 
co-operative enterprises. Socialists want to destr..;. 
commerce, government, wealth and science, and all 
means for the evolution of progress so that all nn 
should become equal and have equal Avealth. Their mind- 
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, (.,-;itc like that ci tlu- crazy hoy who stole a cake and 
,j^, it and then cxiieclcd to have it. Every thought, prin- 
j.jnlo and act of a socialist is based upon some similar 
il^.liision. WIm'U wc watch them and study them we can- 
not (lilTcrcntiatc them from the active members of any 
lunatic asylum. 

There is nothing- new in this. From the earliest ages 
(here have been earnest men who have wasted their time 
md money, and exhausted their minds in endeavoring to 
nakc mankind ecjual and happy, or in trying to develop 
jtopias and panaceas for human ills. Even the Indians 
lad their devil-dancers and medicine men. So long as 
he hmiian race has existed, there have been men with 
jiain defects, just as others have had weak hearts, lungs 
md muscles. But it is only when a community, or a na- 
ion, or race, is physically weakened, or becomes de- 
generate, that, as in Russia, and Latin Europe, a large 
iroportion of the people becoine mental imbeciles and 
)rone to mass mania such as socialism or Bolshevism. 

Men who believe that progress, thorough work and 
volution should be abandoned in favor of progress 
hrough anarchy, murder and rapine, are hopeless. That 
s what the British government has been forced to see 
,hcn dealing with Russia. The Bolshevistic officials 
annot be reasoned with.. They have to be handled as 
inatics. 

Socialism develops proportionately with racial de- 
eneration. It ap])cals to the lower minds among the 
'Orking people, because it arouses primitive jealousies, 
rude conceptions of world events, and arouses all the 
nvest instincts of uncultured human beings. It only be- 
omes a source of danger when the majority of people 
re primitive or degenerate. It can never become pop- 
lar in any community where the bulk of the ])eople are 
lentally healthy and industrious. No healthy man can 
iduce himself to believe that he can better himself, or 
is economic condition, by carrying out a destructive 
ropaganda. 

It is most singular that while we have heard much 
)out socialism and bolshevism for many years, and 
ive lately seen how the great Russian empire was 
acked and destroyed by socialism over night, few nor- 
al men and women haye paid sufficient attention t6 so- 
alism so as to learn that it is a dangerous phase of 
nacy which threatens to destroy the civilization of to- 
ly, as it did in former ages, by reason of the fact that 
large proportion of the world's inhaijitants are mem- 
■rs of primitive human stocks and provide a fruitful 
'il for the propagation of this absurd economic mania. 
Civilization is developed and carried on by a few rep- 
scntative men. They are the great, forceful characters 
lio always assert themselves whenever pioneering and 
adership are called for. They comprise the great cap- 
'"s of industry and commerce, engineering and art, as 
I'll as the great inventors, philosophers and writers, 
l^merson recognized this very closely when, in his 
say on "Civilization", he wrote: 

"Civilization depends on morality. Everything good 
"lan leans on what is higher. This rule holds in small 
'"great. Thus, all our strength and success in the 
'''k of our hands depend on our borrowing the aid of 



the elements. You have seen a carpenter on a ladder 
with a broad axe chopping upward chips from a beam. 
How awdvward ! at what disadvantage he works! But see 
him on the ground, dressing his timber under him. Now, 
not his feeble muscles, but the force of gravity bring 
down the axe; that is to say, the planet itself splits his 
stick. The farmer had much ill-temper, laziness, and 
shirking to endure from his hand-sawyers, until one day 
he bethought hi mto put his saw-mill on the edge of a 
waterfall; and the river never tires of turning his 
wheel ; the river is good-natured, and never hunts an ob- 
jection. 

"We had letters to send: couriers could not go fast 
enough, nor far enough; broke their wagons, foundered 
their horses; bad roads in spring, snow-drifts in winter, 
hears in summer; could not get the horses out of a walk. 
But we found out that the air and earth were full of elec- 
tricity ; and always going our way — just the way we 
wanted to send. Would he take a message? Just as lief 
as not; had nothing else to do; would carry it in no time. 
Only one doubt occurred, one staggering objection, — he 
had no carpet-bag, no visible pockets, no hands, not so 
much as a mouth, to carry a letter. I'.ut, after much

thought and many ex])eriments, we managed to meet the 
conditions, and to fold, up the letter in such invisible 
compact form as he could carry in those invisible pockets 
of his, never wrought by needle and thread, — and it went 
like a charm. 

"I admire still more than the saw-mill the skill which 
on the sea^shore, makes the tides drive the wheels and 
grind corn, and which thus engages the assistance of the 
moon, like a hired hand, to grind, and wind, and pump, 
and saw, and split stone, and roll iron. 

"Now that is the wisdom of a man, in every instance of 
his labor, to hitch his wagon to a star, and see his chore 
done by the gods themselves. That is the way we arc 
strong, by borrowing the might of the elements. The 
forces of steam, gravity, galvanism, light, magnets, wind, 
fire, serves us day by day, and cost us nothing 

"In strictness, the vital refinements are the moral and

Moses, of the Indian Budh, in Greece, of the Seven ^\'ise 

Masters, of the acute and upright Socrates, and of the

The Premier also visited I'ldinburgh in connection 
with educational matters.

Sloic /.rii.), -in Jmlc;i, the advent of Jesus.^nd in mod- 
ivu Christendom, of the realists liuss, Savonarola, and 
Lulher, are casual facts which carry forward races to 
new convictions, and elevate the rule of life." 

Emerson's essay on 'Representative Men' takes uj) 
otiier asjiects of leadership in civilization. 

The few lead and the many follow. The world's fol- 
lies are carried by the crowd, which is subject to hysteri- 
cal and frenzied outbreaks like Sinn Feinism in Ireland 
and Bolshevism in Russia. People of normal intellect 
cannot be swept away by such criminal impulses. It is 
well-established that persons of healthy minds are unin- 
fluenced by such mad frenzies. 

The leading medical authority on mental diseases in 
Chicago, Dr. \V. J. Hickman, recently reported, as a re- 
sult of recent investigations, that parents need not be- 
come worried about the moral development of normal 
children because it is well known that a normal youth 
when he grows up will manage to get along in the world 
and will never sink to degradation, even though his par- 
ents die before they can give him an education and leave 
him practically penniless to the care of orphan asylums, 
or heavy handed gentlemen who drive him to work in his 
early ymnh. 

"To give a child a normal mental and emotional equip- 
ment is better than to leave him the best education or 
great riches without normality," declared Dr. Hickson. 

"One big popular misconcc])tion of crime is that any 
one may become a criminal," Dr. Hickson continued. 
"We s])eak as if one of us to-night might don a mask, 
arm liimself with a pistol and go out and hold up and 
rob a few gentlemen on dark streets. That is a mistaken 
idea. The normal man will not become a criminal any 
more than a feeble minded person will become an intel- 
lectual giant. His affectivity will prevent it. What 
psychologists call affectivity is called conscience by the 
laymen. The normal man's reaction to crime is one of 
repulsion. He will not desert his standards. 

"The boy or girl who shows a little wildness and 
some insubordination often worries his or her parents, 
who fear that he or she will become a criminal. But the 
boy or the girl, if normal, is safe from such a fate. 

"The boy may grow up penniless and without an edu- 
cation; he may never rise to affluence, but he will lead a 
normal, useful life. Even if misfortune strike him he 
will never fall to the depths of degradation that thesub- 
normal person does. It does not matter what his en- 
vironment may be he will make his own environment. 

"That is equally true of the subnormal. \\'hen I first 
began my work in Chicago we tried removing subnor- 
mals from their bad environments, from neighborhoods 
where conditions did not seem to be favorable to them. 
\'arious societies moved such families into clean, res- 
])ectable surroundings in good neighborhoods. But the 
families in a short while were in as bad shape as wdien 
they were in the old neighborhoods and they drifted 
back." 

It is the subnormal who follow socialism and all sim- 
ilar fetishes. They are everywhere in the majority and 
always constitute a danger to civilization. When 



worked u]) into a mob frenzy, like the Germans be for 
the war, and the Russians after defeat in war, we havi 
seen what they can do. That is the tragic aspect of soci 
alism and of those who want to secure something fo; 
nothing through pillage and murder.

^'"^^SVv iiiiu'ulute Conception, the impressive ceremony 
■^ -^^! Is of Episcopal Consecration was begun at the 
Cutbearal ot St. John tbe Baptist and was wit- 
nessed by one o£ the largest congregations of all 
creeds that ever filled the sacred edifice. The 
ceremonial, which is the greatest in the Ritual of the Church, 
was on this occasion brilliant and imposing. 

The consecrating prelate was His Grace, the Most Rev. E. P. 
Roche, Archbishop of St. John's, tlie assisting Bishops being 
Rt. ReV. Bishop Morrison, of Antigonish, and.Rt. Rev. Bishop 
March, of Harbor Grace. The Archbishop, who was also the 
celebrant at Mass was attended by Very Rev. Fr. McGrath and 
Rev. Fr. Jlaher. His Lordship Bishop March was attended by 
Rev. Fr. O'Keill and Rev. Fr. Walker, and His Lordship Bishop 
Morrison by Rev. Fr. Casey. The attendants of His Lordship 
the Bishop-Elect were: Rev. Fr. Joy, of St. George's Diocese, 
Rev. Fr. O'Flalierty arid Rev. Fr. Ryan. The- Chanters were 
Rev. Dr. Carter and Fr. Flynn, while Rev. Dr. Greene was Mas- 
ter of Ceremonies.

At 9 o'clock the procession entered the Church in the fol- 
lowing order: 

Thurifer 
Sub-deacon with Processional Cross between two Acolytes 
Assistant Master of Ceremonies 
The Clergy 
Master of Ceremonies of the Bishop-Elect 
Chaplain for Book of Gospels 
Chaplains to the Archbishop 
The Archbishop 
Chaplains to Assistant Bishops 
Bishop of Antigonish, Bishop of Hr. Grace, Bishop Elect 
Crozier and Mitre Bearers 
Three Book Bearers 
Master of Ceremonies 
Sub-Deacon of the Mass 
Deacon of the Mass — Assistant Priest 
Crozier, Mitre, Bugia and Book Bearers 
Arriving in the Sanctuary, having been vested and seated 
on his faldstool, in the middle of the altar, the Bishop of Anti- 
gonish, in his capacity as Senior Bishop, at the command of the 



Consecrator, directed the Apostolic Commission to be read, 
and as the Oath had already been Administered in the Vestry, 
the Consecrator proceede/1 with the "Examen." 

Then followed the Mass according to the prescribed ritual 
during which the Bishop-elect was vested with his Pontifical 
Vestments. After the Epistle, the Consecrator, from his 
faldstool, thus addressed the Bishop-elect: "It behoves a 
Bishop to judge, to interpret, to consecrate, to ordain, to offer 
sacrifice, to baptise, and confirm," and then, requesting the 
prayers of those present for blessing upon the Bishop-elect, the 
Litany of the Saints was chanted. 

This being concluded, the Consecrator placed the Book of 
Gospels open upon the shoulders of the Bishop-elect to signify 
that, while he is to govern others, yet he himself is to be sub- 
ject to the Law of the Gospel; here the Consecrator and As- 
sistant Bishops Imposed hands upon him saying: "Receive the 
Holy Ghost." Then followed prayers and an intimation by 
the Consecrator that while the Servants of God in ancient days 
were obliged to wear mystic garb, that the proper vesture for 
Priests is the adornment of souls, &nd that Pontifical dignity is 
set off not by gaudiness or vesture, but by excellence of soul. 

Here followed the "Veni Creator Spiritus" during which the 
head of the Bishop-elect was anointed with Holy Chrism, in 
token of his authority and dignity as Prince of the Church. His 
hands, also were anointed to show that he had received the 
power of blessing and consecrating. 

The conferring of the Crozier was attended with binding of 
the hands with a linen cloth, and the Pastoral Staff presented 
as an emblem of his charge as Shepherd of his flock, the Con- 
secrator said: "Take this Staff of the Pastoral Office, that, in 
correcting vice, thou mayest be mercifully severe, maintaining 
judgment without anger, that while encouraging virtue thou 
mayest gently soothe the souls of thy herders, nor neglect in 
thy calmness the due severity of justice." 

The Ring was then placed on the fourth finger of the right 
hand emblematic of the new Bishop's espousal to his Church. 
This was followed by removing the Cook of the Gospels from 
his shoulders, when he was enjoined to go and preach to the 
people entrusted to his care. The Kiss of Peace is given, fol- 
lowed by prayer, after which the Gospel was read, and the 
Sermon preached. 

When the sermon ended the "Credo" was intoned, and the 
Bishop-elect presented, his offering to the Consecrator being 
two lighted torches having reference to the Scripture. "Let 
your loins be girt and burning lamps in your hands"; two 
loaves of bread and two barrels of wine, symbolic of the new 
law of which the Bishop is High Priest. 

Then followed the Holy Communion, with attendant ritual, 
and afterwards the Mitre was placed upon the head of the 
newly consecrated Bishop, the Consecrator saying: 

"We set on the head of this Bishop, Thy champion, the hel- 
met of defence and of salvation, that with comely face, and 
with his head armed with the horns of either Testament, he 
may appear terrible to the gainsayers of truth, and may be- 
come their vigorous assailant, through the abundant gift of 
Thy grace, who didst make the face of Thy servant Moses to 
shine after familiar converse with Thee; and didst adorn it 
with the resplendent horns of Thy brightness and Thy Truth. 
and conimandest the Mitre to be set on the head of Aaron. Thy 
High Priest, Through Christ our Lord." 

Gloves were placed also on the new Bishop's hands after 
which he was solemnly enthroned, and the Pastoral Staff placed 
in his hands; when the "Te Deum" was sung. 

During the singing the newly consecrated Bishop proceed- 
ed around the Church, with the Assistant Bishops and oth»"- 
attendants, giving his blessing to the faithful.

At 1 o'clock the Archbishop, the newly consecrated Bishop 
and the visiting Bishops and Priests were entertained at 
luncheon at the Presentation Convent, and at 4.30 o'clock an 
entertainment was given in the Episcopal Library, under the 
distinguished patronage of His Grace the Archbishop, by the 
pupils of the City Convents.

APPLICATIONS for Passports must be made in the 
authorized form and enclosed in a cover addressed to "THE

2. The charge for a Passport is $2. 50. Passports are 
issued at the Office of the Colonial Secretary between the hours 
of 10 and 4 ON THE DAY FOLLOWING THAT ON 
WHICH THE APPLICATION FOR THE PASSPORT 
HAS BEEN REOEIVEU, except on Sundays and Public 
Holidays, when the Office is closed. Applications should, if 
possible, reach the Office before 4 p.m. on the previous day. 
If the applicant does not reside in St. John's, the Passport may 
be sent by post, and a Postal Order for $2.50 should in that 
case accompany the appli< aiion. POSTAGE STAMPS WILL 
NOT BE RECEIVED IN PAYMENT. 

3. Passports are granted — 

(i) To natural-born British subjects; 

(2) To the wives and widows of such persons; and 

(3) To persons n.Ttiiralized in the United Kingdom, in 
the Briti.'ih Colonies, or in l-.idia. 

A married woman is Heemed to be a subject of the State of 
which her husband is for the lime being a subject. 

4. Passports are granted — 

(1) In the case of natural born Biitish subjects and 
persons naturalized in Newfoundland, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the 
authorized form verified by a Declaration made by 
a member or official of any Banking Firm establish- 
ed in Newfoundland, or by any IVlayor, Magistrate, 
Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Barrister- 
at-Law Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary 
Public, resident in Newfoundlanri. The applicant's 
Certificate of Birth and other evidence may also be 
required. 

(2) In the case of children under the age of 19 years 
a separate Passport, upon productrou of a Declara- 
tion made by the child's parent or guardian, in a 
Form (B), to be obtained upon application to the 
Office of the Colonial Secretary. 

(3) In the case of persons naturalized in the United 
Kingdom or in any of the British Self-governing 
Colonies, upon production of a Recommendalion 
from the Colonial Office, or the High Commissioner 
or Agent-General in London of the Slate concerned ; 
and in the case of natives of British India, and per- 
sons naturalized therein, upon production of a 
Letter of Recommendalion from the India Office. 
Persons naturalized in any of the Crown Colonies 
must obtain a Letter of Recommendation froin the 
Colonial Office. 

5. If the applicant for a Passport be a Naturalized British 



subject, the Certificate of Naturalization must be forwarded to 
the Office of the Colonial Secretary, with the Declaration, for 
delivery to the applicant. 

Naturalized British subjects will be described as such in their 
Passports which will be issued subject to the nece.ssaay qualifi- 
cations. 

6. Passports are not available beyond two years from the 
date of issue. They may be renewed for four further periods 
of two years each, after which fresh Passports must be obtained. 
The fee for each renewel is 5i.oo 

7. A Passport cannot be issued on behalf of a person 
already abroad ; such person should apply for one to the nearest 
British Mission or Consulate. Passports must not be sent out 
of Newfoundland by post.

XIX.) and with the approval of 
the Governor-in-Council the Board of Governors of the St. John's 
Hospital, hereby give notice that Ihey have fixed and prescribed 
the following scale of fees to be levied from and paid by all per- 
sons who occupy beds or undergo treatment at the Hospital. 
The scale is to come into operation on the ist day of 
January, 1921. 

SCALE OF FEES. 

Every person receiving treatment in the General Hospital 
shall after December 31st next pay fees accordif^g to the follow- 
ing scale : — 

Persons admitted to the public -wards $1.00 per day, persons 
occupying private rooms S 10.00 per week in addition to the daily 
fee of $1.00. 

Every applicant for admission to the Hospital must bring with 
him or forward to the Superintendent of the Hospital certificate 
signed by a duly registered physician that such applicant is a 
proper subject for Hospital treatment. 

Under the provisions of the General Hospital Act 1915, all 
patients who are unable to pay fees shall be required to bring 
with them a certificate ot Iheir inability to pay, which shall be 
signed by the resident Relieving Officer, or where there is no 
no such Officer, by a Justice of the Peace, a Clergyman or other 
responsible peison.

1 — Every instrument shall be stamped on its face. 
2 — Cancellation of Stamps shall be made by person cancel- 
ling by writing name or initials, with date, accross Stamp. 

3 — Bills of exchange. Cheques, and Promissory Notes, Bills 
of Lading, Shipping Receipts, Charted Parties, and Receipts 
for Money, shall be stamped and the Stamps thereon can- 
celled : 

(i) Bills of Exchange, Cheques and Promissory Notes drawn 
in the Colony by the person signing the same. Provided 
that in the case of a Banker, the Banker to whom it is 
presented for payment may, if it is unstamped, stamp 
the same and cancel the stamp. 

(2) Bills of Exchange, Cheques and Promissory Notes drawn 

or made outside the Colony by the person into whose 
hands same shall come before the same is paid or 
negotiated. 

(3) Bills of Lading and Shipping Receipts by the shipper. 

Provided that if presented unstamped they may be 
stamped by person receiving same. 

(4) Charter Parties by the Charterer. 

(s) Receipts for sums of Money over $10.00, by the person 
signing the same. 

4 — The person on whom the obligation to stamp and cancel 
is imposed by these Rules, shall be deemed to be a person 
issuing an instrument, and if he issues such an instrument 
without its proper stamp or without properly cancelling same, 
he shall be liable to the penalties imposed by Section 23 of the 
Act 61 Victoria, Cap. 14, entitled " An Act respecting the pay 
men of certain fees and charges by stamps."

Upon the departure from the Colony of the Tourist, Angle, 
or Sportsman, he may obtain a refund of the deposit by pre 
senting the articles at the Port of Exit and having them com- 
pared with the receipt. The Examining Officer shall initial on 
the receipt the result of his examination and upon its correctness 
being ascertained the refund may be made. 

No groceries, canned goods, wines, spirits or provisions of 
any kind will be admitted free and no deposit for a refund may 
be taken upon such articles.

Notice to Owners and Masters 
of Britisli Ships !

The attention of Owners and Masters of British 
Ships is called to the 74th Section of the " Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1894." 

74. — (i) A Ship belonging to a British subject 
shall hoist the proper national colours — 

(a) on a signal being made to her by one of His 
Majesty's ships (including any vessel under the 
command of an of^cer of His Majesty's navy 
on full pay), and 

( b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

(c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship in 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred pounds. 

At time of war it is necessary for every Brit- 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal- 
led by a British Warship ; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be fired upon.

ORDER No. 3. 

Under "Street Traffic Regulation Act, 1918." 

1. Vehicles must travel on the left hand side of the street or road. Veliicles moving slowly must 

be kept as close as possible to the curb or side drain on the left, allowing more swiftly moving 
vehicles passage on the right. 

2. A vehicle turning into another street to the left, shall turn the corner at the left hand curb or 

side drain of said street. 

3. A vehicle turning into another street to the right, shall turn around the centre of the intersection of 

the two streets, and keep to the left of the street into which it turns. 

4. Police, P ire and Mail vehicles and Ambulances shall have the right of way over all other vehicles. 

5. The driver of a vehicle on the approach of any apparatus of the Fire Department shall bring his 

vehicle to a stand still as near the left hand curb or side drain as possible. 

6. Vehicles going in a westerly or easterly direction shall have the right of way over vehicles going in a 

northerly or southerly direction. 

7. Drivers of vehicles shall stop whenever required to do so by any member of the Police Force, cither 

verbally, or by a signal with the hand, and they shall obey his order and comply with any direction 
which he may give them in the interest of good order, of traffic or public security. 

8. The driver of a vehicle meeting or overtaking a street car which is stationary, for the purpose of taking 

on or discharging passengers, shall stop his vehicle at a distance of at least ten feet from the said car, 
and shall keep such vehicle at a stand still until such car is set in motion, and any passenger who 
may have alighted shall have reached a place of safety.

LETTFR POST— INLAND. 

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or opem 
addressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, which 
does not exceed an ounce in weight will be conveyed to its destination for 
three cents. This late is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST— FOREIGN. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, and the United 
States of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
vr fraction thereof, plus one cent war tax. Valuable letters may be regis- 
tered for delivery in Newfoundland for five cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of iiot 
less than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
places in Newfoundland, at a special rate of two cents per lb. ; but papers 
under four ounces are accepted free of postage withm the Colony, also. 

Newspapers to the Dominion of 



Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., must be prepaid at 
the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i lb., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or 11 cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and 11 
lbs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addiesses on the covers; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Paicels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

Captain Martin, who was most kind 
hirii before and enjoyed his hospitality when here earlier in the 
year. He immediately signalled the Admiral, and in a few 
minutes the latler's launch was at the dock, and I was on board 
the Leviiilhan, the flagship of the North American Station. It 
did not take very long to tuck into a good lunch. Nothing 
could exceed the Admiarl's kindness. I had dined with him o.i 
his ship before leav-ing St. John's on September 6th, and then 
as on all other occasions, his hospitality exceeded all I> hukN. 
He immediately sent the First Lieutenant on bonr,; 

Ailanza, Captain G, U. Marsden, to report as to my ,.l. ■) .u- 

dation. This officer was back before I was through lunch to 
report all arrangements had been made and I could go on board 
when it suited me. This was welcome news, as I was getting 
tired of trains and hotels and longed for a sniff of the salt sea, 

I spent the afternoon on board with the Admiral. When we 
had had afternoon tea we started in his motor gig for the head 
<.l Bedford Basin, intending to land there and walk back, but 
Jupiter Pluvius was not propitious, and it began to pour rain so 
we had to run back to the welcome shelter of the hospitable 
walls of the Leviathan. 

When I got back to the Hotel I found a note from Captain 
Marsden saying my rooms could be occupied at noon next day 
Accordingly next day I brought my belongings on board 

the Ailanza. , , . , 

The Ailanza is a beautiful ship, the last word in speed, 
safety and accommodation. At s p.m. I met the Cap- 
tain, who was particularly nice, and said he had arratnged 
With the Admiral that we should go together on board the 



latter's ship at 8 o'clock that evening. The Admiral had very 
hospitably arranged a dinner in my honour on his ship, includ- 
ing the Chief Justice of Nova Scotia and other dignitaries. It 
■was a swell affair and af'er dinner we sat and talked till 
10.30 and then went back to the Ailanza. This ship is called 
after a river in Portugal. Speaking from memory I think this 
river is connected with Wellington and the Peninsula Campaign. 
Met a very nice officer on board who is Navigating Ofticer 
whom, seven years ago, I first met on the Maurctania crossing 
with him from New York. He told me that two years ago the 
Atlanza hid the bottom blown out of her in Archangel. I 
learned afterwards that by his pluck and good judgment the 
ship had been saved and brought home. She had ^5,000,000 
in gold and some noted Russians on board at the time of the 
disaster, as welt as the Minister of Marine and Fisheiies. All 
hands abandoned the ship and went on the ice, but when they 
found the water was confined to four compartments the P'nglish 
crew came on board, but the Russians all went back. It was a 
submerged mine under the ice, evidently, that the bottom 
rf.ir,-i.,r..itl). 

mged going for a long tramp to-day (Saturday) 
V, iiii tne Admiral, but it again poured rain and the roads were 
soaking so I confined my walk to the covered deck of the 
Ailanza. 

Alter lunch, white I took with the officers in the mess, the 
Admiral came on board to wish me good bye and gave me the 
address of friends of his to call on when I arrived in England. 
The Captain of the Ailanza has very kindly arranged t! : 
during the passage I am to have my breakfast served in ni) 
own apartment, and afternoon \>:.\ as well, and that I shall 
lunch and dine with the officers in the mess. 

The most sumptuous apartments in this beautiful ship have 
•f;n allotted to me. I have a sitting room 14 x 14, with inlaid 
lloor beautifully carpeted, walls and ceilings done in white, 
electric lamps— eight beautiful clusters on the walls and three 
in celling, with an electric fan— luxurious couch, armchair 
and table, ornamental escritoire and bookcase with a very 
interesting selection of books, The bedroom is the same size, 
opening off the sitting room, luxuriously furnished as the other 
room, bed, carpet, electrical fittings, wash stand, marble table, 
hot and cold water and mirror and, what is rarely found either 
on a ship or in hotels, placed where one can see to shave and 
dress; wardrobe beautifully inlaid and doors which, when 
opened, discloses bevelled mirrors— three tables and chairs 
and every convenience. Off this bedroom is the bathroom, 
I- X 12, with sea and fresh water, and shower bath. 1 he ar- 
rangements are perfect. It is the No. i cabin de luxe. The ship 
was in the Spanish-American trade before the war. All the 
notices in the rooms are in English, Spanish and Portugese. 
I have a steward appointed for my own use who does nothing 
but wait on my every want, so on the whole the voyage begins 
pleasantly. 
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W'e It'ft li.ilifnx al 4.30. We are convoying nine sliips, they 
having all pvccedecl us to sea by an hour. Amongst the first to 
leave was the Corsicaii. She has some thousands of Ainerican 
troups on board, who, as Ihey left port produced with their 
bands an international medley the blendinp; of " Tipperary " and 
" Yankee Doodle." Later 1 shall obtain from the Capt.iin the 
exact number of soldiers and sailors on the convoyed ships. 
Some of the vessels have cargo. I have just, (5.30 p.m.) had 
assigned to me my place in lifeboat No. 2, starboard side, out- 
side the main contpanion. It is easy of access, just one deck 
above me, and 1 have already looked it up. I hope I may not 
be called on to use it, but acquaintance in this case with one's 
"first aid " after the blow of the submarine is important. This 
is my fifth passage across the Atlantic since January, 19 16, and 
I am getting to understand the precautions taken on board ship. 
.\.ll the soldiers on the convoyed ships showed great spirits, 
cheering from the moment we left the pier until we got into the 
open sea. Halifax has a great historic pist, and as we slowly 
steamed after the convoyed ships, leaving point after point of 
historic interest behind us, I could not but be reminded of her 
storied deeds, which make her romantic cliapter. As we 
passed the Zf7w//;(7;/ as well as H. M.S. iVw/i^ and other ships 
in port we exchanged the usual courtesies of dropping our flags. 



twelve knots. It is a bit aggravating to be on a ship easily able 
to go seventeen knots an hour and finding her speed fixed at 
twelve. At this rate, if all goes well we shall be m Liverpool 
on Monday the 15th. 

Before retiring last night I had an hour's walk with the Navi- 
gating Officer, whose father and mother are living in England 
and are both Germans. He is British born and seems all right. 
Personally I think at a lime like this no risk should be taken. 
It was Philip of Macedon, I think, who said that there was no 
fort that could not be taken with gold. My friend spoke very 
interestingly of submarines. He says a sub. h,is to fire a 
torpedo whilst under weigh, and also take her position with her 
periscope. Once she stops she either comes to the surface or 
sinks. He agrees the most effective work of the submarine is 
done in the early morning. 

Last night was dark. Although we had a moon we could 
hardly see the horizon. Later I could see the small tail lights 
which the ships kept up to avoid collision with one another. 

We have ten ships, including ours. Three carry soldiers, the 
others oil and cargo. The following are the ships : — Cedrk, 
'•335 U.S. tro ips ; Corsiotn, 1.386 U S. troops ; Elonian, 1,000 
ho --e-i ; Sitiindaii. 1,000 hos^s; Nilleiis cargo of wheat; 
Afeiag:imi, i 700 Canadian troops ; Atiraiiia, 1,960 American 
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H.M.s. "leviathan" in ST. JOHNS iivkboi;r in 1915. 



It was all very pleasant and interesting, but one felt one was 
starting on an adventure unlike anything in pre-war days. 

The steward has just come in to say all port-holes must be 
closed to exclude the li^ht, but I compromised by getting him 
to agree that when I retire and all lights are out, he will not 
mind. if I. without his being a party to it, open one of then in 
my stateroom. 

We have had a glorious sunset. The whole western sky is one 
curtain of crimson and gold. There is nothing so grand as 
"the glory of the sunset, the purple mists of evening." I have 
never seen in any lands sunsets to compare with those witnessed 
in iXewfoundland. I remember one particularly glorious sum- 
mer's evening in August on a passage from Ramea to Rencontre 
We were five miles at sea between the island and the mainland. 
The whole western sky was illuminated with the most gorgeous 
tints— orange, purple and gold, kaleidescopic in its effect, 
one passing into the other and dif^fusing in the process the \'ery 
finest tints and shades. This must have lasted for nearly three 
quarters of an hour. I shall never forget the scene or the 
experience and when I draw the draperies of my couch around 
me and lay down for my last sleep I hope the vision of that 
evening may come back. iNoihing, I fancy, could soothe one s 
weary eyes more so than such a scene. 

Sunday, October 7th.— After breakfast I went on deck and 
found the nine ships we were convoying all following in regular 
battle formation. We, of course, are limited in our speed to 
that of the slowest ship in the convoy, which at present is about 



troops in charge of Col. Kend dl ; Plumkaf, cargo of oil' 
Orangeleaf, ditto. 

Evidently the Melagamn has bad coal and is falling astern. 
Of course, we can go no faster thin she does. 

The commander is an interesting man whom I knew when he 
was at the Admiralty and who was leading witness as to whether 
the commanders of the British siiips should have allowed the 
Germnn raiders in the Pacific to escape. His ship, the Ailanza, 
had a narrow escapa in March las'. It wa'^ fired at by a sub- 
marine, the torpedo passing about twenty feet from her stern. 
Her escape was due to seeing the torpedo discharged in time. 
The ship was about half a mile from the Submarine, and im- 
mediitely fi ed at, but did not hit her. A torpedo travels a: 
about double the speed of the Ailanza or about thirty miles 
an hour. At the rate at wh'ch we aie going we >hould be at 
the rendezvous 10 meet the destroyers Sunday afternoon, three 
hundred miles west of Tory Island. Two days more should 
get us home to Liverpool. To-day we had our first wireless 
from Halifax, arriving in the morning and one in the afternoon 
from Cape Race. Nothing special, only confirmation of the 
good war news of the week. 

Twelve o'clock. — We have run two hundred and twenty-three 
miles, having left at five p.m. yesterday. We cannot hold this 
speed across, as when we come to the danger zone we shall be 
zigzagging. It is a'funny rule in relation to convoying that if 
one of our ships is attacked and actually sinking we are not 
allowed to go to her rescue, but must keep right on and look 
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after ouv selves. 

We have a stray dog that came on board at Halifax ; I hope 
he will prove our mascot. He made an early call at my state- 
room this morning. He is evidently not alone a conveyor of 
hope but of other less interesting suggestions, as he immediately 
proceeded to violently scratch himself. He is now in the land 
of plenty, and early as his call was he had evidentiv had several 
breakfasts, as he declined to be tempted by the backbone of a 
good fresh herring. 

When I went on deck and looked out over the vast expanse 
of waters, which we appear to have all to ourselves, not a sail or 
a mast in sight, save our convoyed ships, I could not help re- 
alising the significance of these nine ships with their freight of 
living souls hurrying this Sabbith morning to the destruction of 
their fellow-men. What a commentary on our civilisation I Let 
us hope we shall learn from this war to reduce at least the cause 
of war. 1 think it was the great von Moltke who said "Only 
the sword can keep the sword in its scsbbitd." 

I am experiencing a new sensation in voyajiing on this ship. 
I am the only passenger. We have a crew of officers and men 
of ab)ut four hundred, but notwithstanding this, in the middle 
of the day when I tind myself in the vast stretches of the deck 
and not a living soul in sight, where in pre-war days thousands 



I suppose it is the contemplative, subdued, mood that we gener- 
ally are in the evening that makes us appreciate the sunset 
more than the sunrise. I never could see any reseniblance. 
Both have their distinct glories. 

Our ship is painted in all sorts of colours, representing what 
is known as "camouflage." It has the effect of misleading the 
submarine. I doubt if it is of much use. Our ship — her sides, 
funnels and masts — is a sort of monster picture of the new 
school of Futurists. It is now about ten-thirty and I shall 
turn in. 

Monday, Octolier 8th. — Another fine day, very little wind, 
and that to the East. I had another long walk with the navi- 
gating officer, who tells nie of another interesting incident in 
connection with the Ailanza. She was captured in the first 
days of the war by the German IVillulm tier Grosse on the 
way to England from Monte Video. The passengers on board 
were mainly Spanish, Portugese and South Americans and the 
German pirates deemed it unwise to interfere with neutrals of 
this type and released them. He also told me of how he met 
our ships the Be/laventiire, Bcot/iic, Liu/rose, Adventure and 
o hers in Arrhanjel, and how leadily Captain Rendell, of Trinity, 
master of the Bellaveiitiire, aided him in breaking the ice 
around his sliip. in order to e lable him to put to sea. He told

passed and repassed, supped their soup at noon and their after- 
noon tea, and later drank in the beauties of the gurgrous 
Adantic sunsets, when I wilked through the deserted smoking, 
lounge and drawinjj rooms — 

" I feel like one who tieids alone some banquet hall deserted. 
Whose lights are fled, whose garlands dead, and all but he departed' . 
It is like going on board a ph ntom ship, such a ship as 
Coleridge would have revelled in, out of which he would have 
created another Albatross and Ancient Mariner ; but one quickly 
forgets these thoughts when you run up against the friendly 
officers and men or meet them in the mess. I walked with t'le 
captain from five to six: most interesting conversation. He 
agrees with me that after the war everyone will have to work. 
There will be two cla.sses, those who work and wasters or 
tramps. 

We have slowed down a knot in order to avoid losing a lag- 
gard that is now five miles behind. Another of our party, 
notwithstanding written instructions, is now leading the convoy 
in our place and has just put cut her tail light. The captain is 
fiifions and a wireless is 'being sent her. 

The day has ended in ano'her glorious sunset, but low on the 
hoii/un. I watched it until it became quite dark, but now 
nothing appears but tiie fading saffron and gold tints which 
\M'io bom of the glory of the amber and gold of the setting sun. 



me he knew Rendell's brother, who was master of a mine- 
swer per, and in that capacity did splendid work. 

We have with us two small oil ships. They appear to be an 
excellent type of the ship needed for convoys. The ship I am in 
is too large a target, over and under water and too ungainly in 
heavy weather, when prevented from steaming at the fastest 
rate. These small tankers have been built since the war, and 
do excellent work. Their speed is about sixteen knots, and 
their tonnage about four thousand. They can easily remam at 
.sea three months if necessary; they cany a gun which would 
cover a range of fi teen thousand yards, or nearly five miles. 
By a remark the captain made at lunch I gather we are only 
convoying these sh'ps to protect them from raiders, and although 
we would assist under certain circumstances to protect them 
from submarines that was not our immediate purpose. 

We have done fairly well to-day, making two hundred and 
seventy miles. At this rate we should be in Liverpool Tuesday 
night. Played bridge with the Doctor, Chief Engineer and 
Purser until eleven p.m. and then turned in. 

Tuesday, October Qlh. — Another fine day. Wind east, 
temperature a little higher. The Chief Engineer has made my 
quarters quite comfortable by giving me an electric heater 
which moves as desired from sitting room to bedroom. I have 
been reading the books on Spain and Germany, two countries I 
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;ould wish very much to visit if I had only the time, to study 
lieir peoples. We passed a schooner at noon, no doubt bound 
or Newfoundland, having left her valuable cargo at Spain or 
'ortugal. Her white sails were pleasing to see on an ocean 
hat rarely gives one any message save that of war, and she in 
ler turn must have been cheered by the sight of the convoyed 
,hips, so eloquently proclaiming that Britain still rules the 
vaves. 

It is amusing to read the signs all over the ship, which in 
)re-\var days served to guide those passengers which it carried 
rom the land of Cervantes and the orange groves of Lusitania. 
3ver the smoking-room is the following "First Class Smoking 
Room — Salon de Fuma de Premeira Classe." 

Stoner, the navigating officer, is of German parentage, but a 
jroven Britisher; I like him very much. He is our Comman- 
Jer. We have on this ship, thirty-nine engineers and one hun- 
dred stokers and about tifly officers in all. 

We made a good day's run to-day, two hundred and seventy- 
jit'ht miles, making seven hundred and seventy-six since we 
lelt, or sixteen hundred and twenty-four miles from Liverpool. 
At five-thirty p.m. I learned from the Captain that owing to the 
favourable weather and the speed we have been able to main- 
tain, he allows we should be at the rendezvous where we meet 



ed time. 

The Corsicaii has signalled that one of the privates on board 
has died and would be buried at sea at the hour of four today. 
Poor lad, what a sad ending for one with pluck and spirit. I 
cannot help feeling for the mother and relatives. What a mis- 
fortune th^l their present unconsciousness of trouble cannot 
continue, that the sad hour of breaking (he news and all the 
harrowing details which follow in the wake of death must come 
to them. 

I had an interesting deliale at lunrh. I contended that no 
law or no doctor had a right to lake the child's life to save 
the mother, or to take life to put paiients out of pain, even 
when death was certain, and that this principle was not 
based merely on the danger of entrusting so serious a m;itler as 
life and death to the discretion of doctors and nurses, but 
rather on the canons of moral theology. I found myself 
alone; all agreed they would, if desired, unmistake^bly take 
the life of a man on the battlefield who was a mangled mass of 
injuries and bruises and who could not at the furthest hope to 
live tor more than an hour, or equaUy so of the ordinary person 
whose hours aie measured and who is in great pain and agony 
and whose de^th is certain. 

Four o'clock. — I have just rome from the upper bridge after 
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the destroyers which accompany us to Liverpool, on Sunday at 
five a.m. instead of five p.m. and accordingly we have slowed 
down to eleven knots. This is too bad, and means probably 
that it will be Wednesday before there is a prospect of seeing 
Liverpool. 

I was telling the Captain of my last visit to the King at 
Windsor, and of their being no spirits or wine of any kmd at 
the table, the King having made a resolution that no spirits 
should be served at any of his homes until the expiration of the 
war. I told him the story how on one occasion the King had 
entertained the Italian Ambassador and other notables at a 
time when London ^vas visited by Zeppelins. "If," said the 
King during dinner, " a Zeppelin should happen to come over 
London to-night I shall have to put you all down in the cellar. 
"Whynot now?" wittily replied the Italian Ambassador. I 
suppose the present conquest of air and sea will necessitate 
guarding against these pests in future. It may be we shall see 
hotels built under ground, and able to advertise as having 
special catacombs for guests in the event of raids. If the aero- 
plane does come to stay, then all railway stations, hotels, 
magazines, &c. will have to be underground. 

Wednesday, October lotb.-Fine day. Short run owing to 
our having slowed down to reach our rendezvous at the appoint- 



witnessing the burial at sea on the Corsicaii, now near on our 
port bow. Precisely at a quarter to four the Union Jack was 
hoisted half-mast. All the other ships did likewise. Then the 
service was read, which with a glass I could plainly observe, 
the last gun was fired and the body committed to the deep. 
Certainly a most impressive scene, which I shall not quickly 
forget. The body committed to the deep was that of a lad, we 
were told. He had heard the call of duty and joyously respond- 
ed as youth only can. He was going to fnreigu lands to fight, 
but he was going to fight for England. He was going " home," 
he would be amongst his kith and kin. He was of the bull- 
doi^ breed who had colonised the ne^' lands overseas. Now 
the Mother was attacked her offspring was going to her aid. 
In view of the short passage, as in the present instance where 
we are due in Liverpool on Tuesday, it would not seem out of 
place to coffin the body and lay it in English soil ; not that it 
would mean much to the boy who gave his life for England, 
but it would be some consolation to the broken hearts at home. 
After all, though he was a private he was somebody's joy and 
promise. We are an Empire held together by sentiment, and 
yet in many of our methods we often outrage many of the 
emotions that influence our humanity. Still it would be difin- 
cult to choose a more sublime burying-place, for surely this 
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is "(lod's Acre "■ out on ,the broad Atlantic where the roar of 
the S( a will forever chant his requiem. We were all sensibly 
iiltecttd as we gazed out over the vast expanse of waters where 
the rays of tlie setting sun made a pnthway of K'o''y ''l^e a road 
to a better land in the direction of Western Canada, the home 
from where the youuij warrior had come, and then away to the 
South from where the evening breeze was blowing, one could 
almost fancy the air perfumed by its journey over the spices and 
fragrant Howers of those lands where the great boiling and 
seething current of the Atlantic takes its rise. Although mid- 
October it might have been a summer's evening such as one 
experienctfs only in the fruitful harvest month of July. The 
sea was still confused and running high, but this fuither lent 
to the grandeur of the view. Gazing on the panorama spread 
out before us one was apt to forget we lived in a world of sin 
and sorrow, but the thousands of bareheaded troops, sailors 
and soldiers, and the camouflaged ships around us our mourn- 
ing garb proclaimed another story. I could not help wondering 
why it was we could feel and act as we did towards each other, 
why we have no good 'will, why there was no peace on earth 
if the spirit of the scene before me was real and nnt artificial. 
I shall never forget that burial at sea — the solemn surroundings 
the service, the thousands of mourners all hurrying on to the 



I was the guest of the junior officer's mess at dinner to-night. 
A very nice young fellow named Dundas called and introduced 
himself Of course, I gladly accepted. I had a most interest- 
ing time. About twenty-five dined. There was only one 
toast, my health, to which 1 responded. After dinner played 
Bridge until ten-thirty with the Doctor, Chief Marconi Officer 
and First Engineer. 

Thursday, October i ith. — Raining and foggy. Can see the 
ships. They are all within a quarter of a mile of us. Beyond 
this it is difficult to see. Wind southwest. Only going about 
eleven knots. The commander tells me the apartments now 
occupied by me were prepared by him for Lord Kitchener, had he 
arrived in Russia in the Hixmphsire, whither he was bound on 
that fateful journey when his ship was lost. The Hampshire 
was to be coaled there, and in the primitive way in vogue it 
would have taken some time. Accordingly for the week or so 
while coaling Kitchener was to be on board the Ailaiiza. He 
also said that one of the crew saved from the Hampshire by 
driving on shore on a raft was now on the Ailanza. His 
name was Rogerson. The commander had many talks^ with 
him as to the rumours about Kitchener's escape, but on this he 
could throw ao light. The commander thinks she ran' on a 
reef and was broken in two and that there was no explosion. 
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f real conflict and yet at the moment of this burial service dis- 
playing an a.nount of feeling and sentiment creditable to them 
and in harmonv with our sublime surrounding. The scene was 
certainly a grand one, and if not buried by angels, as Moses 
was, this Canadian boy found as sublime a resting place in the 
solitude of the North Atlantic.

Here we must leave him till that day when the sea will give up 

its dead. 

A ship in war-time is a democratic institution. In our crew 
we have an Oxford student, only one more exam for his final, 
an Edinburgh M.A., a broker from the London Stock Exchange, 
a gentleman who ran a successful public-house in pre-war 
days and a Harley Street doctor, all volunteers who, tc, use a 
much worn hackneyed phrase are now 'doing their bit Ihe 
•ship is topsy turvy. The smoking room with all its elaborate 
fittings is used as a gunnery instruction office, and "e^t door, 
what in peace served as a nursery, the walls of which still dis- 
play the most elaborate creations of Buster Brown artis_ts, is now 
the carpenter's shop. Sic transit gloria mundi. The dust ot an 
Alexander may be found filling a bunghole. 



Rogerson says the last he saw of Kitchener was he and his 
stilT going on the bridge. The whole rumour about 
Kitchener's escaping and. being taken by the Germans is per- 
fect nonsense. He started at the time in a living gale of wind. 

The wind is now rising, beginning to increase at three-thirty. 
We have now a fairly confused sea, but as it follows us we still 
remain fairly steady. 

Friday, October 12th.— The wind has veered to the east and 
is blowing a gale and we have had to heave to. This is my first 
experience in the Atlantic hove to in a liner. We have lost 
sight of five of our convoy. One has lost all her boats from one 
side, carried away by a heavy sea. Another with horses reports 
considerable damage to these animals. We have now been hove 
to four hours, which means we shall not reach our rendezvous 
on Sunday night and will not get to Liverpool before Wednes- 
day, perhaps Thursday. 

One proof of how thoroughly the Germans are fighting this war, 
nothwithstanding they must know it is all up with them, is that 
they keep shouting to sustain their courage. For instance we 
have intercepted a wireless they are sending out all over tht 
world, a short essay or argument justifying their coming into 
the war and that it was not brought about by them. 

Saturday, October 13th.— Gale of northeast wind still on. 
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our ships in sight except tlie Plumkaf. We have been 
,ble to pet her hy wireless. We have a very rough sea, and 
ships are burying themselves in it, although we have slowed 
vn to ten knots. This means we cannot get to the rendez- 
,s before Monday, or it may be a day later. The captain 
s we go in by the north passage of Tory Island. We are 
t one week at sea, the longest I have ever experienced. 

Sunday, October 14th. — This is our second Sunday at sea, 
;ather all that could be desired, but a grey, sad sea, dreary 

hout relief. Our news is not good. We have been advised 
it the ubiquitous U-boat is doing effective execution in this 
nieward pathway. This should not be so, as we have had 
d weather, long nights and rough seas. We have not seen 
r missing, ship as yet, only eight in sight the last three days. 
le captain thinks we shall meet her at the rendezvous and that 

Friday's storm and fog she may have passed us. To add to 
r trouble we have a wireless message saying the destroyers 
nnot come out to meet us ow'ng to the heavy sea running, and 
; are not to wait for them or expect them at the rendezvous as 
reed, but proceed until we meet them. 

I am much interested in a gunner here, who took the place of 
jgerson, of the ill fated Hanif'shire. He tells me that 
:gerson was emphatic that Kitchener or no one of his partn- 
er left the ship, but went down in her. Further that it was 
t a torpedo, but an explosion forward, blowing the ship ir)to 
pieces. Rogerson ran to the upper deck when the explo- 
m occurred, and passed Kitchener, who was standing at the 
3t of the bridge with his staff, the captain and olher officers. 

Monday. October 15th. — Up this morning at six a.m. Went 
the bridge at six-fifteen to watch the putting out of the pari- 
ane a word not yet made public by the navy, but referred to 
" P.P.". It is an ingenious device attached to the bow of the 
ip and extending out under the water on each side for the 
irpose of cutting the wire of floating mines. It is claimed 
ey have been successful. The morning was too rough to 
tempt putting them out, so it was postponed until ten-thirty, 
hen they have been successfully set. The morning is clear, 
th, a bracing wind on the port bow. It is not clear daylight 
nil about six-thirty, as the sun does not rise until about six 
clock. 

Our missing ship, the Plumkaf. hove in sight, and we are 
)w a united family once more, experiencing much the same 
flights as the relatives of the much discussed gentleman gen- 
ally known as the prodigal son. 

We hope to meet our friendly destroyers at four p.m. and 
lall have them with us to Liverpool, where the captain thinks 
e may arrive in time to get the train up to London. We have, 
ovvever, disquieting news from the Alsatian which reports sub- 
larines at work in the neighbourhood of the Hebrides. 
It was only this morning, as I looked out over the sei and 
iw these nine ships, as well as our own, that I realized what a 
ag it would be for a raider. None of us are armed to hit a mark 
ve miles ofT. Our guns are ob.solete, and have been taken from 
le scrap-heap. A raider would have only to halt on his mission 
f distruciion — say five miles froni us — and sink every ship, 
'lie same is true of a submarine. One good sub lying in our 
ay might, any night or early morning, without the smallest 
hance of our seeing her, rise to the surface and discharge with 
nerring aim her deadly missile. 

The situation is now becoming interesting, as we are entering 
ie danger zone. We had an official rehearsal to-day in order 
) become famili-ir with the procedure. My lifeboat is No. 2, 
larboard side, outside main companion, and one deck above my 
tateroom. Later on I took a look down from the hurricane 
eck, where I usually take my exercise. There was a sailor in 
er, as indeed there was in all the boats, making a final exami- 
ation as to whether all the naval requirements as to water, 
ars, rudder, rowlocks, &c., were complied with. I could not 
elp being reminded of the comparison between her and the in- 
abitant of the condemned cell, who, whilst he hears the sound 
fsaw and hammer outside and the other indications of the 
wrow's ceremony, nevertheless hopes the expected reprieve 
I'ill arrive Thanks to the supremacy of Britain on the sea, we 



are certain in our case that the reprieve — the good destroyers — 
will arrive. 

This is my fifth entrance into the danger zone since the decla- 
ration of war, my fifth trip across the Atlantic since 1914. I 
confess it is not a case where familiarity breeds contempt. 

The destroyers, eight in number, have just arrived (4 45)> 
and like the Assyrian of old they came down like wolves on the 
fold, rushing at a speed of thirty miles an hour and, to change 
the metaphor, quickly rounded us up, circling around their 
charge like a well-trained collie around his flock, urging the lag- 
ging ones and bringing all into the fold of British naval protec- 
tion. It was a most interesting sight, one not quickly to be 
forgotton. As they approached us hoist after hoist of flags 
leaped from the lockers and sped skywards, and the bridge be- 
came a whirl of bunting. Our electric war signals were being 
flashed at a great rate, and the signalling by flags between the 
ships took considerable time. Now we are all, eighteen in num- 
ber, steering for Albion, and if all goes well, should see the land, 
the Irish coast, before dark. 

Tuesday, October i6th. — No sign of land up to eleven-thirty, 
so we go down to lunch. 

The captain holds a court every day for what is called de- 
faulters, or petty offences. We have three cells on the ship. 

This is a gloriously fine day. The destroyers are circling 
like gulls around us. All nine ships are abreast of each other 
and we are leading, and the eight destroyers continually 
wheeling. 

The study of life on board ship is most interesting, and I 
have devoted the whole passage to this most interesting occupa- 
tion. Some day I may be able to turn it into Copy. 

We have had reports of two subs, right in our track. For- 
tunately so far we have escaped, D.V. 

At eleven-forty-five made the land north of Scotland. We 
are now (2 30) still in sight of it, three hundred and twenty 
miles from Liverpool. We shall not get to Liverpool much 
before seven o'clock tomorrow, Wednesday, night, too late, I am 
afraid for a train up to London. 

I have discovered a curious obsession, if I may term it such, 
of a man on board who says day when he means night, north 
when he means south and so on. In all other matters he is 
quite normal. I believe it is a well known disease. 

Witnessed a fine display of porpoise this afternoon from the 
top of the bridge. Can see them swim quite plainly ttn feet 
below the surface, then rise and jump five feet out of the water 
and ten feet along the surface. They must rise to breathe 
otherwise what is the meaning of this expenditure of energy ? 
It must be enormous in order to keep up this jump for miles. 
I wonder what happens when they get tired or when they sleep, 
or is this jumping merely to lay in oxygen for t«enty-four hours ? 
When I see them swimming I cannot help noticing the resem 
blance to the U-boats. 

Wednesday, October 17th. — Arrived at Liverpool to-night, but 
too late to land, and so we anchored in the river. Had a fare- 
well dinner with my good friends on board, all relaxing and re- 
joicing over our safe arrival, and now our troubles are at end: 
so we register the hope and the prayer that the same lot may 
attend those who have to come over the same course, until this 
cruel war is ended. 

Thursday, October i8th. — Left Liverpool this morning by 
early train and reached Paddington at one-ihirty, where I was 
glad, when the train steamed into the station, to find my wife 
and other friends awaiting my arrival.

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The Elephant Seal and Its Oil Possibilities. 

By Dr. Arthur Selwyn-Brown. 




I HE scarcity of fatty oils is so great that any new 

source would be an economic benefit to the 

world. The elephant seal is one of the most 

_ ""PO'tant from the oil viewpoint of all the car- 

(g^^^;^ nivorous animals. It is the largest of all the 

seals, and has been named on account of its size 

and remarkab'e snout. 

Before sealing became an important marine industry the 
elephant sail was plentiful along the Pacific slope between 
C^pe San Lazaro and Point Reyes, near San Francisco. Old 
navigators reported its presence at Kerguelen. St. Paul, Tristan- 
da-Cunha, the Falklands. Tierra del Fuego, South Georgia, the 
South Shetlands, Juan Fernandez and the islands south of New 
Zealand. It has disappeared from some of these places, and is 
now found chiefly at Kerguelen Island. 

It was believed to he extinct on the Pacific coast in recent 
years, but Dr. Charles H. Townsend, Director of the New York 
Aqii.irium, rediscovered it in Lower California in 1911. Dr. 
Townsend is one of our best authorities on the seal fisheries 
and what follows is largely taken from his monograph on the 



were probably not more than fifteen adult females present, and 
only six of these were accompanied by newly born young. The 
mdicalions were, therefore, th-at the breeding sea.son was just 
commencing, and that other adult females might arrive later. 

The three males which we killed were the largest in sight, 
and were found to average just sixteen feet in length, with an 
average girth of eleven feet. 'I'he largest specimen of the 
northern elephant seal recorded as actually measured was 
twenty-two feet long from tip to tip and yielded 210 gallons of 
oil. Some of the females with young pups appeared to be 
slightly longer, but we did not attempt to measure them. There 
were numerous immature males, about the size of the adult 
feiiiale, and many animals of intermediate sizes between these 
and the newly born pups. Animals of the yearling size were dis- 
tinctly more numerous than those of any other size. The 
newly born pups were quite distinguishable in color from the 
yearlings, being dusky black. They were about a week old. 
The color of the adults is yellowish brown, the younger 
animals being grayish brown. The largest male elephant seal 
obtained by Harris, in 1907, was sixteen feet, eight inches in 
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Northern Elephant Seal. This work deals with the investiga- 
tions of the seal made by the U. S. Albatross expedition to 
Lower California. 

Elephant Beach, where the seals were found, is located under 
high and impassable cliffs, and is flanked by cliffs which extend 
into the sea, making the top of the island altogether inaccessible 
from this point. lis northern end is well marked by heavy 
rock slides. The beach is accessible from the sea only, and is 
usually further protected by a heavy surf. It is not more than 
three or four hundred yards in length by thirty in width, the 
greater part of it is sandy, the inner margin being lined with 
talus from the cliffs. 

The seals had little fear of man, and the few animals which 
left the beach would probably not have done so had they not 
i^'en di.'-tuibed by sailors walking among them. While the 
l.irge specimens were being skinned and skeletonized, sonie of 
ll'e animals slept undisturbed, within thirty feet of where the 
iiKMi were working. I succeeded in obtaining about fifty good 
|)h()tograplis showing the general character of the rookery, and 
tin- iMiiiudos of the animals. The herd consisted chiefly of 
'•'i|;c males and immature animals of various sizes. ■ There 



length, and bar! a girt of eleven feet, eight inches. The pro- 
boscis was eighteen inches long, measured from its tip to the 
eye. The largest female obtained was eleven feet, five inches 
long, with a girth of six feet, five inches. 

Tlie skin of the adult male is exceedingly heavy, being nearly 
an inch thick about the fore part of the neck. Our knives 
dulled so rapidly in skinning that it was found necessary to 
have a grindstone sent ashore and keep two men busy at the 
task of sharpening The carcasses were so heavy that it 
required all the strength of half a dozen men to turn them over 
with the aid of a rope and handholes cut in the skins. \\'e 
found the blubber to be about four inches thick in some places.

Nothing has been found in the stomach of the elephant seal 
that would serve to indicate the nature of its food ; in fact we 
never found anything but a handful of sand. Our captive 
elephant seals refused to eat fresh fish during the two days 
\'03 age to San Diego, and took no food for more than a week 
after their journey o\erland. In the New York .Aquarium they 
subsisted entirely on fresh fish cat into moderate-sized pieces, 
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but greatly preferred it alive. Live crabs, and bits of seaweed, 
placed in their pool always remained untouched. 

They doubtless feed on live squid, like the fur seal, but re- 
fusd the dead squid we took pains to procure for them. Peron 
found cuttlefish beaks, and Fucus, in the Ant-arctic elephant 
seal's stomach. Lambert says, "their food is chiefly kelp, but 
1 have found squid in their stomach." Harris found "tiny 
sardines, not more than two inches long" ip the stomachs of 
some of the elephant seals taken at Guadalupe Island ; such 
fishes being abundant at the mouths of the sea caves nearby. 
Cleveland describes the food of the southern species as con- 
sisting of " cultletish and Mollusks." 

The heavy claws of the fore flippers may be useful to the 
animal in procuring mollusks from the sandy bottom. 

YOUNG. 

The yearling elephant seal is somewhat heavier and longer 
than the nursing pup, and is proportionately more slim, brownish 
gray in color and has longer whiskers. The nursing pup is 
black, and its length is about four feet. It is so remarkably fat 
as to be practically unable to move, while the yearling is quite 
active. None of the six yearlings brought to the New York 
Aquarium exceeded five feet in length. Their weights varied 



to i860, or possibly 1865, having nearly exterminated it, there 
followed a period of comparative immunity during which its 
numbers slowly increased. Again subjected to persistent 
slaughter from 1880 to 1884, it disappeared for a time and was 
not seen until rediscovered at Guadalupe Island in 1892. Since 
then thirty-five elephant seals have been killed at Guadalupe for 
museum purposes. Had that island be visited by seal oil hunt- 
ers, the elephant seal would probably not be. in existence 
to-day. 

DISTINCTNESS OF THE NORTHERN SPECIES. 

The specific distinctness ot the northern elephant seal is well 
shown in the photographs of skulls of M. angustirostris and M. 
Ifleninus in the American Museum of Natural History, New 
York. The skulls are those of adult males and both exceed 
twenty-two iuches in extreme length, a>!gusfiro5t>h being longer, 
while koninus has the greater zygomatic width. 

In the northern species the zygomatic arch is heavier through- 
out than in the southern species. In the former the jugal at its 
narrowest point has nearly twice the height of that of the latter, 
while its extreme length is considerably less. Its upper pos- 
terior branch is higher and the inferior branch shorter than in 
the southern species. Its union with both m.ixillary and squa- 
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from 167 pounds to 301 pounds, the males being heavier than 
females. 

The nuTsing female was usually accompanied by a yearling 
as well as a young pup. Doubtless the presence of the yearling 
with the adult female accounts for the conflicting statements of 
sealers about the breeding season. Judging from the conditions 
that we observed at (Juadalupe Island, the breeding season be- 
gins just before the first of March. 

The yearling frequently emits a sound not unlike the scream 
of the peacock. On first landing we were unable to account for 
these singular noises and ascribed theni to sea-gulls, but soon 
discovered their true source. This call ox scream is most fre- 
quently heard when the yearling is disturbed ox trampled on by 
larger animals. 

The taking of the live yearlings was a simple matter. Some 
heavy pieces of netting were thrown over the animals into which 
they were tightly rolled, so that the sailors could handle them 
without fear of being bitten or of their climbing out of the boats. 
On board ship they were for a time given ihe freedom of the 
decks, but later were kept in a pen. They showed no incli- 
nation to bite, either while on the ship or when they were re- 
ceived at the New York Aquarium. 

CONTINUED EXISTENCE. 

The northern elephant seal has persisted as a race under the 
most adverse conditions. Its pursuit for oil as carried on prior 



mosal is decidely less oblique and its upper portion is more 
strongly curved inward. 

The frontal portion of the skull is much higher and narrower 
than in M. kotiinus. The lower jaw is higher and its angle 
greater. Other aspects of the skulls show strongly marked dif- 
ferences, which appear also in the four other skulls examined. 

PROTECTION. 

The northern elephant seal now breeds only on Guadalupe 
Island. Its numbers are slowly increasing and it is to be hoped 
that it will not be molested by seal oil hunters. The principal 
source of danger to this herd lies in the fact that its existence 
is now known in California where small-scale hunting enter- 
prises to Lower California are sometimes oranized. 

The Island is not inhabited and the Mexican government has 
not heretofore been interested in the protection of its animal 
life. It lies 140 miles off shore in latitude 29° 10' N., and 
longitude 118° 18' W., is twenty-one miles long and has an 
elevator near its northern end of 4,523 feet. 

The elephant seal could supply, not only immense quantilies 
of valuable fats and oils, but good meat and leather. Before it 
becomes extinct, it should be preserved in the same way that 
the Pribilof Island fur seals have been saved from extinction. 
Steps in this direction should be immediately taken.

\ HAT'S I^ A NAME? 

I wish to inform my readers at the very outset 
that this is an historical article, not political. My 
purpose is simply to relate the facts, leaving the 
judgment upon them to' others. Men with dif- 
ferent principles will naturally censure or praise 
in different ways and for difTerent reasons. Some will admire 
what others blame. But it is possible for honest men to 
agree about facts before they proceed to judge. 

It would not be necessary to sketch the history of this party 
if our Fnglish " histories" were not full of what I must call 
systematic representation in favor of its leaders and its policies, 
according to the practice of many English men of letters as 
well as politicians to praise that in foreigners, especially in 
Americans, which they censure in their own countrymen. A 
few years ago, an English liberal statesman a decendent of one 
of the Whigs which took the part of the American Secession, 
proposed that a statue of Washington should be erected in 



childlike simplicity : " During all the Revolutionary War 
Adams declared that he would have given everthing to restore 
things as they were before, with security." Lord Acton's 
principle was that we should always believe the camouflage of 
the antagonists of our country. Another of the same kind of 
American Imperialists was Sam. Adams, of whom Bancroft, 
citing his private correspondence tells us that the first wish of 
his heart was " the entire separation of the Colonies" from the 
Mother Country, and "the erection of a mighty empire ;" no 
man in Massachusetts had arrived so early as he at a total 
denial of the authority of the British Parliament ; for nine 
years (before the Stamp Act) he had been seeking an oppor- 
tunity of promulgating, that denial as the opinion of the 
Colonial Assembly, but caution had always stood in his way ; 
at last the opportunity had come." 

The great Whig statesman, Pitt, was quite unsuspicious of 
these designs when he applauded the Americans for resisting. 

Along with these designs, Sam. also combined the practice 
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Westminster Abbey ; and a foul-mouthed American editor re- 
plied, " Pull John Bull's nose and kick his pants for him if you 
want his grandson to erect a statue in your honor." 

Though I purpose to expose the misrepresentations that 
have been practised in favor of this party, I am not therefore 
pronouncing judj^ment against it now; for even when the cam- 
ouflage is brushed away, there will remain some good points, 
and some men may prefer it to the opposite party. But it must 
first of all be stated that " Republican" as a party-name in the 
United States of America means the same as Confederate in 
Canada and Imperialist in Great Britain. This party at vari- 
ous periods in its history has successively taken the names of 
Federalists (that is Confederates), National-Republicans, Whigs, 
Republicans, Federals (that is Confederates) and again 
Republicans. 

The roots of American Imperialism go far back, and can be 
traced long before the Revolutionary Secession. John Adams 
and Sam. Adams long before the Stamp Act had such ideas. 
John Adams in 1755 wrote to a friend his aspiration of 
"setting up for ourselves" and "transferring the seat of 
Empire into America," the first step being to "get rid of the 
turbulent Gallics," that is French power in Canada. I quote 
this because Lord Acton in his Cambridge Lectures says with 



of peculation. He was an official in the Imperial Service 
whilst plotting against the British Government, and was to have 
been tried for embezzlement on the day when the battle of 
Lexington came off not without some secret management on 
his part. Well might this American patriot rejoice, as Ameri- 
can historians relate, when the sound of the firing on that day 
met his ears. Nearly one hundred years later on the same day 
of the same month the anniversary of Lexington the first fight- 
ing occurred between the Northern and Southern forces — 
between regular soldiers of the North and Southern volunteers — 
a curious and perhaps Providential coincidence. 

John Adams, apart from his anxiety to secede from his 
mother country, was so conservative that when he saw the 
course of the French Revolution, he regretted the American as 
its cause ; and his government refused to allow the exiled 
leaders of the Irish rebellion of 1798 to land in the United 
States of America. 

Washington was so imperialistic that when the Kentucky 
Resolutions were passed asserting the right of Secession a few- 
years after the Union of the States, he said that undoubtedly 
Secession was a State Right by the constitution, but if any 
State attempted to exercise that right and he were President, 
he would coerce it with all the force that the President of the

United States of America could command. 

When John Adams was American Minister in London, an 
Enghsh Whig name Richard Sharp wished to write a history of 
the American Secession— of course for the purpose of glorify- 
ing the revolutionists at the expense of his own country for the 
advanc .-nient of his own party— and he applied to Adams for 
information about the period from 1775 to 1783. But the 
American informed him that those years were by no means the 
most important nor the most interesting period of the revolution 
which had in fact begun in 1761, and had been effected, so far 
as the minds of its supporters were concerned by the end of 
1774. This of course was news to the English Radical zealot 
and simpleton, who had known nothing but the electioneering 
stuff of his own party. The year 1761 was that immediately 
following upon " removal of the turbulent Gallics"— ;>. the 
Conqust of Canada; and in that year a quarrel broke out 
between the New Englanders, who had been selling supplies — 
contraband of war — to the enemy, and the Imperial government 
whose ofticers had been trying to stop the traffic by methods 
whose legality was doubtful, or at least would in time of peace 
have been doubtful, and by methods called Writs of Assistance, 
or general warrants. I must censure Lord Acton because in 



Church of England and hated the Monarchy because of its con- 
nection with that church. They found support among a set 
who wished to avoid paying their debts to British bankers, 
merchants, and manufacturers — the men, as Moore says — 

Who rose 
From being Britain's debtors to being Britain's foes. 

The Stamp Act furnished a pretext. The Act concerning 
the Duty on Tea really lowered the price of tea in the Colonies 
by six pence a pound, and it offended the Tea merchants who 
had imported tea under the old high price, and the smugglers 
who had imported tea without any duty from the IDuich West 
India Islands. These were the determined patriots who 
destroyed other men's property by throwing the tea into the 
waters. 

The strongest motive with Washington and JefTerson and 
others in Virginia was anger at the Quebec Act, which in fulfil- 
ment of the Treaty of 1763 put the French Canadian upon an 
equality of religious freedom with them. 

Yet the Secessionists never were a majority — a fact which I 
never could have learned from the besotted partisans who call 
themselves English historians. They were, as I learned from 
Senator Lodge, an energetic and violent minoriiy who imposed 
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his lectures on the American Revolution he treats this question 
as an abstract question between law and liberty, without 
mentioning what in fact was the Americans offence, viz., the 
selling of contraband of war to the enemy, and the smuggling 
from rival and hostile countries that which was sold to the 
enemy, and asserts that the Higher Law was on the side of the 
Americans. John Adams afterwards boasted that by this quar- 
rel the child Independence was born. 

"The beginning of strife," says the Proverb, "is as the 
letting out of waters." To those who aspired after Secession, 
Grenville and Townshend furnished the occasion of a quarrel. 
" It is in public quarrels as in private ones," said Burke; " it is 
a trifling difference at first, but the bitter quarrel is for the lie 
and the'^blow ; and in such a case it would be ridiculous to talk 
as such persons do, who are the partial, paltry, tiresome narra- 
tors of their own story,— to say in quarrels whether an egg was 
round or oval, when the blow was given for 'liar' and 
'scoundiel'." The most paltry of all partial narrators are those 
like Lord Acton, whose fair play begins abroad, and whose 
principle of judgment is " my own always in the wrong." 

It is now confessed by many Americans, and it was visible 
even to such a contrary Radical as Acton, that the secessionist 
aspirations in New England came down from the Cromwellians 
and Covenanters of the Seventeen Century who hated the 



their will by terror upon a majority of more peac able 
people, with the aid of English faction, sectarianism, and 
treason, and of the foolish and malicious Kings of France and 
Spain. When the tea was thrown into Boston harbor, the 
French Ambassador in London reported to his government 
that it was done at the instigation of the English Opposition. 
(Mrs. O'Shea in her Life of Parnell relates that in 18S8 Lord 
Morley called on Parnell ai'd asked him 'o get up disturbances 
in Ireland, or else they could not win the next e'ection. And 
now these are Radicals and Socialists encouraging the extreme 
section of the Sinn Fein to keep on their practices, and promis- 
ing them an independent republic). 

Benjamin F"ranklin on the day before saying farewell to 
England called upon Burke and confessed to him that 
" the Americans would never again see such happy days as 
they had passed under the fl^g of EngLind. lie observed that 
ours was the only instance of a great empire in which the most 
distant parts and members had been as well governed as the 
metropolis and its vicinage, but that the Americans were going 
to lose the means which had secured them this rare and 
precious advantage. 

When the Secession had succeeded with the aid of the foolish 
Kings of France and Spain and of the knavish Dutchmen, the 
thirteen republics who had bound themselves in a League 
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experienced all the evils of revolution. They were now 

'• Sovereign and independent States " quarrelling with one 

another, besides the internal quarrels in each. A sovereign 

and independent State is a nation, and indeed more than a 

nation, for there are great nations, such as England, Scotland, 

and Wales that are not independent or Sovereign States, since 

England as well as Scotland and Wales is subject to the 

parliament and government of the United Kingdom, and the 

majority of the English often have submitted to laws enacted by 

governments that had the support only of a minority of 

Englishmen and got their majority from Ireland. Scotland, and 

Wales. Such was Mr. Lloyd George's Land Tax and the 

Home Rule Act of 1914, and the free trade measures of the 

Russell and Aberdeen governments and many othc laws. 

When the question of Confederation came up in the Conven- 
tion of 17S7, undoubtedly the majority of the people in every 
one of rhe Thirteen States were Anti-Confederates, and if the 
question had been submitted to a plebiscite, it would have been 
defeated everywhere. The Delegates to the Convention in 
framing any kind of legislative union all disobeyed the written 
instructions of their States. In every S*ate men like Patrick 
Henry declaimed against the proposal of a new imperial govern- 



opinion to an extensive slate {i.e. empire) could be established 
in no other way." He wished "the wealthy, the well-born, the 
socially eminent — good men, as he called them to rule." (I 
need not point out how the war between North and South did 
strengthen the central government). 

Washington, Hamilton, Adams, Daniel Carroll and many 
others wished the Chief Executive to be elected for life, and to 
have the title of King ; and all the Reformers in the United 
States of America now wish the President to be elected for a 
single term and a longer term — that is, to make him more 
independent of Congress and people and more of a monarch 
than he already is. This plan was embodied in the platfojm of 
the Democratic party a few years ago. Washington so much 
distrusted majority rule that he wished for a clause in the con- 
stitution of the Confederation that no law imposing a tariff or 
affecting commerce or shipping could be passed unless there 
were a majority of at least two to one. Even after the 
Co ifedration was established he said to Jefferson that he did 
not like the Constitution for throwing so much into democratic 
hands that if they would not do what the Constitution expected 
them to do, the Government of tte United States of America 
would be at an end and it must assume another form {i.e. the

ment and parliament as they had declaimed against the British 
Crown and parliament. Confederation, as it has been well 
said, was •• wrung bv grinding necessity from a reluctant 
people," and it could not have been carried at all if the people 
had not been assured in each State that they should still be 
free to secede from the Union again if they found it injurious. 

But even among the Confederates there were two schools or 
parties— one, such as Washington and Hamilton and Adams, 
who were Unionists, centralizing, and monarchical, and now in 
consequence of the fruits of revolution, utterly sick of demo- 
cratic anarchy and tyranny. Madison, who was the intellectual 
author of the constitution as it is. said : " Every State legisla- 
ture needs some authority over it, in place of the Royal 
I'rerogative " (a striking confession). A.pd there were even 
mure monarchical than Madison. " Alexander Hamilton, 
says Gouverneur Morris, " never failed on every occasion to 
;ulvt)cale the excellence of, and avow his attachment, to 
monarchical government. He trusted that in the changes and 
. luuK-es of time we should be involved in some war which 
.should ncive the central Government and strengthen the bonds 
of Union. He well knew that his favorite form of government 
vould not be established unless as the result of civil war, and I 
Mispect that his belief in an approaching crisis arose froni a 
• oiuicliun that the kind of government most suitable in his 



monarchical). When the right of Secession was asserter^, he 
said that he would coerce any Seceding State by the sword— in 
other words, destroy the Constitution in order to establish an 
imperial, monarchical government. Adams, the next President, 
said that " as to trusting to a popular assembly for the preserva- 
tion of liberty, it was the merest chimera imaginable— they 
never had any rule of decision but their own will. No republic 
could last that had not a Senate deeply rooted.^^strong enough 
to bear up against popular passions and storms." 

These men had so much contempt for the English traitors 
who assisted them th it the born Englishman, Robert Morris, 
who had financed the beginning of the revolutionary secession, 
advancing the sum of one million and a quarter dollars— an 
enormous sum for those days— was suffered .vhen he afterwards 
lost his wealth, to end his days in a debtors' prison in Philadel- 
phia, the city of Brotherly Love. But they made the constitu- 
tion of the United States of America as like as they could to 
the British Constitution and their example (as an Irish- 
American scholar f^rst taught me) suggested the Union of 
Ireland with Great Britain ; and they imitated the financial and 
fiscal systems of the mother country. 

This party really Unionist called themselves Federalists {i.e. 
Confederates). The really federalist party, who wished each 
State to retain as much as possible of Home Rule, and who 
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asserted the rif;ht of Secession, were called Anti-Federalists, 
and they themselves assumed the name of Republican in order 
to imply that their opponents were monarchical and imperialist. 
Washington tried at tirst to neutralize this party by forming a 
Coalition goverment, with Hamilton as Secretary of the 
Treasury {i.e. Chancellor of the Exchequer) and Jefferson 
(who was chief of the oilier party) as Secretary of State {i.e. 
for Foreign Affairs). But the coalition did not last long ; and 
the party of Washington, Hamilton and Adams called Jeffer- 
son's party Democrats by way of contempt; and such was the 
revulsion against democracy at this time, that Jefferson's party 
repudiated that name with indignation. Jefferson, who once 
had been a passionate disciple of Rousseau, now learned to say 
like Burke that every country needs a national aristocracy. 

The Confederate or Unionist party under the leadership of 
the younger Adams took the name of National Republicans to 
signify that they wished the central government to be a 
national government and the sovereign and independent States 
to be fused into one nation. And in 1832 when the name of 
Whig again became popular in Britain, they being out of 
power took that name. 

It was not till after the second election of Jackson (1832) 
and the European revolution of 1830, and the British reform of 
parliament, that the party of Jefferson and Jackson adopted the 
nickname given them and called themselves the Democratic 



principles of Washington, Hamilton, and Adams in support of 
the policy of coercing the South. 

I must here point out that the seceding States were not 
asserting total separation and independence ; they were only 
Anli-Confederales or Repealers who warned to go back to their 
position in the "indissoluble League" formed in 1 781. And 
in order to brush away American camouflage and to expose 
the unreliability of our English " historians," I must say that 
they only wanted what we now call Dominion Home Rule. I 
say this without any desire to prejudice the cause of those 
Irishmen who propose that Ireland should have Dominion 
Home Rule, for that cause must be decided on its own merits. 
And the Southern States, when they formed their I'ederation, 
expressly recognized the right of each State to secede from the 
Federation and rejoin the North if it wished. 

During The war, Lincoln's party, the Unionist party, camou- 
flaged themselves under the title of Federals in order to get sup- 
port from some of the Democrats, at the very time when they 
were destroying the federal character of the Unian, and by 
" blood and iron " reducing the " free, sovereign, and indepen- 
dent States " to the position of provinces under an imperial 
government. Lincoln suspended the Habeas Corpus Act by 
mere Executive authority, and threw three thousand Democratic 
politicians into prison, and General Ben Butler put down the 
Draft Riots in New York by giving no quarter. 
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Republicans and then simply Democrats— a name which they 
have kept ever since. 

In 1856 the " Whig " party being defeated again, and out of 
place set itself to outbid the Democrats in radicalism under the 
influence of Horace Greely, and allied itself with the " knovv- 
nothin<^s" and the fanatical Abolitionists, and many other 
restless elements, and called itself The Republic party implying 
that the Democrats, on account of their connection with the 
South, were really aristocratic. ■ • r u 

The fanatical Abolitionists av^owed their determination if they 
could not abolish slavery in their own unscrupulous way with- 
out compensation to the owners, and in violation of the Consti- 
tution and the contract between the Northern and the Southern 
States, to force their own States to secede froiri the Union 
Lincoln, before getting into ofifice, talked the wildest and most 
revolutionary Secessionism. Not only has a nation, said he, 
the right to revolt against its government, but any part o a 
nation has a right to secede from the rest of the nation, make 
the soil on which it lives its own, and erect itself into an inde- 
pendent nation-all this observe, in favor of a Northern Seces- 
sion though the South was neither committing nor threatening 
any ag-ression. " There is really no union now between North 
and S^Tuth," stated a Senator from Ohio, " -"^ no two nations 
on earth entertain feelings of more bitter -"^o^r^;d5 ° "^ 
another than the two nations of the United States Needless 
to say, when Lincoln and Seward got into office, they dropped 
the r ^secessionist and revolutionary language, and revived the

If the British government had accepted Napoleon III.'s 
invitation to intervene in favor of the South, or if Nnpoleon had 
helped the South instead of sending an army to fight in 
Mexico, the North would have failed to conquer the South ; 
Jefferson Davis with success would have been a second 
Washington ; and Lincoln and Seward would have as bad a 
name as George III. and Lord North. 

Brownson in his book on "The American Republic " says 
that the cause why the North succeeded against the Southern 
States was that the Northern Stntes as a government were a 
Union, while the goverment of the Southern States was only a 
Federation ; union being strength " a Union will always defeat 
a Federation." 

The " Republican" party now is the aristocratic or rather pluto- 
cratic party. Overlooking the absolutely unscrupulous conduct 
by which they defeated Wilson's party— an unscrupulousness 
begotten of the panic fear of Socialism or revolution — we may 
notice that they have been courting the Catholic Church as an 
ally against Socialism and against revolution. They humbug- 
ged the Irish most shamefully, using them for months to break 
up the Democratic party, and then at the last moment putting 
their foot down, proclaiming that Irish affairs were no business 
of the United States, and telling DeValera and his followers 
that they had better not try to dictate to Americans. It now 
only remains to see them institute something like a League of 
Nations under a different name. 

And now with the facts before him, the reader may judge 
between them and their opponents according as he pleases.

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^ Governors I Have Known, ^ 

And Some of Their Outstanding Characteristics,

IF.UTENANT-COLONFL SiR HkNRY McCaLLUM, R.E., 

K.C.M.Ci , succeeded Sir Herbert H. Murray as 
Ciovernor of this Dominion, and entered upon the 
duties of his office in 1899. Born in 1852, Sir 
Henry was the eldest son of Major H. M. 
McCallum, R.M.L.I., and Eleanor, daughter of 
Major Pretton. Although a comparatively joung uiaii when he 
received this appointment, he had already been twice married: 
in the first instance to Lily, eldest diughter of the late Vice- 
.■\dmiral Johnson; in 1874, and, secondly, to Maud, daughter of 
Lieu enant Colonel Creighton, R.M.L.L, in 1897. Sir Henry, 




Commissioner in the Malay Peninsula to suppress an outbreak, 
for which he received the thanks of H.M. Government. 

Next v/a find Sir Henry Governor and Commander-in-Chief 
a' Lagos, and engaged in a special mission to the Hinterland 
in connection with French aggression. For the important 
service rendered there he again received the th.inks of H.NL 
Government. Liter on he w,is decorated with a CM G. for 
the construction of fortifications at Sm;iapore, and with a 
K.C.M.G. for his special service in the La^os Hinterland. Like 
all his predecessors in the vice-regal office h^re, he was well 
received and fairl\ popular for a lime. But party feeling ran 
high just then, and he w.is unfortunate enougli to make two or 
three serious political mistakes from the effects f)f whice he 
never tntirel'y recovered. One of these occurred as a result 
of his being in too cl >se and intimate rel.itionship with certain 
political leaders. A. Governor more sure of his ground would

it seems, was educated privately for some years. Then he 
entered the Royal Military Academy at Woolwich, where he 
distinguished himself, passing first out of f^fty-two cadets. He 
became a Pollock medallist in 187 1, and three ) ears later 
carried ofT the Fowke medal. 

In 1875 he received the appointment of Inspector-General of 
fortifications at Chatham, and the following year became Private 
Secretary to Sir William Jervois, Governor of the Straits 
Settlements, where he remained till .877. While there he was 
.several times mentioned in desp.itches and received the 1 erak 
medal and clasp. A few months later he passed on to the 
Superintendency of the Admirality works at Hong Kong. Here 
he remained till the close of 1878, when he was transferred to 
Singapore. In 1879 he returned to the Royal VVoolwich 
Arsenal; and became Deputy Colonial Secretary at Penang in 
1884; Colonial Engineer and Surveyor General of the Straits 
Settlements and member of the Executive and Legislative 
Councils there from ,888 to 1896; Commander of the Singa- 
pore Volunteer Artillery 1897; and subsequently. Special 



have shaken himself free of all obligation to " the Torie!" '' at 
such a time and under prevailing circiunstarc's ; would never 
have consented to preside at a Cabinet meeting like a trade 
union delegate, with the order of proceedings (so to speak) 
written out before hand, would have been hound by no chart in 
setting out to navigate an uncharted pnliiical sea. 

It may be added that such a Governor wou'd not have con- 
sented to a Mr. Iniriguer hnlring the position the latter held in 
the Cabinet of his own nominal subordinates who sometimes told 
him things and sometiines did rot. The ' duties of that anoma- 
lous position he ( Mr. Intriguer) ca'ried out boldly and with a 
certain skill. His parliamentary manner ■ hpd immensely 
improved in the process, though he still occasionally lapsed into 
the new style of his government leadership. His own special 
work had been well done on the whole. He was not a great 
Chancellor of the Exchequer ; hut there was a busine.sslike 
neatness in his methods contrasting well with the grandiose 
messiness of a more vivid personality. 

But I am writing about Governors, not about political leaders. 
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In my opinion, Governor McCallum's military efficiency was 
his strong side. In him industry and cool common sense in 
some small ihinj^s contrasted oddly with strong delusions in 
many great things. He was a composite of Don Quixote and 
Sancho Panza, in which (he knightly side was also the prose 
side. The qualities which made him a useful soldier had led 
him into entanglements which seriously diminished his useful- 
ness as a Governor, What we wanted in Sir Henry McCallum's 
time, and what, in all probability, we shall need in the future, on 
the part of our Chief Executive, is right thinking and strong 
thinking. Do not be content (o let others think for you and 
repeat what they say, Mr. Proconsul. That is one of the evils 
of our day in connection, with the administration of public 
affairs. It was wrong thinking that brought about the great 
WAX and all the troubles resulung therefrom. If this Newfound- 
land of ouvs is to become a better and happier land, every one 
of us will have to do more, a lot more, hard thinking for himself 
and herself. We must not lose sight of the fact that the 
danger of this age is materialism. There is a reaction after 
having been on the highest pinnacle of sacrifice. Whatever 
Governor and people can do to counteract materialism will be a 
service to humanity, to the race, to the nation. AH the effort 
to secure better material conditions is right and good. It is 
essential, but man does not live by bread alone 1 

That Sir Henry was very ambitious goes without question. 
His remarkable success as a soldier leaves no room for doubt 
on that point. He is crei.iied with saying : " If I would reach 
my destination, what matters it whether 1 go by rail, travel by 
steamboat, or use the stage coach, so long as I always use the 
means that will most directly and speedily carry me to my goal .' 
Who would be fool enough to flout a traveller for not consis- 
tently sticking to a rnilway train when the sea had to be crossed 
or for taking a caniage fiom the railway terminus to a country 
seat? The only consistency that counts is the consistency that 
is color blind as to tl'e me ms, so long as they help you to your 
end." There is a good deal in that, as many other successful 
servants of the Crown have learnt from experience! This may 
not appear quite biographical, oY historical either, to some of 
my readers. However, I ttnink it is more historical in one re- 
spect than much that passes f ir history. For it is in this fashion, 
and in no other, that recent history mirrors itself in the mind of 
those who have done inost to make it. 

Possibly some of my readers will he inclined to think that 
the foregoing paragraph has t)een " wrote sarcastic." Therein 
they will make a mistake. It represents a well-meant and 
painstaking effort to indicate in outline how Governor 
McCillum appeared in the eyes of Governor McCallum and 
those members of the Cabinet here who were so very " dear" 
to him. If I bad the tongues of men and of angels, 1 might be 
able to do adequate justice to that theme ; but having only one 
tongue, and that of a man and not of an angel, I feel unequal 
to the task. But, after all, there was more in Sir Henry's o*n 
estimate of himself than most of those who knew him best 
in his official capacity were willing to admit. 

In one respect the office holders during Sir Henry's brief 
reign over this ancient and loyal Colony were to be moderately 
commended. They were, as a body, slightly cleaner in the 
inatter of business-dabbling ihan were soine of either his 
predecessors or successors. A good deal of the guinea-pig 
element still clung to the more prominent officials; but, on the 
other hand, the class of transactions with which the various 
names were associated was, upon the whole, a respectable 
one. There were, as there always will be under existing cir- 
cumstances here, a few Government contractors standing 
slightly in the shade ; but most of the Ministers, so tar as I can 
trace, were never convicted of o/en violation of the Placeman s 
Act. That was, on the whole, to their credit in those days. 

Governor McCallum considered himself the man of a world 
rather than a man of the world. He told members of the 
l-*'gislature to mend their manners with the same readiness 
that Mr. Chamberlain called Mr. Dillon " a good judge of 
traitors." In his dealiug with ff/o Colonial questions he was as 
Cockney as Mr. Pickwick at Dingley Dell. He had discrimi- 
"ition enough, however, to see that a seat in our local Parlia- 
"itnt is no longer the object of young (and poor) ambition ; the 



House of Assembly here is rather a Tom. Tiddler's ground 
where the " arrived " grub for ribbons and titles. 

Apparently, our democratic system has done away with the 
one valuable feature of the district-mongering days— the search 
for talent irrespective of wealth and social position. Readers 
of Thackeray will remember that masterly scene in which Mr. 
Morgan, who had submissively combed Mr. Pendennis's wigs 
and prepared his footbath for years, suddenly called on that 
old warrior to stand and deliver. "Shall I wring your old 
head off and drownd yer in that pail of water? Do you think 
I'm agoing to bear your confounded old harrogance, you old 
Wigby ?" And so forth and so on. Far be it from me to coin- 
pare this hypocritical old blackmailer, grown shamefully rich 
on menial service, to a chosen proconsul of our great Empire. 
But there is really soine suggestion in Mr. Morgan's insurgence- 
of the change that came over our satrap of 1899 when, a little 
later on, he was translated to South Africa. In his early days 
he had been the well-trained footman ; in later life he rather 
suggested a flustered and revolting footman. 

Sir Henry was a fighting rather than a thinking Go\ernor. 
He knew every prominent person in politics, but strangely little 
of the political questions affecting his Government here. 
Though he gave small evidence of any gravt study of economic 
problems, he was a tariff reformer, as Falstaff was a respecter 
of royally, "on instinct." He was a strong Imperialist on 
instinct again, plus the inspiration of Lord Milner, his ideal in 
administration, and Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, to whose spell he 
succumbed when that great man subsequently visited South 
Africa. As I have said, Governor McCallum was a soldier and 
believed in force for everything. He was lor /one in adminis- 
t-ri'ig the affairs of this Colony, as some members of his 
Council had reason to remember; and to " force" must be 
ascribed the trouble he had with his Government in Natal. 
Like L^rd Curzin of Kedleston, he thought too much of him- 
self and not enough of the position he occupied. By the way, 
speaking of Lord Curzon reminds me that to an undergraduate 
at B.illiol we owe the immortal couplet — 

" My name is George Nathaniel Curzon ; 
I am a most superior purzon." 

From a phrenological point of view, also. Sir Henry possessed 
some "outstanding characteristics." He had a narrow though 
rather long head, denoting a lack of something important in the 
mental region, although he possessed brain in that portion of the 
head widci-, under fair conditions, w( uld have enabled him to 
manifest a uood amount of intt Uectual capacity. There was a fair 
amount of size in the back part of the ciown of the head, giving 
1 eight from the back of the ears upwards in the region of firmness 
and approl a iveness. The latter organ would have caused him 
to be extremely sensitive to censure or praise. The organ of 
cautiousness, which was well developed, would prevent him 
from showing as much intelligence as he really possessed, and 
would interfere with him somewhat in the carrying out of im- 
p.)rtant plans. The region devoted to benevolence was well 
marked; which led one to perceive the desire to a\-oid gi\ing 
unnecessary pain, on the one hand, and to act kindly on the 
other hand. The eyes were full, denoting capacity for speech, 
but this also would require energizing by some stimulant. 
Alihough he possessed "force" and some other fine solaierly 
quaUties, yet he had a mind too much inclined to yield to undue 
influence, particularly when exercised at the Council Board. 

Perhaps the finest and most conspicuous figure in political life 
here at the time ol S.r Henry's advent amongst us, and for some 
years subsequently, was the Rt. Hon. Sir Robert Bond. In his 
public capacity he was the soul of honour, and no man stood on 
a higher social pedestal. Indeed, few politicians anywhere can 
boast of so complete an immunity from any form cf duplicity or 
untruth. There were times when it seemed impossible to 
believe that Sir Robert was stating the facts; yet circumstances 
have always established his absolute veracity in spirit and in 
letter. During his long and strenuous political career, it is little 
short of marvellous that he was seldom, if ever, betrayed into 
unconscious inaccuracies. But his principles were then, and are 
still, fixed, if he shows some squeezability in detail ; he has 
really what is rare enough to-day, a political philosophy. Few 
men more consistently refer to first principles in dealing with 
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problems of the moment ; and knowing himself how to reason, 
it is easy to understand that he has some contempt for those 
who know only how to declaim. His memory is extraordinary ; 
his intellect is always under control ; and his language, though 
precise, is guarded. It is probably little known how much care 
often goes to the composition of utterances which his discerning 
critics and political opponents hear with despairing admiration. 

Sir Robert can, indeed, speak well without any kind of prepa- 
ration. His mentality is so disciplined and his instinct for the 
right word is so infallible, that his impromptus are scarcely less 
clear-cut than his more elaborate efforts. But when in the 
House of Assembly and engaged on a speech or a document 
which he regarded as vitally important no pains were too great ; 
he would go over the whole thing, line by line and word by 
ivord, submit and resubmit it to criticism, and part with it only 
when he felt assured that it could not be bettered. In prepar- 
ing political statements meant for the Opposition, for example, 
he was infinitely careful not to employ any expression, however 
correct according to usage, which might have a different shade 
of meaning on the other side of the House. 

After a quarter of a century's personal experience with Sir 
Robert in various public offices I have reached the conclusion 
that he is a wholly truthful man, chiefly because he is also, with 
all his limitation, a wholly true man. Behind his intellectual 
accomplishment is a character that extorts respect. He is not 
least native in his complete honesty. The machine of his mind 
may not be fitted for some work, but it is true and wtll wrought. 
His character may lack some of the graces, but its foundations 
are as adamant. The victim of much small political meanness 
during the last few years of his public life, he is himself 
incapable of anything small or mean. Opinions may vary 
widely as to Sir Robert's political game. But the candid ob- 
server must admit that he has always played it like a gentleman. 
While in the Legislature, whether as Speaker, Colonial 
Secretary, or Prime Minister, he would go to immense pains to 
defend a colleague when the colleague was in the right, but, 
when he himself was concerned, slander went unanswered. 
Like William HI., when asked why he did not answer a foul 
libel, he would doubtless say: " J'ai pense que c' ^lait audessous 
de moi." To accentuate my remarks in this connection I need 
only recall a case tried a score of years or so ago "in privilege" 
in the House of Assembly in which the Hon. George Shea 
was the piaintitT and Sir Michael Cashin the defendant. Sir 
Robert Bond's fair and impartial attitude and the tact displayed 
by him on that most exacting occasion elicited the unqualified 
approval and praise of the whole House. My space at present 
is too limited to admit of more than a passing reference to his 
splendid unselfishness and patriotism at the time of the bank 
crash in 1S94-5. But in a political history of (he Dominion, 
which I hope to publish in the near future, an opportunity will 
be afforded me of placing on record an enduring tribute to 
his heroic devotion to the people's interests. Meanwhile let me 
say with the poet — 

" If husb'd the loud whirlwind that ruffled the deep, 
The sky if no longer dark tempests deform ; 

When our perils are past, shall our gratitude sleep ? 
>fo — here's to the Pilot that weather'd the storm I 

" And oh ! if again the rude whirlwind should rise, 
The dawning of peace should fresh darkness deform ; 

The regrets of the good, and the fears of the wise, 
Shall turn 10 the Pilot that weather'd the stotm I" 

To return to Sir Henry McCallum : His sojourn with us was 
not a lengthy one. He came here, as I have said, in 1899 and 
left us for South Africa in 1901, when the Imperial authorities 
made him Governor of Natal. There he remained till 1907. 
For some time he met with much success in his new administra- 
tion, winning the South African Medal, with four clasps, and 
the Natal Rebellion Medal. Then friction arose between him 
and his Cabinet and he returned to England, where he remained 
till his death, about two years ago. 

Governor McCallum always posed as a superior person even 
for the proconsular office. He liked to be regarded as a superior 
person of superior parts, whose superiority was so transcendent 
that it shined from every pore of his skin and made itself felt in 



every Ime which he wrote. It was therefore, perhaps, a good 
thmg that he had to go into retirement on leaving South Africa, 
and instead of continuing to pose as a kind of viceregal provi- 
vidence gifted with infallibility and omniscence. had to do with a 
strong-minded and very able Chief Secretary at Downing Street— 
a statesman of far too wide an experience and knowledge of the 
world to tolerate many heroics on the part of a subordinate. It 
was said of Napoleon IH. that he deceived all Europe twice ; 
first when he pretended to be a fool, and secondly when he pre- 
tended to be a .statesman. Possibly there has been a similiar 
misjudgment regarding Governor McCallum. 

Being a soldier and accustomed to the " tentrd field," he be- 
longed rather to the grocer scheme of things. His abilities and 
virtues were all on the back-parlor scale. His nose was not to 
be trusted, as some of his political friends were made to realize, 
and his eyes were by no means " double n)illion gas microscopes 
of hextra power." He was shrewd in a Sancho Panza way, and 
by no means difficient in judgment along certain lines and where 
his own interest was concerned. He was ambitious, too, and 
in quiet times — as some of us in this little community know 
from personal expeiience — aspiring and unresting mediocrity 
often wins the race against considerable talent. To sum up, 
Sir Henry was a rather lonely figure, in our interesiing collec- 
tion of governors. He seemed to typify that " ruling class" 
which has lost one knack of ruling without acquiring another, 
but retained all its passion for the toys and gauds of public life. 

" The true ambition there alone resides 
Where justice vindicates and wisdom guides; 
Where inward dignity joins outward state. 
Our purpose good as our achievement great ; 
Where public lilessings public praise attend, 
Where gloiy is our motive, not our end 1" 

During t'-e few mon'hs of interval betweC'-' the departure of 
Sir Henry McCa'lum a-'d the arrival of his successor. Sir 
Cavendish Boyle, the Government was perfunctorily admin- 
istered by the Chief Justic of the day, Sir Joseph Little. In 
contrast to Sir Cavendish, Sir Henry appeared somewhat col- 
orless. Of course, the post of proconsul is not v\ithout difficulty 
in difficult t'mes, even in a small and isolated dominion like 
ours. But when everything goes smoothly, the only difficulty is 
to reconcile the existence of a vice-regal establishment with a 
democracy so simple as that of Newfoundland. 

However, Sir Cavendish had hardly landed upon our shores 
before it became evident that he was much more than a mere 
governor. He was a living man socially, with wide and Catho- 
lic sympathies, who recognized that while it was necessary to 
abide strictly within the constitutional limits in all political 
questions, in non-political questions — which, after all, occupy 
three-fourths of human interest — he .was in a position which 
placed upon him the obligation of exercising all the influences 
which any highly-appointed and cultered citizen is bound to 
exercise. 

In my next contribution to the Quarterly I shall tell the 
very interesting story of Sir Cavendish's Administration and the 
unusually large number of striking events connected therewith: 
Such, for instance, as the memorable visit of their Majesties the 
the King and Queen (then the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall 
and York), the wonderful reception accorded them by the 
people of St. John's, the dinner at (Government House to Signor 
Marconi in honor of his first great achievement in long-distance 
wireless telegraphy, and other notable achievements dest'ned to 
go down in history for the information and benefit of future 
generations.

To have gone on with the Dickie 
case would have been absurd, and accordingly it v\as agreed in 
defer the action in the Quet)^^ Courts and place the matter 
before the Privy Council under the authority of an Act jiassed 
in the reign of William IV. which provided for the settlement 
of disputes of this nature. A new diliiculty then arose.

M. \\. Furlong, K C, was senior Counsel for Newfound-

^ (TD'^ ^ RVXiOM^ to the year 1822 :ilniost nothing was 
known regarding the interior of Newfoundland. 
Only the sea margin and a few miles inland were 
^ then known to the hardy toilers of the sea whose 
■ ^^^^ ^^ ^^'"cations confined them to the shores of the 
Island. Most absurd fancies were indulged in 
regarding the unknown iiMciior, It was helieved to be a howl- 
ing wilderness unlit for the hnbiialion i,f civilized man ; and 
that it was occupied by the llelhuks, a lube of ked Indians 
who were peculiarly lierce and blood-lhiisly. Ni> one in these 
days venlured very far from the seashore, being ddcrred by 
the fear of the Red Indians and the savage Beasts of I'rey. 

It was therefore a matter of boimdless aslonishment when, 
in 1822. it was rumored in Si. John's that a daring adventurer 
named William I'.ppes Curmack was preparing lo make a 
journey on foot Ihrou^h the central part of the i■^land, from the 
Eastern to the Western shore. Probably many people thought 
he was rushing on his own deslrnction, and that he would never 
emerge alive from the wilderness. The (Governor of the day 
was strongly opposed lo the project, and refused his permission 
loan official who had agreed to accompany (lormark on his 
perilous journey, and who was thus compelled 10 give up the 
engagement. .Nothing d.iunted, the daiing explorer, being 
unable lo obtain the services of a white man, engaged a Mic- 
ISlac Indian to be his companion. In spile ol ;dl the terrors and 
uncertainties which beset a tr.ivillcr Ihroii^h llu- unknown 
interior, he made up his inind at all ha/inU lo prifomi wh.it 
he had undertaken. lie had no eri( nmlKnance - no wife or 
children to mourn his loss if lie should nevci uliiin. In his 
journal, he says : "That no one wonki br iiijnicd In' my 
annihilation was a cindering triinnph al such a nionienl." 
" That we might be eaten by pat l<s of woKcs was more than 
probable to the farewell foiebodings ol Ihc inhabitanls we had 
last .seen, if we should escape the Red Indians " Cormack's 
plan was to get as near as possible lo the ( enlie of the Island 
l)y water, s<> as to hiisb.uid his sireiiglh for the long land tiaiiip 
that lay before him with all it- unknown diflicnities and d nigers. 
yVcrordingly, he and his Indian left St. John's on the ,^oth of 
August in a small vessel for Random Sound, Trinity liay, in 
order lo niak<- ihis their point of departure for the Western 
Coisl 1)1 necessity their e(|uipinenl was as light as possible. 
lie knew ihat it would be necess.iry to depend on their guns 
h)r snbsishnce. He was armed with a double-barrelled fowling 
piece and a brace of pistols, two and a half pounds of gun- 
powder, and ten pounds of bullet and shot. The Indian- 
Joseph Sylvester— had a single-barelled fowling piece and a 
pistol, and a like (|uantily of powder and shot. Their stock at 
starting con.sisled of a hatchet, two small tin-ketlles for cooking, 
about Twenty pounds of biscuits, eight pounds of pork, some 
pnilable soup, a small (pianlily of lea and sugar, pepper and 
salt; a blanket each, and one for the camp roof; a telescope 
and pocket compass. Me also took a small lishing rod and 
la.kle :iiul some minor articles. His dress ronsisled of a 
gl,. n,ol. Ill, slior.ling picket, (rollSI'IS ol .'orJedloML llllee 
,„ I I. n l...d\ .ll. v,e',, no, ,|,d .lo, |,|l,g.. and 

t.'aiiadian long moccisin boots. The IikImii wore leggings 
madcof swanskin blanketing, together with moccasins instead 
of boots. Thus equipped our adventurous travellers turned 
their backs on civilization, buckled on their knapsacks, and 
from Random Bar took a W.N.W. direction. For more than 
thirty miles their course lay through a dense forest. With 
fallen trees thick underwood and numerous brooks to cross, 
their progress at f^rst did not exceed from five to eight mi e.s a 
day They suffered greatly from the .suffocating heat of the 
woods and the torture indicted by the mosquitoes. Marshes 
and lakes were frequently encountered, and to avoid these they 



travelled on the higher ground. Cormack was a botanist ami 
also a inineralogist, and, as tie proceeded, he noted carefulU 
the trees, shrubs, plants, and rocks that were met uith. His 
Journal, afterwards published, possesses a scienlilic interest. 
His account of the animals he saw on the journey is specially 
valuable. After five days spent in struggling through this 
forest they found themselves on the summit c)f a great granitic 
ridge which served as a barrier between the sea and I lie 
interior. Here the scene changed completely. The trees were 
few in number; beantifiil lichens, moss, reiiuleer, were mel : 
parliidge berries and whortle berries loaded ilie ground ; grouse 
— the indigenious ganiebird of the country — rose in coveys in 
every direction, and snipe from every marsh. The birds of 
passage, ducks and geese, were flying overhead ; tracks of deer 
and of wolves, fearfully large; of bears, foxes, and martens 
were seen everywhere. On looking back towards the sea, they 
discovered thnt under the cover of the forest they had been 
as( ending uniformly ever since they left Random liar. The 
dense black forest, through which they harl sc ambled for 
nearly forty miles, presented a striking picture, being spotted 
wilh bright yellow marshes, and a few glossy lakes in its bosom. 
Hut when the travellers inrned their eyes towards the west, tlie 
interior broke upon Iheni in all its magnificence, t'ormaik 
describes the scene as grand and to him overpowering. I'ar .is 
the eye could reach a vast basin spread out in a sue cession ol 
^lei-n plains, marbled wit!) woods and lakes of e\ery forin aufl 
exii'nt. It must have been a rapturous moment lor llie 
inniHer when his eyes wandered o\er this expanse, untrodden 
by (he foot of man now for the first time disclosed, in its beautv 
and sublimity, to an appreciative observer. How different from 
the picture that ignorance and prejudice had so long been 
painting. Instead of im]iassable morasses, grim rocks, stunted 
woods, scowling deserts — a scene of striking beauty and myster- 
ious grandeur met the e\e. The soft breezes came laden wilh 
the scent of the wild flowers. The great plain was alive 'vith a 
vast variety of beasts and birds whose movements gave anima- 
tion to the landscape, and whose tameness showed how inno- 
cent they were of the designs of man — the hunter. North and 
south, in undulating l>eds. stretched the savannas, lakes, brooks 
and skirling woods giving variety to the scei e. Here and 
there, for more than len miles, a yi How giien si,,!-,,,, w.e 
spread f)ut wilhonl a single rock or any iuKinality in tin 
unbroken slep])e. The deep beaten deer paths uere seen, like 
a vast net-uork, seaming the surface in all' diiections. The 
courage of the advenlurous traveller rose, and a passionate loni; 
ing to penetrate the unknown land took possession of him. •■ A 
new world," lie wrote, "seemed to invite us onward, or ralliei 
we claimed the dominion and were impalient to take possession 
I'ancy carried us swiftly across the island. Obstacles of nl! 
kinds were dispelled and despised. Kveiything animate ai:d 
inanimate seemed to be our own." 

Decending from this mountainous belt, which encircles ih, 
co.isl, (.'ormack now entererl Ihis open inleiioi, whii h he foiiii.l 
lo III level pl.ilii , 01 '.aVillilnr, I oinpi.M il o| Ine bin! , 'ii>|>i 
pi ;ilnMMili|, lol-.ilteil by ill,' e|on I li ,ind ilei il\ oinio..,,, II 
describes these savannas as being in reality " magnilicent natuial 
deer-parks adorned by woods and water. The trees here some- 
times grow to a considerable size, particularly the larch ; bircli 
is also common. The deer paths are countless, trending from park 
lo park through the intervening woods, in lines as deep-beaten as 
cattle-paths on an old grazing farm. It is impossible lo descnh ■ 
the grandeur and richness of the scenery which will probablv 
long remain undefaced by the hand of man." .Not a trace ol 
the Red Indians was found on the whole route. The unfoi 
timate aboriginies have long since been " improved off the Ian 
of all creation." It took Cormack and his Indian a month 1 o 
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cross this plateau wliicli was .50 miles in breath. Their pro- 
jrress was slow as, ,n order to examine the country, he did not 
follow a direct course ; while to get game and to get round the 
extremities of woods and lakes he had frequently to adopt a 
circuitous course. There was no deficiency of game— deer 
beaver, geese, durks, witli trout ad libitum from the ponds and 
brooks constituted their food. Wild berries in great variety 
were in prodigal abundance. Cormack says that, for the first 
ten days after the stock of bread he carried was exhausted he 
felt a longing for it. but after that he did not miss it. The 
venison he especially prized, the fat upon the haunches being 
often two inches ia thickness. Beavers too were found in 
abundance, also black ducks— the finest of table birds. " No 
country in the world " says the traveller can afford finer sport 
than the interior of this island in the months of August and 
September. The beasts of the chase are of a large class, and 
tlie cover for all game excellent." The new railway now all 
but completed, has opened this new hunting ground to sports- 
men and rendered it easily accessible. The countless deer- 
paths proved that the whole of the interior is stocked with 
caribou which migrate to the north-west in spring, returning to 
the south on the approach of winter. No such herds of rein- 
deer are to be met in any part of continental America. It is 
tiot uncommon to meet with specimens weighing 600 and even 
700 pounds. When near the centre of the island and 120 
•niles inland from the head of Trinity Biy and afier crossing 
ibout ninety miles of the savanna country, Cormack was fortu- 
nate enough to meet in these solitudes wiih a Mountaineer 
[ndian from Labrador, out on a hunting excursion. He was 
iccompanied by his wife only, and had erected his wigwam on 
1 beautiful little island in a lak''. The Mountaineer received 
hem with the utmost kindness and treated them most hospit- 
ibly. He was revelling in savage abundance on his lonely 
sle : deer, beavers, otters, martens, etc., being very plentiful, 
le told the travellers to cnake the camp their own and use 
everything in it as such. Cormack's account of his interview 
vith this Mountaineer Indian is qui'e idyllic and has been often 
(uoted. Once more the travellers, after parting with their kind 
losts. turned their faces westward nd after some time reached 
he granite country at the west. He named this ridge which is 
,200 feet above the sea level, Jimeson's Mountains, after his 
riend Professor Jimeson, of Edinburgh. This ridge proved to 
e a serpentine deposit. He had great difficuty and many 
ardships to endure in crossing this range. The descent to 
le coast was very precipitous and craggy; and when at length 
ley reached St. George's Biy on the 4th of November both 
ere in the last stige of exhausiicn. This bold achievement 
f crossing the island at its broadest part has never been re- 
eated since. His j jurney from Trinity B\y 10 St. George's 
ay occupied a little over two months. His success, he says, was 
1 p.irt owing to the smallness of his party. "Many togeiher 
5uld not so easily have sustained themselves. The toil and 
rivations were such that hired men or followers of any class 
ould not have endured them." It is difficult for us in these 
ws to appreciate fully the courage and nerve required for 
ich an enterpri.se. Only a man like Cormack, physically 
nverful, resolute and daring, an expert in travelling through a 
ild country, could have successfully carried out such an under- 
king. It is worth while now in closing to inquire who was 
ormack and what was his life history. 



William Eppes Cormack was a Scotchman by descent, born 
Xewfoundland on the sth of May, 1796. He was half- 
other to our fellow citizen, Mr. W. F. Kennie, who now 
ijoy a green old age amid the respect and esteem of all who 
low him. His father died when he was seven years old and 
e family returned to Scotland. Here he spent his youth 
"id the pleasing and classic scenery of Southern Scotland, 
e received a university education in Edinburgh, and in his 
asses displayed superior ability. He secured the personal 
iendship of Professor Jameson who then enjoyed a high repu- 
lion as a scientist, especially as a mineralogist. Under his 
struction Cormack acquired a creditable acquaintance with 
veral of the physical sciences. In 1818, being only twenty- 



two years of age, he took out from Scotland to Prince Edward 
Island two vessels with emigrant farmers, and established what 
afterwards became a flourishing settlement, and introduced an 
export trade in grain from the same island to Great Britain. In 
1822 as we have seen, he crossed the interior of Newfouedland 
being the first white man who had done so, and established his 
reputation as a daring traveller. He published a narrative of 
his memorable journey which is very pleasingly written and has 
been more than once reprinted. Copies of it are now rare, 
though as late as 1874 I brought out an edition of 600 copies, 
having been able to correct the proof sheets with the aid of the 
original manuscript in Cormack's own handwriting. At that 
date it was in the possession of Sir Hugh Hoyles, at that time 
Chief Justice, who kindly lent it for the purpose. Cormack's 
object in this journey was (i) to determine the character of the 
interior; (2) to test the truth of certain statements regarding 
the existence of a remnant of the Bethuks, a tribe of Red 
Indians, who were supposed to live in the interior. He took a ■ 
deep interest in this cruelly injured race and not having found 
any of them on his journey, he succeeded in founding a 
" Bethuk Society," in St. John's who, in 1828, organized an 
expedition to search for these Indians. It wa.s. headed by 
Cormack who with three Indians crossed overland from the 
mouth of the River Exploits to Hall's Bay and at the east end 
of Badger Bay, they came upon traces of the Red Indians 
evidently made in the spring or summer of the preceding year. 
The objects found were various, such as a canoe rest, a spear 
shaft, fragments of skin dresses, and the remains of ten mama- 
teeks or winter wigwams. Failing to get any intelligence of 
the Indians, the party went on to Red Indian Lake. Here 
they met indications that this had been ihe headquarters of the 
tribes. Several graves were found ; but alter a few days in 
searching around the shores, no living Bethuk could be found. 
It is probable that this was their last retreat. Wasted by wars, 
disease, and want they gtadially disappearea, and a once 
great and numerous tribe became extinct. With this expedi- 
tion, led by Cormack, the last hope of finding the Bethuks was 
abandoned. Cormack was fond ,of , a roving life, and yet we 
might say that he was a commercial man and an explorer in 
one; and wherever he went he had an eye to Ihe interests of 
science and kept up communication with various learned 
societies. Sometime about thejear 1834, he wrote a valuable 
essay on the British- American and French Fisheries, for which 
he received a medal from theMontie.il Natural History Society. 
In 183G he went (o Australia where for some years he cultivated 
tobacco. Then he went to New Zealand where he engaged in 
the exportation of spars to England for the use of the Admiralty. 
We next find him in Califoinia engaged in mercantile and min- 
ing pursuits. British Cclumbia was his next field where he 
founded an Agricultural Society and engaged in Ichthyological 
pursuits. He was a great lover of field sports and outdoor 
amusements. Of skating he was specially fond and greatly 
excelled in it. He numbered among his friends and corres- 
pondents some of the most celebrated scientific men of the day, 
such as Sir William Hooker, Professor Faraday, Dr. Ure, and 
John Macgregor (author of the " Progress of America " and 
other works). Cormack was of a genial, happy disposition, 
much loved by his friends, kindly and cheerful. The wanderer 
found rest at last in New Westminster. British Columbia, in 
1868, at the age of 72. He had been ailicted for years but 
was only confined to his bed about a month. His sufterings 
never affected his mental powers. With a clear intellect, and 
sustained by the hopes of a Christian, he met the approach^ of 
death. Newfoundlanders ha\e reason to remember Willi.im 
Eppes Cormack with gratitude. He was the first to make 
known ihat the interior of the island was no repulsive marsh or 
grim, rocky wilderness. He was i!s first explorer, and his 
narrative awakened curiosity and led to further explorations. 
He may be fairly regarded as the pioneer of the railway that 
now opens up the country and is destined to develop its 
resources. 
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HON. SAMUEL J. FOOTE, K.C. 

THE Hon. S. j. FooTF,, who a few montlis ?go was created 
a King's Counsellor, was born at Grand Bank in the year 
1873. He received his early education at Grand B.ink, 
and during the year i8gc-gi was a student at the Methodist 
College under its late principal, Robert E. Holloway, B.A., B.Sc. 
In 1892 Mr. Foote graduated at the Frazee Business College of 
Halifax, and in the following year entered Mount Allison Uni- 
versity, from which he graduated as Bachelor of Arts in 1896. 
He then became articled as a student at law with the firm of 
Harris, Henry & Cahan, of Halifax, and was admitted to the 
Nova Scotia Bar in 1898. During his studentship in Halifax 
he attended Dalhousie University, from which he graduated as 
a Bachelor of Laws in 1898. In '99 he returned to Newfound- 
land and was admitted to the Newfoundland Bar, entering into 
partnership with the laie Sir. James S. Winter, P.C, K.C.MG. 
Since the dissolution of that partnership he has practised alone. 
He entered public life in 1904 and contested the District of 
Fortune Bav under the leadership of the late Hon. A. F. 
Goodridge. Mr. Foote was not successful in that election and 
did not re-enter public life until the autumn of the year 1919, 
when he conttsted the District of Burin under the leadership of 
the Hon. R. A. Squires, K.C, and was elected with bis col- 
league, Mr. Cheesman, by a sweeping majority. On the organi- 
zation of the Squires Government after the election of Novem- 
ber, 19 19, Mr. Foote accepted a seat in the Cabinet without 
portfolio, and a few months ago received the highest honor in 
his profession, namely, that of been created a King's Counsellor. 
Mr. Foote is an outstanding man and a popular representative 
for the District of Burin. During his long professional career 
in Si. John's he has established a high reputation for attention 
to business, sound judgment, wide commercial knowledge, and 
a more valuable asset than them all, a reputation as a man of 
outstanding personal and business integrity and honor. 
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HENRY F. COWAN, ESQ. 

MR. Henry E. Cowan, the. new President of the Board 
of Trade, comes to that office with a wide experience of 
its work, as he has aleady served two terms as a Coun- 
cillor, besides being 2nd Vice- President in 1919 and 1st Vice- 
President in the following year. Mr. Cowan was educated at tlie 
Methodist College, St. John's, and on leaving there entered the 
office pf J. & W. Stewart where he remained one year, when 
he joined the firm of Joha Andersin and hns ben largely 
responsible for hui'ding up the large volumt of trade which that 
firm enjoys. 

Although the oversight of such a business as he controls must 
of necessity take up much of his time, Mr. Cd^van has found 
time to interest himself in other activities. As Vice-ChAirman 
of the Civil Re-Establishment Committee he helped very materi- 
ally in solving the problem of fitting the returned soldier into 
civil life. He has served as President of the St. John's Curling 
Club, and al>o the City Club, and in Freemasonry hold the rank 
of Past Junior Grand Deacon of the Grand Lodge of Scotland, is 
the Secretary of the District Grand Lodge of Newfoundland, 
a Past Master of Lodge Tasker and the first Right VV'orshipful 
Master of Lodge St. Andrew.

The only living creature 
ihe child saw was an old dog, that had evidently escaped from 
the Indians and returned to the camp. • , . u- 

When the child saw the old dog come back without his 
mother be began to cry; because he thought some accident had 
occured to prevent her keeping her promise to him. He cried 
all the afternoon, and when the darkness came, he was very 



' ">'ell, go to sleep boy, and when you wake eaily in the 
morning, I will call for you and we will find your patent's trail 
and follow them. Sleep without fear. Good night." 

The boy thought the old man was strange-looking because he 
was so very pale; but he tried to think where he had seen him 
before and, as he struggled with his memory, he fell into a 
sound sleep. 

The strange man kept his promise, and set out with the boy 
and the dog soon after dawn of the following day.

He dreamt s(i nicely, and be- 
came so interested in dream hunts, that he did not want to wake 
again, and the sun was high in the sky next morning before the 
spirit man could get him to wake up and have his breakfast. 

The boy told about the beautiful hunting he had enjoyed in 
dreamland' during the night, and of all the caribou, and foxes 
and geese and ptarmigan he had killed, and, while he was tel- 
ling these things, the travellers covered so much country that 
they came in sight of the Indians camp before lunch lime. 

The boy saw his mother sitting in front of her tent discon- 
solate. He ran up to her and kissed her, saying : 

" Well mother I was so sad on missing you, what prevented 
you from coming for me?" 

The mother answered: "My pretty boy, how did you find 
your way here and so far from the old camp by the sea ?" 

" I came with grand-father. Oh mother we had such a lovely 
time hunting 1 we killed two bears, mother, and ptarmigan and 
hares and other animals. And oh mother! you should have 
seen the goslings.

The boy brought the spirit man to his mother; but she could 
not see him, as spirits are invisible in the day time to all but 
their friends, and people who know them very intimately. She, 
however, could hear him speak and she said. 

"I suffered much sorrow when I leftour camp by the sea, when 
I left my little son, the only child I have ; it was my husband who 
made me leave him, and 1 would have died if you had not re- 
stored him to me."

Now you have your boy again take good care of him 
or he will be taken away like your other babies."

Mr. President and Honourable Gentlemen of the Legisla- 
tive Council : 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Honourable House of 
Assembly : 

On this fourth occasion of addressing you at the opening of 
the annual session of the Legislature it is my first desire to 
express my sincere regret at the loss which has been sustained 
by the death of a inember of the Legislative Council, who, 
though he was a junior in th.it body was one of the mosl experi- 
enced business men and able speakers in this Colony. 

The policy of the regulation of the marketing of the Colony's 
staple product which passed the House of Assembly in the sum- 
mer of last year, without dissenting vote, was placed in the hands 
of the Codfish Exportation Board created for that purpose by 
the Act. The practical application by the Board of the policy 
so unanimously adopted has met «ith difficulties adventitious as 
well as those inherent in all policies which seek to regulate the 
trade of nations. I feel quite certain that should the matter 
come before you as Ici^islators you will approich its considera- 
tion with one ambition only, namely, the welfare of Newfound- 
land, her commerce and her people. 

A year ago I called your attention to the fact that the long- 
standing dispute between the Colony ana the Province of 
Quebec had, by agreement between the parties, been referred to 
the adjudication of His Majesty's Privy Council. The final 
agreement to that effect was signed in London by the Attorney 
General of Canada and my Attorney General in November last, 
and substantial progress has already been made in the prepara- 
tion of the Colony's case. 



Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of The Honourable House of 
Assembly: 

The Revenue for the last fiscal year showed a substanial sur- 
plus over all expenditures, but it is to be anticipated that the 
world depression, which we with all other countries mus: neces- 
sarily share, a depression which is the natural aftermath of war, 
will cause a large shrinkage in revenue for the current fiscal year. 
The revenue is so largely dependent upon ad valorem duties on 
imports that, while the finances of the Colony benefited largely 
by the greatly increased cost of imported goods during the war 
and immediately afterwards, this present readjustment of world 
conditions with largely reduced cost of goods must have a cor- 
responding effect in reducing customs returns. 

My Ministers have had this necessary readjustment of 
expenditures to income under careful consideration. The Esti- 
mates of expenditures and the Budget for the next fiscal year to 
be submitted to you will indicate the efforts which my Ministers 
have made to deal with the financial problems which you have 
to face in the readjustment of the Colony's expenditure, so that 
the great annual burden which the war has entailed may be 
met without curtailment and the necessary public services 
efficiently maintained. This will necessitate a temporary cur- 
tailment of certain large expenditures which previous administra- 
tions felt justified in undertaking out of the inflated revenues of 
the war period, and such rigid economy as is consistent with 
the satisfactory maintenance of the various essential public 
services. 

Mr. President and Honourable Gentlemen of the Legislative 
Council : 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Honourable House of 
Assembly : 

My Ministers have kept in close tcuch with the Imperial 
Authorities in the matter of Newfoundland claims against the 
German Government and I anticipate that certain legislation 
intended to harmonize the Statute Laws of Newfoundland with 
those of Great Britain in the matter of the collection of the 
German indemnity will be submitted to you for consideration in 
due course. 

The Prime Minister of Great Britain has expressed his 
desire to meet the' Prime Ministers of all the self-governing 
Dominions of the Empire for Conference in London on import- 
ant Imperial business in June next. My Prime Minister has 
authorised me to accept the invitation on his behalf. I appreci- 
ate the great importance of Britain's oldest Colony being 
represented at this Conference. 

You will be invited to consider a Bill to amend the Crown 
Lands Act to permit exportation of certain pulp wood cut 
during the past winter, and an important Bill submitttd by the 
Social Service Council relating to the welfare of children. 

The Charter for the City of St. John's will, I am informed, 
be introduced at an early date, so that its many provisions may 
be fully discussed, and, it is hoped, finally dealt with at this 
session. 

The subject of inland and coastal transportation will come 
before you, and reports will be submitted in the matter of the 
coal possibilities of the Island. An important arrangement is 
under consideration in connection with the exploration of oil 
areas and it is probable that sufficient progress will be made to 
submit a Bill in relation therto within the course of a few weeks. 

I trust that, under the guidance of Divine Providence, your 
deliberations may tend to the welfare and prosperity of this 
Colony.

0^.^^°'^"^ ^'ce^s ago, an organization that was created 

-'•--^-^-' fo"" the purpose of controlling the distribution of 
charity funds in this city, gave publication to a 
vjy^ Statement that there had been a recent shrinkage 
py*^^ °^ ^^ '^^^' ''^" thousand dollars a week in the 
amount that was being paid out in wages by the 
local factories. 

This was a startling statement, but it understated rather than 
exaggerated the situation. A more correct estimate would 
place the figure at about fifteen thousand dollars a week. 

The reason for this unfortunate state of affairs is not far to 
seek ; the factories are meeting with no demand for their pro- 
ducts, and have been compelled to lay off large numbers of 
their employees, in some cases closing down their woiks com- 
pletely. 

Averaging the weekly wage of each employee at twenty dol- 
lars, this means that 750 persons who in normal times found 
work in the several industrial 
plants in the city are now out of 
employment. 

But this again understates the 
situation, for the number of factory 
hands out of work exceeds that 
figure, and in addition there are 
many auxiliary workers, who while 
not on the permanent pay roll are 
more or less continually employed 
by these various concerns. Alto- 
gether, it is probable that the num- 
ber of persons actually thrown out 
of work runs into several thou- 
sands. 




This is a deplorable condition 
of affairs, and its results are seen 
not only in increased poverty find 
almost unprecedented demands on 
the city's charitable organizations, 
but in a general reduction of trade 
in all its branches. Money that is 
not earned cannot be spent, and 
the grocer and the dry-goods mer 
chant, and every other business 
concern, is feeling the loss of this 
buying power created by the curtailment in industrial pro- 
duction. 

But is it possible to do anything to cure this evil ? Is there 
anyway of relieving the situation? Can anything be done to 
st.ibilize those industries and start the wheels of production 
humming again ? That is the important question just now. 

Well, let us see. 

One of the reasons advanced for the present industrial col- 
lapse is the general depression that prevails throughout the 
country, and to some extent this is true. Money is not so 
plentiful as it was a vear or two ago, and people are not pur- 
chasing so freely. 

But this is not the only reason. Even though money is tight, 
there is still a considerable volume of trade being done, still a 
large quantity of manufactured goods such as are produced in 
this country being sold. The root of the trouble is that pur- 
chasers are buying goods not made at home, they are patroniz- 
ing the imported article instead of the local product. 

It is here that we strike one of the fundamental causes of the 
industrial conditions that prevail in this country,— there is not 
that general and generous patronage of the goods made at home 
that might be expected. It is not our purpose here to seek the 
reasons why this should be, or to attempt to discover the under- 
lying causes of the prejudice against the local product ; we merely 
deal with the fact as it stands,— the foreign article is preferred 
to the home made.

KEEP GOING. 



All things being equal, this should not be. The local 
industries deserve and should receive our support. They are 
the back-bone of the country. Keeping them busy not only 
means employment for large number of operatives, and 
additional impetus to business generally, it is good for the 
country as a whole. It keeps money at home. The wages of 
the laborer and profils of the manufacturer are spent and 
invested within the country and help to build it and make it 
more prosperous. 

Hundreds of thousands of dollars are now being spent in 
foreign goods which if used in the purchase of the local article 
would go a long way to keep the factories, whose doors are 
closed and whose hands are out of emplo>ment, busy. 
Cannot this be done ? Cannot we as patriotic citizens boost 
our own manufactures and keep the people of our own land 
from idleness instead of those of other lands ? The quicker 
and stronger the wheels of industry hum, the better for us all. 

Activity in one branch of the coun- 
try's trade helps all. To put it 
briefly, patronizing the local article 
means : 

(1) Employment for many of our 
people. 

{2) The removal of much of the 
distress that exists. 

(3) Improved bu.siness condi- 
tions and the dispersion of a great 
deal of the present depiessiou. 

(4) The keeping of money 
within the country, thereby adding 
to its prosperity. 

The Home Made article vies in 
quality with the best imported. It 
is largely prejudice that prevents 
consumption. There is a conser- 
vatism which unconsciously cleaves 
to ancient customs. What the 
fathers did, the sons continue to 
do. These fathers did not purchase 
local manufactures not from unwil- 
lingness 10 pitronize home indus- 
tries, but because at that time there 
were none. Newfoundland was then a fishing country, wholly 
and solely. If the fisheries failed there was distress and dis- 
aster ; if they were successful there was comparative comfort, 
but beyond the harvest of the sea there was no vision. 

The change has come gradually and by many unrecognized. 
Newfoundland, to-day is a manufacturing country, and her out- 
put is considerable. The manufactured articles are in the main 
life's necessities. They, or articles made elsewhere must be 
purchased. If buying abroad meant securing a better article, 
at a corresponding figure, there might be some justificuion for 
passing the home market ; but the output of Newfoundland's 
factories are in quality of the best, and in price on a parity with 
the imported article. 

To patronize Home Industries means keeping the wheels of 
trade continually revolving. 

It means keeping the boys and girls at home bee luse home 
needs their skill and handicraft. 

It means keeping millions of money in the country to the use 
and betterment and benefit of the people, insleaa of sending 
these millions to enrich other countries at Newfoundland's 
expense. 

Are these worth striving for ? I think so, and so also will 
you, reader, and they can be realized if you and I will do the 
right thing and buy the goods made in our own country.

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Late Rt, Rev, Monsignor Reardon, 

RT. Rkv. Mons[(;nor Rkardon, P. P., Placentia, was called 
to rest, suddenly, December 24th, 1920, death occurring 
in the Presbytery. Beloved by his parishioners, his pas- 
sing on the eve of the festival of Christmas changed joy into 
sorrow, for one who had guided the spiritual welfare of the 
people for almost quarter of a century had left them to mourn. 
In their adversity and prosperity he watched with them as a 
father. Ever careful over his flock he advised and offered com- 
fort, always the holy priest and sincere friend. During the 
world war the deceased priest was a patriot of the truest type. 
In all the movements to advance the cause of Empire he took a 
very prominent part in word and deed, and the town of Placentia 
offered its best manhood to enlist in the ranks of the army and 
navy. After the armistic the late Monsignor began the work of 
the erection of a monument to Placentia's dead, and June 23rd, 
last saw its completion, when, following Solemn High Mass, it 
was unveiled by His Grace Archbishop Roche.

Monsignor Reardon was born in St. John's 73 years ago, and 
after spending several years at St. Bonaventure's College went 
to Ireland, taking passage by sailing vessel, leaving here in 
1866. He took up studies for the priesthood in All Hallows 
College' Dublin, and was made deacon in 1872. Returning 
here the same ye.ir, September 15th, he was ordained priest by 
the late Rt. Rev. Bishop Mullock, and was attached to the 
Cathedral for a few months. In 1873 he was sent to Harbor 
Breton, a paribh also held by the late Most Rev. Archbishop 
Howley, and the late Very Rev. Father Clarke, P.P., Torb;iy. 
After laboring there for several years he was transferred to St. 
Mary's, and September isih, 1897, the dale of his silver jubilee 
as a priest was appointed (.0 Placentia by Bishop Howley, where 
he carried out the last years of his sacerdotal life. Under 
Archbishop Howley Monsignor Reardon was raised to the office 
of Domestic Prelate. He was the oldest priest in the Arch- 
diocese, and the oldest in the Dominion except Rt. Rev. Mon- 
signor Donnelly, who celebrated his golden jubilee a few months 

ago. 

During his Priesthood, Monsignor Reardon was most active 
in advancing education in the different parishes over which he 



presided. In Placentia the Convent School under his guidance 
sent forth many of the best teachers in the Dominion and not a 
few of the Priests now ordained for the Archdiocese were direct- 
ly under his care. His death severs the last link of the Mi.s- 
sionary Priests ordained by the late Dr. Mullock, all of whom 
now rest in Belvedere. 

The Monsignor leaves to mourn him one sister, Mrs. Jack, of 
Military Rd. to whom sincere sympathy is extended. The body 
of deceased was brought from Placentia and taken to the 
Cathedral where it lay in state until Solemn Requiem Mass was 
sung and interment took place at Belvedere. 



Rheims Cathedral 

AT last a War memorial has been selected regarding which 
there can be no difference of opinion, no possible dissen- 
sion and wire-pulling of interested factions. Rheims 
Cathedral, at the destruction of which the world stood aghast, 
is to be restored by an international subscription from all friends 
of France. The movement which oTiginated, strange to say, in 
Denmark, has been taken up with enthusiasm in England. Queen 
Alexandra has given her patronage and the President of the 
committee is the Duke of Portland. The cost of restoration is 
estimated at five million dollars. 

In view of the havoc wrought by German sTiells and the 
supremely artistic character of the building, the prospect of a 
satisfactory restoration may not at first sight appear bright. To-

gether with Chartres, P.uis and Amieis, Rhtims belongs to the 
period in whicli cathedral gothic reached its height, both in the 
logic and engineeiing skill of its structure, and in the beauty 
and power of its scu'ptures and stained glass. Thanks to a 
wealth of photographs and measurements, the structural prob- 
lem offers no great difficulty. In the matter of replacing the 
statues, priceless glass and other works of art, the case is dif- 
ferent. 

VViih all our command of the science and of the materials of 
vitrifaction, we have never developed the ability to produce such 
glass. The absence of the intensity of color and the coinpli- 
cated harmonies of eight centuries ago, will remain as a telling 
evidence of the ravages of the VVar, even though the Cathedral 
of Rheims be otherwise perfectly restored. 
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The Late Hon» Walter Baine Grieve^ C»B*E» 



THE passing; of the lion. Walter Baine Grieve, which took 
place February 3, 192 i, causes a vacancy in the public, 
commercial and social life of the city and of Newfound- 
land generally which it will be difficult if not impossible to fill. 
The late Mr. Grieve was probably the last of the old school and 
the first of the new. Inheriting the traditions of the early nine- 
teenth century, he was a leader and a pioneer in modern me- 
thods. A liberal in the larger politics, a thinker and student of 
men and atl'airs. Mr. Grieve was pre-eminently adapted for 
leadership. His was an outstanding figure. Cultured, courteous 
and genial he won personal friendship and admiration. No em- 
ployer in the city was more highly esteemed. To his office staff, 
and to all who served him, no matter how humble the capacity, 
he was a friend. His knowledge of business conditions and of 
the markets was exceptional. Decisions were arrived at only 
after careful and thoughtful study of conditions, but once arrived 
at they were carried out with confidence. A business man of 
exceptional ability and a successful one, he had other and wider 
interests. Sprung froin a family whose sons have won high

place in the councils of the nation, and many of whom have 
done splendid service in the Empire's defence, he maintained the 
traditions. None was more active and none more earnestly help- 
ful during the world war. His work in connection with the 
Patriotic Association stands as a proud and honoured record. 
His only son was amongst the first to enlist, and more faithful 
and unselfish service none could offer. A little over five months 
ago Robert C. Grieve died in a sanatorium at Matlock Bath from 
an illness directly traceable to the hardships and exposures of 
the campaign. His father was with him at the last. The separa- 
tion has been brief ; father and Fon are now united beyond the veil, 
Mr. Grieve's illness and decease came not unexpectedly. 
During recent years his health was not vigorous. A severe 
attack of pleurisy about three years ago left its mark upon his 
constitution. On the last day of August he left for England to 
be with his boy in the closing days of his life. At his funeral 
he contracted a chill from which he never wholly recovered. 
On November 14th he returned to Newfoundland and fifteen 
days later was confined to his house. Just before Christmas he 
was out of doors for about two hours of two consecutive days. 
On January loth his illness assumed a decisive form, and his 
bed of sickness proved his last resting place in life. Happily 
he suffered little, and when conscious, and in full knowledge of 
lt.e brevity of life's tenure he received his friends, ta king cheer- 
fullly and with complete resignation to the Divine Will. Durmg 
his illness Mr. Grieve was attended by Dr. Eraser and Dr. 
Keegan, and nursed by the daughter of the late Dr. Harvey, 



Miss Una, who had attended him when two years ago he win- 
tered in the South. Nurse Walsh was also in attendance. 

Walter Baine Grieve was a native of this city, where he was 
born on April 19th, 1850. His father was James Johnson 
Grieve of Greenock, which city he represented in Parliament for 
10 years from 18C8 to 1878. When a lad he left for Scotland 
where he received his education at Abbey Park, St. Andrew's, 
and at Glasgow University. At the age of 20 he returned to 
Newfoundland where he has since resided, and with whose in- 
terests he has been prominently identified for over half a cen- 
tury. At the age of 30 he was elected representative in the 
Legislature for Bonavista Bay. In 1885 he was relumed for 
Trinity, In 1903, in conjunction with the late Hon. Moses 
Monroe, he was leader of the GrieveMonioe party. A few 
years ago he was appointed to the Legislative Council. His 
cultured speech, sane council and wide experience and debating 
skill were much in evidence. The Legislaiure loses a member 
of ability, forcefulness, fearlessness ai d personality in Walter 
Baine Grieve. 

The firm of Baine, Johnston & Co., was established in 1780. 
In its history is written the history of the Colony. No firm is 
better known, and none has had more distinguished principals. 
Amid the pressure of business Mr. Grieve always found time 
for work of public and private citizenship and philanthropy. 
For many years he was Churchwarden of the Cathedral and to 
the last a member of ihe executive of the Diocesan Syni d. He 
was also a director of Bishop Feild and Bishop Spencer Colleges. 
In 1917 he occupied the Presidency of the Board of Trade. That 
in his youth he served as Lieutenant 'with the Renfrewshire 
Volunteer Artillery will be no surprise to those who witnessed 
and admired his clear-cut patriotic endeavours during the years 
of war, in lecognition of which Commandership in the Order 
of the British Empire was conferred upon him two years ago. 
Mr. Grieve was married in 1880 to Miss Helen Marion 
Stone, a cousin of the Rev. J. J. Curling, M A. Her early 
death was a blow which threw a shadow athwart his path. His 
only son Robert, who died in September left an only child, 
Hope, now at school in England. One daughter, Nellie, died in 
infancy, and has long rested in the Anglican Cemetry near 
Quidi Vidi. The other daughter, Miss Nan Grieve, attained the 
age of twenty years, and with her mother and brother lies with- 
in the churchyard of the ancestral Greenock. Three brothers 
predeceased him, Robert, who left Newfoundland in the 
nineties; James, who will be remembered by the older genera- 
tion as a once famous cricketer, and whose son James was in 
the firm's Water Street office about six )ears ago, and William, 
who was attached to the office at Greenock. New'oundland 
has lost one of her foremost sons, and the lo-s cannot be 
measured now, His influence was further reaching than he 
ever knew or dreamed of. For him life has no anxieties or 
problems now. His work is accomplished and the withdrawing 
of the veil is for Walter Baine Grieve's reunion with those he 
loved and lost awhile — wife, daughters, son. 

The will of the laie Hon. W. B. Grieve shows an estate having 
a gross value of $343 548,27. By the terms of the will Messrs. 
Hepburn, Donnelly and Collingwood are made executors. 
Amongst the bequests are : Andrew Grieve, Greenock, ;^i,ooo; 
Mrs. Hill, Edinburgh, ;^i,ooo; John McDougall, Greenock, 
;^i,ooo; Wm. Dick, Jr., Clerk, Greenock, ;^i,ooo. To his 
three nephews— Jas. H. Grieve, ;!f 1,000; Leonard Grieve, 
^1,000; Robert Grieve, ;f 1,000. To each of the surviving 
daughters of his brother, Robert Grieve, ;^5oo ; Miss U. 
Harvey, nurse, $500; C. of E. Orphanage, $2,500; R. C. 
Orphanages, $2,500; Methodist Orphanage, $2,500; Dr. 
Eraser's, Children's Hospital, $1,000; C. of E. Tower Com- 
pletion Fund, ;;{^i,ooo ; John T. Croucher, $2,500.

PROVISIONS OF THE FOR- 
EST FIRES ACT. 

I,_Any person who sets out, makes or starts a Fire 
for any purpose whatever, between the Fifteenth 
Day of April and the First Day of December, in or 

near any woods, or without selecting a place 
free from dry trees, underbrush or other inflam- 
mable material in which to make or start such 
Fire, or fails to remove all such dry wood, brush- 
wood or inflammable material within a distance 
of ten feet from such fire in every direction, or 
fails to completely extinguish the same before 
leaving. 

2.— Throws or Drops any Burning Match, Ashes of a Pipe, 
Lighted Cigar or any other burning substance. 

3.— Or fails to totally extinguish any Camp Fire before 
breaking camp, shall be liable to a Penalty of 
not less than $50.00 nor more than $400.00 or 
Imprisonment for a period of Twelve Months.

ORDER No. 3. 

Under "Street Traffic Regulation Act, 1918." 

Vehicles must travel on the left hand side of the street or road. Vehicles moving slowly must 
be kept as close as possible to the curb or side drain on the left, allowing more swiftly moving 
vehicles passage on the right. 

A vehicle turning into another street to the left, shall turn the corner at the left hand curb or 

side drain of said street. 
A vehicle turning into another street to the right, shall turn around the centre of the intersection of 

the two streets, and keep to the left of the street into which it turns. 
Police, Fire and Mail vehicles and Ambulances shall have the right of way over all other vehicles. 
The driver of a vehicle on the approach of any apparatus of the Fire Department shall bring his 

vehicle to a stand still as near the left hand curb or side drain as possible. 
Vehicles going in a westerly or easterly direction shall have the right of way over vehicles going in a 

northerly or southerly direction. 
Drivers of vehicles shall stop whenever required to do so by any member of the Police Force, either 

verbally, or by a signal with the hand, and they shall obey his order and comply with any direction 

which he may give them in the interest of good order, of traffic or public security. 
The driver of a vehicle meeting or overtaking a street car which is stationary, for the purpose of taking 

on or discharging passengers, shall stop his vehicle at a distance of at least ten feet from the said car, 

and shall keep such vehicle at a stand still until such car is set in motion, and any passenger who 

may have alighted shall have reached a place of safety.

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WHEN TOURISTS, ANGLERS and SPORTSMEN 
arriving in this Colony bring with them Cameras, 
Bicycles, Angler's Outfits, Treating Gear, Fire-arms, and Am- 
munition, Tents, Canoes and Implements, they shall be admitted 
under the following conditions: — 

A deposit equal to the duty shall be taken on such articles as 
Cameras, Bicycles, Troiiting poles, Fire-arms, Tents, Canoes, 
and tent equipage. A receipt (No. i) according to the form 
attached shall be given for the deposit and the particulars of 
the articles shall be noted in the receipt as well as in the 
marginal cheques. Receipt No. 2 if taken at an outport office 
shall be mailed at once directed to the Assistant Collector, 
St. John's, if taken in St. John's the Receipt No. 2 shall be sent 
to the Landing Surveyor. 

Upon the departure from the Colony of the Tourist, Angler 
or Sportsman, he may obtain a refund of the deposit by pre- 
senting the articles at the Port of Exit and having them com- 
pared with the receipt. The Examining Officer shall initial on 
the receipt the result of his examination and upon its correctness 
being ascertained the refund may be made. 

No groceries, canned goods, wines, spirits or provisions of 
any kind will be admitted free and no deposit for a refund may 
be taken upon such articles.

Notice to Owners and blasters 
of British Ships ! 

o 

The attention of Owners and Masters of British 
Ships is called to the 74th Section of the " Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1894." 

74. — (i) A Ship belonging to a British subject 
shall hoist the proper national colours — 

(a) on a signal being made to her by one of His 
Majesty's ships (including any vessel under the 
command of an officer of His Majesty's navy 
on full pay), and 

( b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

(c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship in 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred pounds. 

At time of war it is necessary for eveiy Brit- 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal- 
led by a British Warship ; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be fired upon.

I — Every instrument shall be stamped on its face. 
2 — Cancellation of Stamps shall be made by person cancel- 
ling by writing name or initials, with date, accross Stamp. 

3— Bills of exchange, Cheques, and Promissory Notes, Bills 
of Lading, Shipping Receipts, Charter Parties, and Receipts 
for Money, shall be stamped and the Stamps thereon can- 
celled: 
(i) Bills of Exchange, Cheques and Promissory Notes drawn 
in the Colony by the person signing the same. Provided 
that in the case of a Banker, the Banker to whom it is 
presented for payment may, if it is unstamped, stamp 
the same and cancel the stamp. 

(2) Bills of Exchange, Cheques and Promissory Notes drawn 

or made outside the Colony by the person into whose 
hands same shall come before the same is paid or 
negotiated. 

(3) Bills of Lading and Shipping Receipts by the shipper. 

Provided that if presented unstamped they may be 
stamped by person receiving same. 

(4) Charter Parties by the Charterer. 

(5) Receipts for sums of Money over $10.00, by the person 

signing the same. 
4— The person on whom the obligation to stamp and cancel 
is imposed by- these Rules, shall be deemed to be a person 
issuing an instrument, and if he issues such an mstrument 
without its proper stamp or without properly cancelling same, 
he shall be liable to the penalties imposed by Section 23 of the 
Act 61 Victoria, Cap. 14, entitled " An Act respecting the pay 
men of certain fees and charges by stamps."

How 
are you going. to strike a balance 
between half pay, no pay at all and 
living expenses ? 

WOMEN .' Your men bring you 
home very light pay envelopes these 
days. Food and Clothes must be 
found. How are you going to make 
ends meet ? 

THE BIG REASON for your 
small pay envelope is NO WORK 
FOR YOUR MEN. This is large- 
ly your own fault because you buy 
imported goods, when you can buy 
the same article made by your own 
Husbands and Sons in your own 
Island. 

HELP YOURSELVES and 

help your men by buying goods 
made in Newfoundland. It means 
keeping your own homes together 
and keeping your pay envelope full 
enough to meet all requirements. 

THE MONEY you spend in 
stores on goods made in Newfound- 
land comes back again in wages. — 
The money you ' spend in stores 
on imported goods keeps the honie 
factory doors CLOSED and your 
men IDLE.
